| therefore I muft f{tand aloof for a time. Some 
' of their Commiffioners I have already bought

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offand thofe will certainly efpoufe my Caufe; 
I muft allarm them with their Danger from 
the Englifh SeQaries, andthe Defigns of that 
new-raisd Commonwealth. This willbe a 
Pretence for bringing in the Cavaliers to de- 
fend their Country again{t the Common Ene- 
my, which will divide the Presbyterians 
amonglt themfelves; and if I once get but 
part of them on my fide, it will cover my 
Defigns again{t the whole: I mut pretend to 
be zealous for their Covenant, and bewail the 
Sins of my Father's Houfe: I muft admit fome 
of their Ring-leaders for my Chaplains, and 
that will attract the Applaufe of the Mob. I 
muft indulge the Nobility of my Court in their 
Prattices, and that will defend me againft the 
Rigour of their Church: I muft profefs 4 great 
Paffion for the Liberties of the Subject, and that 
will procure me the Concurrence of their States. 
And by thefe Methods I hope to accomplifh 
my Defigns; for when they are engaged 
againft one another, in the firft Place, and 
Cromwell and his Republicans inthe next, let 
the Lofs fall on which fide it will, it is my 
Gain, I fhall.be rid of fo many dangerous 
Enemies, and their Fall will be the Rife of 
my Throne: for if the Presbyterians prevail, 
they are for Monarchy ,. though limited ; 
and when their old: Friends, but prefent E- 
nemies, the Independants, are fubdued, it 
will 
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will be eafy for me to fcrue it a Pin higher, 
and render it abfolute. If the Se€taries carry 
the Prize, (and who knows but it may be fo, 
for Fortune favours mad Men) their Anar- 
chy will quickly make the Nations weary, 
and pavethe Way for my Reftoration : for 
the Presbyterians, who are fora National 
Church, will never be quiet undera Congre- 
gational Frame; and being alfo, as I have 
faid, for a King in their Principles, which 
are two main Heads of Agreement betwixt 
them and the Church-of-Exglaud-men, they 
will quickly prove too ftrong for the divided 
SeClaries, who difagree in their Models both 
for Church and State. 

My Defign, it’s true, may feem Inglori- 
ous, but there are Precedents which I am not 
afham’d to follow: My Grandfather, King 
Fames, was {worn to maintain the Church 
and State of Scotland as he found them, but 
yet made confiderable Alterations in both. 
My Father was obliged by his Coronation- 
Oath, to govern according to the Laws, and 
yet didadvance his Prerogative above them. 
My Grandfather, Heary the 1Vth of France, 
diffenabled both with his Proteftant and Ca- 
tholick Subjeéts, and yet his Reign is fa- 
mous to Pofterity. But what need any far- 
ther Argument; Déd not the Council of Con- 
tance determine that Faith ts not: to be kept 
with 
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with Hereticks ? Then why fhould I ftand up- 
on fucha Cobweb-Objeétion, as the Violati- 
on of an Oath to Proteftants, efpecially fee- 
ing I have now fuch an Opportunity as, if 
loft, can never be regain’d? The Englifh are

Rome, which they don’t much difapprove, 
becaufe I feed them with Hopes of bringing 
the Church of Rome to an Accommodation 
with them; and fhe will certainly do it, that 
fhe may the better animate them againft the 
Puritans, who being the molt obftinate of all 
the Hereticks, if they were once out of the 
way, the reft will the more eafily be brought 
to comply: for I perceive my Epifcopal 
Friends do {till believe the Church of Rome 
to be atrue Church, and the other Party to 
be none; and therefore a Reconciliation will 
be more eafy with the former than the latter, 
efpecially confidering how near they approach 
in Difcipline and Ceremonies to the Church 
of Rome.

One might have reafonably thought 
that I had received fo many Affronts from my 
own People, that I fhould neyer have been 
enamour’d on any. of them; but, to my fad 
Expericace, I find it ‘other wile, and that 
Cupid tyrannizes over Kings as weilas others, 
and commands us as mperioully. as we Com- 
mand them, witha fic volo fis jubeo. Alas! 
that Love is Proof againft all Cures, and that 
I cannot oblige it to withdraw at my Com- 
mands, which [ find it entertains with as 
much Difdain as the Wayes of the Sea did 
Byes thole 
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thofe of my Predeceffor, who fmote them 
with his Scepter, and forbad them to ap- 
proach his Chair. Thus I who might be 
courted by the greateft of Foreigners, muft 
languifh in love for one of my SubjeGts, as if 
the Fates had decreed both Sexes of them an 
abfolute Conqueft over me. | 

If Imarry her, Iam fure to lofe my Inte- 
reft; and if I do it not, I muft facrifice my 
Content, for her Vertue I find altogether 
infuperable: I muft therefore comply with 
my Brother Fames’s Advice, and marry her 
privately before him and a Prieft ; and thus I 
may con{ult my prefent Repofe, and takemy 
meafures in time to come by future Contin- 
gents. 

Nor am I like to be lef$ unfortunate in the 
Quality of my own Match, than alfo inmy 
Allies, by that of my Brother, who is catch’d 
in the like Snare; but who can refift the 
Charms of Love?

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Juttify at leaft this paffing Reflection, which, 
if it fhould be true, makes me but Neigh- 
bour-like; for my Coufin, the French King, 
lies under a more: publick Scandal, and that 
not without ground, that he’s the Spawn of 
a Prieft: For whatever is the Caufe, this I 
find by Experience, that Cardinal Mazarin 
bas more Influence upon him than all the 
Peers and Grandees of his Kingdom: and 
though the Laws of Nations, which forbid 
the Violation of Hofpitality, efpecially toa 
neighbouring and injur’d Prince, might af- 
ford me a fafe Retreat inthis Kingdom; yet 
I find that I cannot be fafe from Infults, be- 
caufe I advis’d that the Cardinal fhould be 
remov'd. 


On the Confummation of the Marriage, and 
the young Prince’s Birth. 


Hymen 1 have found exorable, but Mars 
continues obftinate: I have been fuccefsful in 
my Love, though not by my Sword. My 
next great Care muft beto keep the thing fe-

(\ince the Kingdoms to which havea na- 

tural and hereditary Right, would not 
entertain me, it’s no wonder that this, to 
which Ihave only a Title, fhould ?efufe it ;

lar: [ have no reafon tocomplain of France’s 
dealing thus with Princes of the Blood, ‘when 
Britain and Ireland: have done fo by their na- 
tural Soveraign.

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Blefs me! how ftrange a thing is it thae 
the Arms of a traiterous Subject fhould be 
able not only to expel me from my own Do- 
minions, but difturb my Repofe in thofe of 
others? and how difhonourable and unnatu- 
ral is it for one Monarch to countenance Re- 
bellion againft another? But why fhouldI 
fay thus: ? it is jaft with Princes as it is with 
the Pope, he would impofe his Infallibility 
upon others, when he does not believe one 
word of it himfelf: So we would have out 
own Subjects to obey us without ~iaadt ie as 
being pple ed by God fotodo; and yet we 
countenance the Rebellions of one another’s 
Subjeéts. Thus did my Father makea sae 
at leaft of countenancing the French Huegx 
nots againit their natural Soveraign. My 
Grandfather, King James, though a a great Ad- 
mirer of Kingeraft, did, in fome f srt, efpoufe 
the EleCtor Palatine’s Quarrel again ft his So- 
veraign the Emperor: And my Predeceflor 
ueen Elizabeth {upported the Netherlands in 
their Rebellion againft the King of Spain: 
Sothat in fhort, my Church-of- Bnet ‘and-Sub- 
jets may boaft of their Lo yalty what they 
pleafe, but I think they hae very {mall Rea- 
fon; for they that make no Scruple to coun- 
tenance the Rebellion of others, will make 
no Confcience of rebelling themfelves, if 
ever they have occafion. And thus, if there 
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be any thing like Divine Juftice, I am pu: 
nifhed for the Sin of my Forefathers; and as 
they countenanc’d the Rebellions of other 
Princes SubjeCts againft them, now others 
countenance the Rebellion of mine againft 
me; fo that amongft us we fhall expofe the 
Dignity of Monarchy, and make all our Pre- 
tenfions be look’d upon as a Cheat. 

But it’s in vain todifpute, the Fates have 
decreed it, and I muft obey ; fo that rather 
than be fent from this Kingdom with Dif- 
grace, or any publick Remark, Plabandon 
it willingly of my own Accord, and fave my 
Honour as muchas I can.

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me; and that the Advice of a Prieft fhould 
take place to the Difadvantage of a Prince of 
the Blood Royal of France; that he whoco- 
vets the Title of the moft Chriftian King, 
fhould not be more hofpitable to a Prince 
who fuffers for the moft Chriftian Caufe ; 
that France fhould make a League with the 
Murderers of my Father, and yet erect a Mo- 
nument to render the Jefuits eternally infa- 
mous for ftabbing of Heary1V, my Grandfa- 
ther; that the French King,who pretends to be 
Abfolute himfelf, fhould fo far approve of my 
Subjects Rebellion again{t me, appears witha 
very bad Afpeét: He’s not fo much afraid of 
the Influence of the bad Example, as willing 
to keepthe King of Great Britain humble, 
for fear I fhould purfue my Title to France 5 
and knowing that Republicks are unhe for 
Conqueft, he israther inclinable to favour the 
New Commonwealth, and prefer his In- 
tereft to his Reputation. 

Nor is it the French King alone who op- 
pofes my Defigns, but my Mother, I per- 
ceive, lias a handia the pie, though I {fup- 
pofe fheis mifled by an Overcharge of Zeal. 
Ti’s not my Intereft that any of my Brethren 
fhould openly profefs the Romifh Religion, 
for that were a way to obftruct our Rerurn ; 
and yet fhe not only follicites but threatens 
my youngelt Brother if he do not openly Hy 
icls 
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fefs himfelf of that Church ; an Evidence that 
fhe had but little regard tomy Father while 
alive, when fhe tramples fo avowedly upon 
his Commands now that he’s dead; if the 
Emay Beodixn was truly his, wherein he not 
only advifes me again{t any Change of my 
Religion, but all the reft of his Children: 
and though it’s true that I have changed 
mine in Obedience to a higher Command,vzz. 
that of Chrift’s Succeffor upon Earth, and 
for the advancing of my own Intereft; yet it 
is not publickly known, and by Confequence 
is not {candalous; but for my Mother thus 
openly to fcandalize the World by influencing 
my Brother to an avowed Breach of my Fa- 
ther’s Commands, is no futable Return for 
thar laft Meflage which he fent her, that his 
Thoughts had never ftrayed from her: So that 
either fhe muft not believe that Book to be 
his, or is very impolitick to take fuch Mea- 
fures. However I will make the beft Im- 
provement of itI can, and fend for him away 
from under her Condu&t, which will be a. 
good Argument for my Friends in Exgland 
to prove that lam firm in my Religion ; and 
I will endeavour to per{wade her that I do it 
out of Policy, becaufe I would not come toa 
Rupture with her. 

My Brother Fames’s being commanded out 
of France does juftify the Policy of my fer- 
mer 
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mer Conduct, in not ftaying tilll was fent 
away ; which, though difgraceful enough to 
him, would have been much more {0 to me: 
Having had fuch flender Entertainment a- 
mongtt Papifts, i¢ will make our Friends ia 
England believe that we are {till good Prote- 
ftants, ef{pecially now that I make Applicati- 
on for Affiftance from Proteftant States; {0 
that | muft turn every thingto my Advan- 
tage as near as I can, though Lam not like to 
do much with the Republican States of Fiol-

our loft Gar in it, but in vain; and my two 
Brethren comm anding in Perfon, have alfo 
been made fenfible of the rrowns of Fortune ; 
fo that the whole Family will be henceforth 
efteem’d unfuccefsful: and what dangerous 
Confequences attend fuch an Opinion. of Ge- 
nerals, Experience hath taught in all Ages. 
There happened nothing favourable in this 
Rencounter, but that my Brother Fames be- 
ing taken, had the good Fortune to efcape: 

Whence I have fome ground to hope that we 
are preferved for better Times: and though 
Fortune at prefent favours Oliver, fo that 
nei- 
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neither Scots, Dutch nor Spaniards can ftand 
before him, the Cafe will not always conti- 
nue thus, but the Wheel may turn upon him 
or his: My. Subje€ts begin already to be 
weary of the Anarchy in the State; and the 
Presbyterjans themfelves of the Confufion in 
the Church: The Nobility and Gentry are 
angry to be trod under-foot by his Officers, 
who are Fellows’ of inferiour Quality ; And 
by their defiring him to take upon him the 
Title of King, it fhows that they have no 
Diflike to the Office; and being fenfible of 
his Breach of his Oath, by taking the Go- 
vernment upon himfelf, though a fingle Per- 
fon, modelling their Parliaments as he pleafes, 
though he was fworn to maintain their Pri-- 
vilegés, and governing them by an Army, 
though he would not allow my Father the 
Militia ; they’! quickly come to draw fuch 
Inferences, that feeing we muft be tyranniz’d

rians were more fuccefsful againft my Father 
than ever they have been fince for him or me. 
And: the Church-of-Exgland-men, though 
they will expect to.reap the greateft Benefit 
from my Reftoration, are very. flack in their

The only thing which looks with a favou-

if I be privately reproach’d, as having in- 
vaded another Man’s Property, I can tell 
them publickly, that Princes are not to be 
jimited as private Men, they havea Right 
to the Perfons and Goods of their Subjects 5 
and who ought to fay to a King, What doft 
thou? If Lkeep them from incroaching upoa 
one another, they may very well allow me 
my Liberty: I am accountable to none but 
God, and him I will venture to take in my 
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own Hand; the Advancement of the Catho- 
lick Church will atone for all other Mifcar- 
riages; fo that as to this I have no reafon to 
be follicitcous ; a good End will hallow the 
worft of Means: and feeing thofe who are 
called the debauchedft of Men have fome-

becaufe that fame Hand which cut off his 
Head cut off their Privileges; but I muft 
pufh it further than I’m afraid they will be 
willing, and by my Friends and Penfioners 
procure an Act for an Anniverfary Comme- 
moration of my Father’s Murder, by which 
J fhall blazon his Vertues to all Pofterity, and 
load his Enemies with the Height of Re: 
proach, which will mightily tend to the E- 
ftablifhment of my Prerogative ; for by cry- 
ing out againft his Murder, all manner of 
Oppofition againit Soveraigns will be con- 
demn’d. Iam fure of having the Church of 
England's Affiftance, becaufe thofe that de- 
{troyed him did alfo deftroy them; fothae 
they will certainly defend his Caufe as their 
own; and the more that they extol my Fa- 
ther, the more they deprefs their own Hne- 
2 | 
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mies: fo that I need not doubt but the 
Church-men will exprefs themfelves with all 
the Hyperboles imaginable, to difplay the 
Horridnefs of the Murder, and the Piety and 
fingular Vertues of their Martyr; which will 
be of fpecial Ufe to fupport my Pretenfions to 
an abfolute Monarchy: for when the Gene- 
rality of the Pulpits ring with Declamations 
for Paffive Obedience, it will create an Uni- 
verfal Abhorrence of all fuch as are for any 
manner of Refiftance; which the Church- 
men will find themfelves oblig’d to promote, 
that they may throw Dirt upon the Presby- 
terians, who are Enemies to their Hierar- 
chy. Andthus by keeping the Proteftants 
at Enmity amongft themfelves, and the 
{tiffeft and moft obftinate amongft them un- 
der the Hatches, I fhall be the better enabled 
to deftroy the whole, and bring in Popery by 
Degrees, if not by Head and Shoulders. 

But as to the Regicides, to have them con-

mon another, which will be fitter for my pur- 
pofe, and bring inas many of my Compant- 
ons in Exile as I can: Their Spirits are im- 
bicter’d by their former Sufferings, and their 
Purfes are ftill fenfible of their Sequeftrati- 
ons, which will make them the more eager 
for a Revenge; and to help it on, I will ftill 
keep them low, and feed them with Promiles 
tocarry on my Defigns. I muft now begin 


tothink of my Engagements to the Catho- 


licks; and towards the better accomplithing 
of them, muft reftore the Bifhops, which I 
can eafily do now that the Houfe is All'd with 
my Friends, who will be glad of fuch a Re- 
venge upon the Presbyterians. 1 have wea- 
ther’d the Point in other things of as great 
Confequence, fo that I need not defpair of 
fucceeding in this. ‘Let the Scots Phanaticks 
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upbraid me with the Breach of Covenant, 
and the Englifh Roundheads with my Decla- 
ration from Breda, I am not concern’d to re- 
gard fuch Trifles. ‘The former was tyranni- 
cally impos’d both upon me and my Subjects ; 
and the latter wasonly an Effay of Policy. 
When I was under Reftraint I might abate of 
my Prerogative; but now thatl am at Li- 
berty I may as lawfully regainit, for I can. 
never be divefted of my native Right. They 
hoth fay that I am God’s Vice-gerent, and 
therefore if I part with my own Prerogative 
Y part with his; but if I muft follow my 
own Inclination, I had rather fay with the 
noble Pharaoh, Who is the Lord that I {bould 
obey him? Andif the Puritans call themfelves 
fraelites, Ym refolv’d to keep them in Bon- 
dage ; and though I don’t allow them Straw, 
will exact the Tale of the Brick: I fhall ex- 
pect as much Loyalty and Obedience from 
them, as from thofe who have my Favour ; 
and if I find them come fhort, they fhall be 
fure to {mart for it: They area Company of 
idle Erthufiafts, and therefore fay, Let ws go 
ferve the Lord; but they fhall ferve him in 
my way, ornotatall. I have already over- 
turned their Babes in Scotland, or have rather 
indeed kept it under, as I found it, for OJ: 
wer had pretty well humbled them to my 
hand; and inftead of an Indulgence ei 
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fhall be aftri&t Uniformity in England, whi 
will fet the Epifcopal Party and the Pres’ 
terians together by the Ears; and the 
Catholicks may take their Advantage 
promote their Religion ; and I fhall impro 
the Opportunity to advance my Prerogative. 
When the Pulpits are once emptied of the 
Presbyterian Parfons, who preach up fuch 
rigid Morals, I’lltake care that the Bifhops 
fhall not imploy Precifians, but Men of a 
more courtly and complaifant ‘Temper, who 
willallow a greater Latitude both in Doctrine 
and Example, that the Church may have no 
reafon toupbraid the Loofnefs of the Court. 
Nor fhall I value the morofs Refletions of 
Fanaticks upon my Principles and Practice, 
but contemn them as unworthy of a Mo- 
narch’s Regard. 

I am happy in the Model of this prefent 
Parliament, for they have given me as much 
as I can at prefent defire: they have made 
me an Offering of the Peoples Purfes, Privi- 
leges and Lives; have enacted fuch Laws as 
will make one Proteftant devour another, and 
do every thing according tomy own Mind. 
How great is the Change betwixt mine and 
my Father’s Days, when the Parliament 
thought they could never reftrain him enough, 
and my Parliament think every thing too 
little for me. Thus the Triennial AG, which

Ivide and Command was Machiavel’s 

y Maxim, and I find it very neceflary 
forme to put in prattice, that my Subjeéts 
may not unite again{t me as formerly againft 
my Father. That I may the better revenge 
my Father’s Death, and my own Injury upon 
the Puritans, I muft find a way to make them 
be thought guilty of Plots againft the Go- 
vernment, which will be readily believ’d, 
becaufe they join’d withthe Parliament a- 
gain{t my Father, and look upon themfelves 
as oppreis’d and betray’d by me; and I need 
not doubt of its being beliew’d by thofe of the 
Church of Exgland, whoare their irrecon- 
cileable Enemies ; for when the one is up, the 
other muft go down: and then I fhall reap 
this Advantage from it, that the Pulpits will 
thunder Invectives againft them, and bring 
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the general Odium of the Nation upon them, 
by which fome of them will be obliged to 
comply, which will create Divifions amongft 
their own Party. And fome of the moderate 
Churchmen will be difpleafed at the Severi- 
ties ufed againft the Presbyterians; and by 
this Means I fhall break all the Proteftants to 
pieces amongft themfelves. To give my Ac- 
cufation the Face, at leaft, of Probability, I 
muf{t take care to have treafonable Letters 
Jodged with their chief Patrons, for which 
Sir F. P.is a very fic Inftrument. Je will 
alfo be a very proper Method to fuborn Fel- 
lows to talk of treafonable Defigns amongft 
fuch of them as are unwary; and if they 
cannot be indi€ted for High Treafon, they 
may very well be purfued for Mifprifion of 
Treafon ; and if they themfelves be brought 
to confefs that they heard of fuch Defigns, 
others will believe that they had actually a 
hand in contriving them; and whenonce 
fome of them are convifted by Publick 
Juftice, and executed accordingly, it will 
confirm the Belief of a Plot, and ftrike a 
Terror into the reft. 

But that the State may not bear all the 
blame, I muft bring in the Church for a 
fhare ; and though I appoint them by Com- 
miffion to confer. with the Nonconformuifts 
about Methods for a Comprehention, use 
they 
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they fhall have private Inftru€tions, not to 

comply: And that they may not at firft per- 
ceive my Defign, I fhall take care to infinu- 
ate that their conceding in one thing will 
occafion all the reft to be call’d in queftion ; 
and then by the Influence of the Bifhops in 
the Houfe of Lords, and of the Members of 
the Clergy’s Choice in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, I fhall bring it to pafs that the Phana- 
ticks fhall fall into a general Difgrace, and be 
reputed not only fuch in Name, but in Deed, 
and not at all worthy of a Toleration ; which 
Yreckon the beft Politicks that I can put in 
practice, to ruine the moft zealous Profeffors 
of the Proteftant Religion firft, and then the 
reft will quickly be brought to comply with 
my Defigns, and abandon that Religion of 
which they have little or nothing but the 
Name, or at leaft render it odious and of 
{mall Efteem, by walking unanfwerably to 
its Principles. And if any cunning Fellow 
fhall {mell out my Defign, I have provided 
again{t his daring to {peak of it by the AG 
againtt thofe who fhall declare me a Papift, 
or that I have a Defign to introduce Popery : 
And though thofe who are fharp-fighted may 
laugh at fuch a Provifion, as rather giving 
than taking away Caufe of Sufpicion, yet 
when it dare not be openly talk’d of amongft 
the Vulgar, it will not obtaina ee 
ief: 
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lief: And the Church of Exgland, whom I 
fupport again{t the Phanaticks, will certain- 
ly {upport me againft their Cenfures. And 
thus when I have made one Party of Prote- 
ftants to bait the other. fufficiently, if the 
Church of Exgland prove refra€tory after- 
wards to my Defigns, then I fhall endeavour, 
by remitting the Rigour of the Law, to in- 
gage the Diffenters on my fide, to favour an 
univerfal Toleration} by which my Friends 
the Papifts may have eafe, if the Epifcopal 
Party begin to grudg at my Favours towards 
them, or to fear that at laft they may dif- 
poffefs themfelves.

YY ‘His I know will be cenfured as an impo- 
ff litick A€tion, and the fhutting my 
felt out of the Continent, whereunto this 
‘Town opened a Door, by which I might have 
invaded France and the Netherlands when I 
pleafed. It’s true that it was a Monument 
of Englana’s Glory, but fuch an one as being 
erected under the Conduct of an Ufurper, 1s

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and therefore left it fhould be an Alluremene.

Neceffities with his Money. And to teftify 
my farther Refentments of that impious Re- 
bellion, the Citadels which O/sver built fhall 
be raz’d throughout my Dominions, and the 
Towns which held out againft my Father 
difmantled ; and if it were not that the Con- 
fequence would be fatal to my felf, every one 
of them fhould be fowed with Salt, their In- 
habitants made to pafs under Saws of Iron, 
and have their Flefh torn with the Briars and 
Thorns of the Wildernefs: But I muft pre- 
tend other Caufes to the People, left they 
fhould be enraged, as that I won’t keep up 
Garifons amongft them, when there is no 
need to difturb their Commerce, nor leave it 
in the Power of other Kings to do it, when 
the Places which are capable of being gari- 
{on’d are difmantled : though in reality it is 
to prevent the Rebels from neftling there, or 
having recourfe to them to favour their Re- 
bellion, the beft way to be rid of the Harpies 
being to deftroy their Nefts: And that I may 
free my felf at once, as much as is poffible 
from that viperous Brood, as I have already 
disbanded the Army, under pretence that £ 
would 
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would not keep up one in time of Peace, but 
in reality becaufe I would not have fucha 
Body of well-difciplin’d Troops of their 
Principles together, left at any time they 
fhould make head againft meas againft their 
former Mafters, the Parliament, Richard, &c.

T’s a mifchievous thing for a Soveraign to

How happy is my 
Brother of Frazce who is not troubled with 
fuch Fetters, but his Will does pafs for an 
uncontroulable Law. I abhor thofe Parlia- 
ments, for they are nothing elfe but Spies up- 
on 
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on Kings, and dive into their moft referved 
‘and hidden Intrigues: I find they begin to 
{ufpect my Religion, and grudg at the Fa- 
vours which I fhow to the Papifts, and there- 
fore I muft proceed flowly and furely. Their 
Zeal tomy Prerogative is regulated by their 
own Intereft, which makes them oppofe my 
Difpenfing Power: So that I find lam only 
abfolute againft Phanaticks and Republicans; 
but when I come to meddle with the Church 
of England, my Power is limited, and the 
Parliament muft then be Sharers of the Sove- 
raignty. Their Petitions againft my Admi- 
niftration may iffue in Remonttrances againtt 
my Government, as it happened in my Fa- 
ther’s time, andtherefore it is my Intereft to 
flatter thema little; and by a Proclamation 
againft the Papifts to create an Opinion of my 
Firmnefs to the Proteftant Religion in the 
Publick, draw Money from the Purfes of the 
Commons; and fo to recoil, to give the 
{tronger and heavier Blow. 
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CHAP. XXXIIT. 


On the News of fome more Plots by the Phana- 
ticks againft his Majefty both in England, 
Scotland and Ireland.

enough againft him, becaufe of his Activity 
in the Parliament’s Rebellion ; and his Death 
will be acceptable to the Church of England, 

be- 
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bécaufe he was Head of the Presbyterians 5 
and the Friends of the late Marquifs of Mez- 
troffe, and all the’ Cavaliers, will concur 
with my Defign acaintt him ; ; and though 
there ig no doubt buc that he will profefs his 
Inndcence on the Scaffold; yet the Authority 
of a publick Senréncé will be’ of greater 
Weighr, or at léaft reitrain the People from 
open Murmurings. By his Death I fhalk 
have alfo this farther Advantage, that the 
Power of his Clan will be thereby reduced; 
and neithér be formidable to my felf nor Suc: 
éeffors; it being thé Intereft of all Crowns ta 
guard againtt too potent SubjeGs. As to Sit 
Urchibald Fohn|ton of W. ion t aaah he be 
not fo great in Power, yet he is nothing infe- 
fiour to’ thé other ‘in Policy; but indeed a 
Above Him: and as the Trojans ow’d y | 
DeftruGion more to Ulyffes's Counfels ‘ad 
Achille’s Arms, its my Yuterelt to Hid my 
felf of a Politician; who is my Enemy, as 
{oon as of ené who is greater in,Power and, 
Quality.’ And though ic be reston’d sic 
great Policy for a’ Monarch, newly re-el fta- 
blifh’d; to ceméat his Throne with Bloo ods 
yet ic is Hot only good Policy, but abfol lutely 
needful, in my cafe, to facrifice che Ring: 
leaders of the Presbyterians while they are ae 
prefene under ¢ Confternation, before they 


have time to retolleck their Spirits; and make; 
H head 
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head againft me; and, therefore £ am_re- 
folv’d on a Viétim of each. fort,: wz.' of 
their Nobility, Gentry and Clergy; and fo 
Mr. Fames Guthry, who hath appeared fo 
ftout for the Privileges of their Church, as 
being fupreme Judg themfelves in Ecclefiafti- 
cal Affairs, fhall {mart for his Opinion. And 
thus I will pave my way to the Enjoyment 
of my Prerogative, bothin Affairs, of Church 
and State, over the Bellies of my Enemies. 
Nor muftit be in Scotland alone where.the 
Effects of my Refearments fhall be felt, but 
in both my other Kingdoms, for I muft. take 
care to have the Apprehenfions of .a. difcon- 
tented Party continued in, all the. three: Nati- 
ens; of which I fhall «make thefe.Advan- 
tages, that they will ferve for a, Ballance a- 
gainft the Church of England if fhe grow 
{tubborn, and always ferve for a Pretence of a 
Neceffity of: keeping.up Forces ; andthe fa- 
crificing of them tothe. Fury of the Bipifco- 
pal Party,..will be at albl,cimes anjeffectual 
Means oftgraining their Pockets,and making 
them concur.to the raifing of .Monéy an, Par- 
liament: and when at any time Iam myaded 
toamule the People with rhe Noife of. a Plog, 
ir will be the more. ¢afily: believed, | feciag 
there is a Parey, who beimg-exafperated, with 
Oppreflion, it may be reafonably thoughrthat 
they wall endeavour to-procure their.own., Lis 
berty.

have prevented his. Difafter. 1 have Pretences. 
enoughiof quarrelling with the Dutch; but if 
they be not thought weighty, I mult ceuee 
vour to: make thea appear fo; My Penfio= 
ners; which F have in the Houfe of Com? 
mons; will eafily be influene’d to find juftify- 
ing Caufes: And feeing. the Nation are jea+ 
lous of their Trade, as their prineipal Sup- 
port, to give out that the Dutch have in- 
croach’d upon that, will be moft plaufible 
dnd taking; and the natutal Hatred which 
the Epifcopal Party have againft the Dutch, 
Presbytery, and Form of Government, will 
render them eafy to believe the Crimes 
charged upon them, and make them concur 
with Zeal enough j in their Deffru@tion. And 
for the other Party, who will certainly mur- 
mur and guefSat that which is the real [ Caule. 
Hz of 
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of the War, it wallafford me an Opportunity 
totreat them the more feverely, and juftify 
the Rigour which fhall »be- ufed dani 
them. And in the mean time I fhall carry

very kind to me; I dotibr notalfo to find 
Excufs for this, which will in fome meafure 
faristy the Publick.

Heretical Republick 
I have no reafon to doubt; and this will be- 
fides render him popular to the Nation, if 
he happen to be fuccefsful, and pave his way 
to the Crown if be outlive me, and that f 
have no fue, and by confequence fecure the 
intereft of the Church of Rome inthefe Na- 
tions. 

I muft magnify the Zeal of my Parliament, 

and thanks them for efpoufing my Quarrel fo 
kindly, 
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kindly, which will keep them flillin a good 
Humour, and make them jultify my whole 
Condu@ in the Affair, and whet their 
Zeal toenact fevere Laws againft the Non- 
conformifts, who are Men of the fame Prin- 
ciples, with the Dutch. Sothat during this 
Ferment againft the Puritans I fhall provide 
for the Security of my Friends the Papifts, 
which will be the moreeafily overlook’d. I 
have alfo receiv’d Affurance of the French 
King’s Concurrence, who will demand Re- 
paration from the Dutch for his two Eaf- 
India-Ships which they have taken, and to- 
gether we fhall deftroy that Bulwark of He- 
refy.

The Poets are in the right when they re. 
prefent Juftice blindfold, for in good earneft 
it feems that fhe determines’ Caufes by

World are made for thofé who can catch 
them: and if there be any fuch thing as a 
Deity, it fees not as Men fee; nor does it a& 
according to thofe Rules which are in vogue 
among! (tus Mortals. The Dutch pretend to 
have that which they call Religion and Ju- - 
{tice on their fide; and intruth if that which 
is efteemed the Rule’ of both, betrue, their 
Pretenfions are not ill founded, and yet the 
Victory hath fallen to me. Then feeing we 

are not certain what be the Rules and Decrees 
of the higher Powers, it’s rational for Men 
tO Ashi low their own Inclinations, and gratify 
their natural Appetites as much as they can. 
The contrary Peinciple feems very unreafo- 
nable, 
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nable; that we who look upon our felves as 
a happywRace of Creatures fhould yet labour 
under.a feverer Reftraint ; and that we fhould 
be'denied the pleafing of what’s vilible for the 
pretended Safety of fome, I do not know 
what, invifible Subftance. But from this Vi- 
Ctory I fhall be fure of thefe following Fruits; 
In the firft place that it will give Credit to 
my Arms, which have not hitherto been 
reckoned fuccefSful; and in the next it will 
magnify my Brother’s Conduét, which will 
ftill contribute to:render me the more formi- 
dable. .Tt will alfocreate Diforders in Ho/- 
land, which may be improved to my great 
Advantage, and it will fecure me from the 
Murmurs of the Rabble at home, who al- 
ways meafure the Juitice of a Caufe by its 
Succefs; and it will be a prevailing Arge- 
ment with the Parliament to go chearfully on 
with their promifed Supplies. 

But my Joys areneither long-liv’d nor un- 
mix’d; for though I be Conqueror by the 
Sword, [’m confum’d by the Plague, which 
rages in the Bowels of my Capital City. No 
doubt the Phanaticks will fay that it is for the 
Sins of me and my Family; as I/rael was 
plagu’d for David's numbring of the People : 
but as my Subjects are not fo well deferving 
as his; Yam not obliged to be fo much con-

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ther, than that it weakens and rehders ‘me 
lefs able to catfy on the’ War, ahd will be 
efteern’d by my Enemies as the Hand of God 
againft me. But for the Refle&tion of the 
Phanaticks, I can eafily turn it upon them- 
felves, that it’s a ju Punifhment upon the 
Nation for their unnatural Rebellion, and 
the horrid Murder of their King and my Fa- 
ther: and if this be once given out at Court, 
Iam {ure it will be eccho’d again from the 
Pulpit: and as that will juftify the urmoft 
of my Severity in Scotland by free Quar- 
ter, ec. on the Presbyterians there, it will 
alfo defend my Proceedings againft their Bre- 
thren in Exg/and, to keep them in Prifons at 
London, &c. till they die of the Contagion 
here: And as for my felf and my Court, we 
can remove to a Place of better Air. And 

though the Bills of Mortality do increafe to a

them as che Beginners of the War, and teftify 
my,own Inclination to bring it to anead; 
which, though it is plain will never obtain 
Belief, yet will ferve for a Pretence, that che 
Continuance of the. War is not my choice, 
and: confequently. free me aj little fromthe 
Odium of the Havock which.the Bithop of 
Muanfter, with his, Popifh Forces, makes ina 
Proteftant Country, and, furnifh Arguments 
to. my Friends, of the Church. of Englawd, 
againitthofe who. fuggeft that my Delign.at 
bottom is to promore a Popith Latereft. 
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“Fhe mutual Declarations: of War by my 
felf and the French King againft each other; 
will very much contribute to a Concealment 
of our Defigns, and give us an opportunity of 
deftroying the Dutch miore advantagioully ; 
for I am very well affured that the French 
Troops, which march tothe Affiftance of 
the Hollanders, will annoy*them as’ much as 
thofé of their. Enemies, sand* make “them 
quickly repent the-calling in of fuch Auxilia- 
ries: but however there is chis which willbe 
gain’d by it, that’ it cannot well be thoughe 
thatmy Defign is againit the Proteftant Reli- 
gion; when a Monarch, ‘who is’a profefled 
Papilt, and the eldeft Son of the Church of 
Rome, does {eemirigly oppole-me, though by 
the Meflage which he lately fent to my’Mo- 
ther; he hath fufficiently 'inform’d me as'to 
his fectet Threnfions * fo that’ berwixt’ us F 
doubt not but’ we fhall'ruine that Knot of 
Flereticks? “And as I ‘havé broughe« their 
Friends heré in England under the Lafh of 
the Law, I will take care ‘to undo their Bre- 
thren in Scotland, where by the Concurrence 
of their new: Bifhops, and the Zeal of my 
Privy Council, Ican do what I pleafe, feeing 
all the Presbyterians are excluded the Go- 
vernment¢ And thus while'T fet one Party of

Ceal it, to prevent the Grumblings of the Peo- 
ple, and order all the publick Tokens of Joy 
for a Vitoty.. How true were the French 
to their Promife of deceiving the Dutch, and 
making them rely on their Aff ftance, yet afe 
forded them none ;, fo that though I have not 
obtain’d a Victory by this Procedure of thei rs, 
yet it hach confiderably diminith’d my Lofs ; 
tor ifthe Dutch had not been deceiv’d by re- 
lying on the French, they would have been 
better provided of t hemfélves, and in a Ca- 
pacity ro purfue the Blow further home: Ard 
! I it 
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ia truth I rhuft needs ‘applaud the French 
King’s Condua, in letting the Englifh and 
Dutch Hereticks fight it out, and fave his 
Catholick Subjects for a better Time and Ser- 
vice. From ‘their lying by d fhall alfo reap 
this Advantage, that though the Dutch pro- 
claim their Victory, ‘it will bethe lefs credi- 
ble; andimy Pretenfidns to. ‘the fame will be 
che better'believed: ‘but the Mifchief on’t is, 
chat their appearing fo ‘fpéedily at Sea, after 
the Noife of my pretended Victories, gives 
the People occafion to fufpe&t my Veracity.

g “HE Sword, ‘Peftilence and Fire, are 
' ff three of the heavielt Plagues that can 
betal ‘a People; and of leteT and mine have 
hadour Shares‘of them. ‘This dreadful’Con- 
flagration ‘would -be as plealant tome as that 
Of Rowie was to’ Nero, when he took ‘his 
Harp in hand ‘and triumph’d over its Flames, 
fir were not that am liable to. che Sufpici- 
on of favouring it, becaufe' my Brother and . 
my Guards are‘fo foolifh and imprudent.as 
to refcue ‘thofe who ‘are taken in the Fact; 
andthatfome Catholicks, who are not fit to 

be 
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be intrufted with Secrets; have talk’d too 
openly of the Defign a great while before ic 
Was put in Execution. However, thisisa 
good Expedient to clear both the City and 
the Air about it, from all manner of conta- 
gious Infection: for that I could not fet any 
Bounds unto, but this I can lime; That was 
the Hand of God, This the Hand of Man; 
That did promifcuoufly cutoff my Friendsand 
Foes, but This I can order fo as to make it fall 
upon the latter: and after all; if Lcannot; as 
Nero did with the Chriflians, faften the Plot 
of firing the City upon the Diffenters, which 
the Jefuits have ftrenuoufly endeavoured, by 
tricking fome filly Fifth-Monarchy-mea inte 
a Plot; yetif I give ic only alittle finer turn, 
and alledg, thar it’sthe Vengeance of Hea- 
‘ven upon this City, for their being {9 inftru- 
mental in the late Ruine both of Church and 
State, and not preventing my Farher’s Mur- 
der, the Pretext will be plaufible aad. ta- 
king with the Church;-for their great Pa- 
trons, fuch as Heylix and ovhers; have often: 
times déclared their Diflike of the Bulk end 
Populoufnefs of the City, and hate it becaufe 
inclinable to the Puricanical ‘Side? fd that 
-thefe things being prudently infitted aipon,; 
and the Clergy’s Diflike of che City encov- 
taged, its Defolation and Ruines will be the 
lefs regardedy and the Odium wear.off from 
Ez the 
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the Papilts by degrees, though ar the fame 
time they have wifely deftroyed that which 
was look’d upon as the great Bulwark of the 
Proteftant Religion. And { have alfo reafon to 
be very well {atisfied that hereby they have ex- 
 haufted the great Treafure of Rebellion. But 
themain Danger is, left the Committee of Par- 
liament, appointed to dive into the Caufes of 
the Fire,fhould trace it as far as St. fames’s and 
‘Whitehall, and then it will lie upon me and 
my Brother: but if this fhould be the cafe, 
IT know of a Remedy, viz. tocall it a For- 
gery of the Diflenters, to bring a Calumny 
—tpon the Royal Family, and che Church of 
England, who are their-Adherents ; then to 
be fure, though the Matter be as clear as 
‘Sunfhine, the Bifhops and their Clergy, who 
know they muft ftand and fall with me, will 
maintain my Credit for their own Intereft, 
Jeft they fhould be utterly overthrown, as in 
my Father’stime. And the, better to cover 
my Defign, I muft renew all my former Pro- 
te{tations of Zeal for the Proteftant Religion, 
and advife the Citizens, in the firlt place; to 
rebuild their Churches, where: they may 
worfhip God, and mourn for their Sins, 
which have brought on fuch defolating Judg- , 
ments ; and this, rogether with contributing 
fomething towards the Re-edification of the 
City, and bewailing their Lofles on all oe 
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lick Occafions, will conciliate their Refpect, 
and beget a good Opinion of me, which will 
be fufficient to obviate all the Mifreprefenta- 
tions which the greateft of my Enemies can 
make of me: and thus fhallthe Proteftant 
TIntereft languifh,as by a Confumption in the 
Vitals, whilel {mite it fecretly under the fifth 
Rib. I know that the cenforious Phanaticks 
will fay that this Fire was carried on by the. 
fame Hand that manages the War againit the 
Dutch; and that the City is juftly puniflrd 
thereby for not oppofing, but rather. concur- 
ring with me; and thatl have repaid them 
as I have done ajl my other Friends, the. 
Dutch, the Spaniards, and the Englifh and 
Scots Presbyterians: fothat for their affifting 
me with their Treafure to carry onthe War- 
again{t the Dutch, I and my. Party have 
confumed their Subftance. But having taken 
care to have that Faction look’d upon as. my: 
Enemies,whatever they fay again{t me will be 
reckoned Spite; and therefore though it be 
true, it won't be much credited. And for- 
any Improvement which the Dutch may. 
make of it,asthat Iam punifh’d by Fire in my 
own Capital City, for endeavouring to bring 
Fire and Sword uponthem; I can eafily hear 
them, and laugh at their Folly, for afcribing 
that to Providence which is my own Action, 
and looking upon that as my Punifhment 
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which I efteem my. Advantage ; and fo far 
from being their Gain, that it is their irrepa- 
rable Lofs, for the Puritanical Citizens were 
their true Friends. It’s indeed no {mall 
Caufe of Triumph to the Roman Catholicks, 
that inftead of the Fall of Babyloz, as the He- 
reticks call Rome, which they expected in 
1666, the greateft City of the Reformation 
fhouldliein Afhes, with89 of their Churches 
which were polluted with Herefy ; 13200 of, 
their Houfes; 150000/’s Worth of their 
Books; and in:the whole to the Value of be- 
twixt nine and ten Millions of their.Goods : 
fo that for once the Catholicks have put the 
Writ, de Heretico comburendo, very effectual- 
ly in execution upon their Houfes, the Fire or 
Plague of God having not long before con- 
fam’d aboye a Million of their Perfons. And 
if there be any fuch thing as a Deity, the 
Catholicks might very well fay now, asin 
their Letter to my Lord Mownteagte, which 
difcovered the Powder-plor in my Grandfa- 
ther’s time, that God and Man had agreed 
ro punith this Heretical Generation.

“W ‘Hough the Catholicks have not been 
_ able to blow upthe Houfes of Parlia- 
ment, with all the Lords and Commons, yet 
they have confum’d the City, which was 
both the Fountain of the Hereticks Treafure. 
and Strength. And to difable the Party fur- 
ther, I have conveen’d the Parliament, who, 
I doubt not, will diye ro the botsom of their 
Puries, and fupply me wath Money to ruine 
their Brethren the Heretical Dutch. 

Though the Parliament hath been liberal 
enough in parting with their Money, yet ! 
find they are alarm’d at the Increafe and 
Growth of Popery; and accordingly have 
importun’d me with an Addrefs. Ir 1s net 
time for me yet to pull of my Vizard, and 
aes theres 
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ara I muft grant a Proclamation to 
pleafe them ; but the Priefts and Jefuits fhall 
till have Prote€tion, as Attendants belonging 
to my Confort the Queen. 

‘Their Brethren the Diffenters fhall pay for 
this Animofity of theirs againft the aba : 
and Iwill take care that the Laws fhall 
put in exettition again{tt them. Let en: 
remind me of my Declaration from Breda, 
promniine Bafeto tender Confciences,as much 
as they pleafe, I am at liberty to change my 
Meafures according to my intereft, The ‘i 
Saag ians of Score have been condi ignly 
punith’d by Fines, Free-quarter, and Milita- 
ty Execution, which hath happily procur’d 
an Infurre@tion according tomy Defire. So 
that now the greateft af my Rigour willbe 
juftified ; and when they pretend to be Suf- 
ferers for Religion, I can accufe them of Re- 
bellion. This furnifhes me witha juftifiable 
Pretence to cut off fome of their Ringleaders 
at prefent, and endeavour the Extirpation of 

the reft by degrees. And thislam fure to 

ave approved ‘by the Church of England, 
Bécaul e the Py ‘esby terlans obliged themfelves 
to the Extirpation ip Prelacy by their Cove- 
nant. This will alfo ferve to’ herghten the 
Refentments of the Epifcopal Party againft 
the Dutch, when I reprefent how the Phana- 
ticks act in concert with them, and do ma- 
nifeftly 
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nifeftly favour their Defigns, by beginning 
an dette War when I am engaged with 
them abroad. Whence they will “eafily be 
perfwaded of the neceflity of complying with 
my Meafures a again{t borh, efpecially when 
I infinuate the Danger that there isto the 
Church and the iawn af the Diffenters 
{hould not be rendred uncapable of difturb- 
ing either. When J once infpire them with 
thefe Sentiments, they will the better concur 
with my Declaration again{t Denmark, for 
fiding with the Rebellious and Heretical 
Dlitab § and by this Means my Brother of 
France aod I thall reach a fatal Blow indeed 
to the Northern Herefy, by the Concurrence 
of the Hereticks themfelves: ‘for as my 
Church-of-England-Subjects will certainly at- 
fift me on the ec aesdiuans above-mention- 
ed; fo the French Hugonots concur with 
helt Monarch to deftroy thofe of their own 
Religion, they being alfo {fcrued up to a high 
pitch of Loyalty, ‘by the Cridnine of the 
Court, and the Management of their Cler- 
oy, And thus when we have deprived our 
Heretical Subjects of all Support from abroad, 
it will be the calc for us to deftroy them at 
home. 

How unhappily are all my fine Projects 
blafted, and my Defigns againft the Dutch 
not only mifcarried, but they have put theirs 
in 
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im execution againft me, burnt my Roy- 
al Navy in my own Harbours, and ride 
without Controul upon my Coafts. This-is 
indeed an intolerable Difgrace, but I muft 
ftudy how to repair it. The Want-of Mo- 
ney were a plaufible Excufe, but: confidering 
the Tax which I lately had, it willnot be 
practicable, and therefore 1 muft indeavour 
to excufeit, by charging it on the Treachery 
ef the Dutch during the time of a Treaty ; 
which, though it is not likely to obtain Be- 
lief amongft knowing Men, yet it will do 
much to put a itop to the Murmurs of the 
Vulgar : and in the mean time I muft ftudy 
how to work a Revenge, and not fuffer them 
long to triumph in their Succefs, I per. 
ceive the French King takes advantage of 
my Circumftances, and hath deluded me on 
urpofe ro carry on his own Defigns, by gi- 
ving out that the Dutch would have no Fleet 
at Sea this Summer. Let him hug and blefs 
himfelf for his good Succefs, I may find an 
Opportunity to make him repent it ; May he 
flatter himfelfas.a great Politician, and'fram’d 
by Nature for the Empire of the World, Ff 
can fooner accomplifh my Defigns than he 
ean do his, and fatisfy my Defires with thofe 
things which Llook upon as my Summum Bo- 
num: Whereas he can never fatisfy his Am- 
bition; andas he makes me to fublerve his 
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Defigns, his Money fhall alfo fubferve mine; 
and while he pleafes himfelf with the 
Thoughts of conquering Ewrope, I will in- 
dulge my felf in fuch Conquefts as are more 
agreeable tomy Nature, though at the fame 
time I am refolved to. give acheck to his grow- 
ing Greatnefs, by clapping up a Peace with 
the Dutch and Danes: and thus I fhall re- 
venge my felf on him for dealing fo difhonou- 
rably with me, as to fuffer it to be printed at 
Paris, that my Defign againft Holland was 
for advancing Popery.

T’s not without reafon that the King of 
England is by Foreigners call’d, Rex Diaz 
bolorum; for my Subjects are truly head- 
ftreng, and ill co govern. What mutinous 
Murmurs do found in my Ears daily, and 
grievous Complaints of exhaufting their 
Treafure, when inthe mean time the Nation 
is neither well govern’d at home, nor fecure 
again{t the difgraceful Infults of our Enemies 
abroad ? The Seeds of the old -Rebellion be- 
gin to {pring again, fo hard a Matter it is to 
cure this Nation of the Diftemper: How- 
ever in Policy I am obliged to humour them 
a little; and to pleafe them will offer to 
tne 
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the Parliament an Account which way the 
Money that they gave me hath been {pent. 
I know that their Commiffioners will {carce- 
ly be Proof againft Gold; fo that I can eafily 
take them of if they become too inquilitive. 
This yielding a little will give me an Oppor- 
tunity to renew my Blow with the greater 
Force: And from their Complaints of the 
Nation’s not being fecur’d againft Foreiga 
Infults, I fhall take the Opportunity to raifeé 
an Army in the Interval of Parliament, but 
model them fo as to render them fit for my 
Defign, if poffible, both of raifing Money 
without Parliaments, and advancing the In- 
tereft of the Church of Rome. YF 1 cannot 
have all the Officers avowed Papifts, I fhall 
at leaftorder it fo that they be not Haters of 
the Church of Rome; for none thall be pro- 
moted without Father Pztrick’s Approbati- 
on. To encamp them near the Cicy will be 
moft commodious, that fo they may overawe 
both it and(the Parliament. 
But, alas! I find that my Defign is per- 
‘ceiv’d ; andthe Commons being mer, are re- 
folv’d to defeat it. My Aim was glorious 
indeed, but my Succefs unanfwerable; {fo 
that Nature feems to have defign’d me for 
the Conqueft of Women, but not of Men. 
A Prince who has not the Command of his 
Subjects Purfes, can never fay that he has the 
Com- 
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Command of their Perfons ; for I muft com- 
ply with the Parliament, becaufe I want Mo 
ney, or otherwifé I am fure they’l give me 
none. The Army that I rais’d muft again be 
disbanded, elfe they’l never be fatistied, nor 
have their Jealoufies removed ; fo that I find f- 
mutt take another Method. If the Catho- 
licks grumble at the Slownefs of my Pro- 
orefs, they may remember that the Work in 
hand is Church-work. Jam refolv’d never 
I to facrifice my Own Quiet to any Party or Pro- 
i feffion of Religion; but now that I have re- 
obtain’d my Throne, will labour to keep it, 
7 having already experienc’d the Mifery of be- 
oe ing reduc’d to Travel. They may be allo 
a convinc’'d from my Failure in this Attempt, 
that I want not Will but Power to ferve them ; 
and that to hurry on the Defign by Force is 
the way to ruine both them and me. It’s 
true, that’s a very great Mortification to a 
Soveraign, toreceivea Check fromthofe who 
ought to obey him; but whatever athath 
had upon othets, it fhall have no great Influ- 
ence upon me, who am refelv’d to: puritte 
Rafe.and Pleafive as my chief Good: 

. But the Parliament shaving taken the A- 
darm, I muft fweeten them:by foft Speeches; 
Bi which withthe Afliftance of my Friends in 
| aa the Houfe, will take-off their Rdg. Iwill 
a dh cell them that they fhall follow ther own 
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Methods in bringing thofe who have received 
the Publick Money to.an account 3 and that 
their Grievances fhall be redreffed.I know that 
the disbanding of the Forces on their Defire, 
the difplacing of my Lord Chancellor. Hide, 
and dif{mifling of Papifts from my Guards, 
will -be acceptable to them. And to pleafe 
them yet further, I-will publifh a Proclama- 
tion againft Papifts; and that‘none fhall fre- 
quent the Popifh Chappels of Somerfet-houfe, 
St. James's, or Foreign Ambafladors, but 
thofe who belong to my Mother, the Queen 
Confort, andthe Ambaflador’s own Families, 
though at the fame time I fhall take care rhat 
they fuffer no Damage for contraveening it. 
And to pluck up their Jealoufies by the very 
Roots, ‘that I may-give them the more fur- 
prizing. Blow, I will make .a defenfive Alli- 
ance withthe Dutch and Swedes, which will 
remove all their Fears, asto the head of Re« 
ligion:. Andanother for .an-effe€tual Media~ 
tion of Peace betwixt France and Spainz, which 
will look with a favourable Afpeét towards 
their Civil Rights: but inthe mean time I 
fhall connive at the Progrefs of the French 
Arms in the Spanifh Netherlands, the better 
‘to make way for-our Defigns upon Holland. 
The ‘Parliament being thus fweetned, I 
will move for Money to rig out another Fleer, 
which as {oon as obtain, they fhall be ad- 
yourned 
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journed and prorogued, fo as they may not 
trouble me with their Importunities to affil 
the Netherlands; for J know they will be un- 
willing of the French King’s Neighbourhood, 
though the fame willbe convenient for me to 
accomplifh my Defigns: for in that cafe they 
_ will be prevaild upon by their Fear to allow 
mea ftanding Army, that I may always be 
provided againft fuch a potent Enemy ; and 
then ina little rime I fhall rule by the Sword, 
and command their Money to fpend upon my

‘The 
Spaniards I know are diffatisfied at this Trea- 
ty, becaufle it obliges them to a Surrender of 
a great part of their Country; andthe French 
are not well pleafed to be ftopp’d in their Ca- 
reer; but I muft prefer my own Intereft to 
both: I:’s for my Reputation to be fuccefsful 
in fo weighty an Affair ; and it will make me 
the more valued at home, when they fee that 
I have fo much Influence abroad.

have no reafon to doubt of “it, thére’s 
Caufe enough to queftion whether fhe be not 
only the Danghter of my Mother, and not of 
my Father, and in that cafe I am bur even 
with Abraham: Andas for ae vslatingboxh 
my own and the Duke of Orleance’s Contracts 
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of Marriage, I may be allowed to come {9 
far fhort of the Father of rhe Faithful. Let 
Puritans and Precifians do what they pleafe, 
for my own part I will worfhip no Deity, 
except Priapus be one; nordo I defire any 
Other Heaven than Mahomet’s Paradife. If 
this fhould take air, my Phanatical Subjeéts 
would improve it again{ft me, and fay, that 
{uch unhallowed Caufes muft needs have 
curfed Effects ; and that Popery and Slavery 
can never be ufher’d in by any other Means 
than fuch as violate both the Laws of Nature 
and Religion, and open the Sluce to the 
Height of Impiety. They would quickly 
tell me that a Cuftom of Sinning hardens the 
Confcience; and that fuch promifcous A- 
mours had no little Influence on the deftroy- 
ing Judgments which have from time to time 
Jaid fo many of the Heathen Nations defolate, 
and particularly brought the Sword of the 
truel Spaniard upon the Americans: That 
the Pailings of the Old-Teftament-Saints are 
not to be Patterns for thofe who live under the 
New: That Adrabam’s Wife was-ngt his Fa- 
ther’s Daughter, but Grand-Daughter by 
ifaw: And that the New Teftament hath 
excluded all Whoremongers and Adulterers 
Jrom the Kingdom of Heaven; with abun- 
dance more of fuch Cant, which influences me 
todeny thar Faction any peaceable Refidence 
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in my Kingdom upon Earth, as being mo- 
rofe, the Leaven of all humane Converlati- 
on, and an ungrateful Check Sper dea 
and Mirth, attributing that tothe Hffects of 
Religion and Divine Zeal, which 1s merely 
occafioned by Phlegm and Melancholy. 

The bad Influence which fo near a Neigh- 
bourasthe fidurifhing Republick of Holand 
may have to animate my Subjects to re-at- 
tempt fich a Form of Government, will jufti- 
fy my Policy in feeking its Deftruction. And 
the Roman Maxim of Carthago eff delenda, 
and deftroying of thofe who ftudy to rival us 
in our Trade and Naval Strength, will be 
taking with the Englifh Nation: and my 
Concern in deftroying their Religion will be 
covered, by having the French King for my 
Ally, who isa Roman Catholick by Profeffi- 
on; fothat that Affair willbe wholly afcrib’d 
tohim. As to the Propofal of ruining the 
Proteftant Religion in Evgland, and ren- 
dring my felf abfolute, the Reafons of the 
Attempt are much eafier than the Means ; 
fome of which are alfo not ill concerted, as 
flattering the Church of England, and en- 
gaging them in a fevere Periecution of the 
Diffenters, who are indeed the firmeft Pro- 
teftants. Then as for the rendring of my 
{elf abfolute, the Dotrine of Paffive Obec 
gnce hath already pav’d my way toward it, 
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mage thofe of the Church of England ; 

A the other hand I can trick the Diffen- 
ers into a Concurrence with it, by tIPeL 
ag with the Penal Laws, under which 1 they 
(mart fo feverely; fo that they will contri- 
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_ Prrahen 


ute to heighten this part of my Prerogative 
for their ot wn eafe: and if once I can fecure 


my felfin the quiet poffeffion of this Pra@tice 


of difpenfi fing with Laws the reft of my Work 
willbe the more eafy , efpeciall y if once the 
Dutch were ruined, and their Countries and 
belt Towns fhared betwixt the Freach and 
ine ; for in that cafe my Hererical Subjects 
can neither have Afiltance from thence, nor 
Recourfe thither. And as for Scotland: the 
Bpifcopal Party there having no other Tnte- 
reft but mine; and being wholly deftitute of 
the Peoples Favour, Tam in no danger of any 

Difturbance from that Kingdom, now that E 
Hive e brought the Presbyterians in that Coun- 
HY folow: And that which will be no little 

erviceable to my Affairs, is, that the Parlia- 
ment of Sc rotland | have made an Aé‘to raife 
me 22000 Horfe and Foot to ferve in'any 
part of my Dominions, fuch cordial Friends 
are their Hpifcopal Party to the Intereft of 
che Crown. 

My Sifter has not only granted me‘her laft 
Favours, but left mea very agreeable Prefent 
ronourith my Flames. My Brother of France 
has 
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has hit the Mark, and if he continues both 
ro fillmy Purfe, and fatisfy my Love, as my 
Occafions require, he fhall find me a very 
ufeful Friend. : 

But, alas! my Pleafures are always mix’d 
with an Alloy of Mortification : My Sifter’s 
Kindnefs to me hath been her Death, Te 


might have been thought that the Height of 


our Rank fhould’ have fet us above the reach 
of Spies ; and thatthe Nearnefs of our Rela- 
tion fhould have taken away all Caufe of Sul 
picion, that the Danger of divulging the Se- 
cret fhould have lock’d it up~in eternal Si- 
lence; or if it had been otherwile; that it 
fhould not fo readily have obtain’d Belief: 
but I am now convine’d of the contrary by 
the difmal Eteéts; and yet I muft be contenr, 
and lay afide all Thoughts of Revenge, left 

the thine fhould be laid open to ‘the View of 
the World. I muft henceforth take care to 
obferve the Nes of living cate, feeing I 
cannot live caffe: and though my open Pra- 
étice has declared that Iam not to be bound- 
ed by the Cuftoms and Laws of the Coun- 
try, as to my Love-Intrigues; yet I muft 
be cautious how f intrench on the Laws of 
Nature, becaufe of the Bios Abhorrence 
thereof which is imprefs’d upon all Men. I 
muft alfo take care that I be not thought to 
debafe my felf by the Meannefs of my Cour te 
fhips, 
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fhips, and therefore will at leaft dignify my 
new French Paramour with the Title of a 
Dutchefs. 

It’s a great while fince I abfoly’d my felf 
from the Trouble of making any Prayer to 
that Bugbear which Princes and Clergymen 
would impofe upon the World, under the 
Notion of a Deity, merely to renderthe Peo- 
ple Slaves to themfelves: And the principal 
Reafon for eafing my felf of this Trouble 
was, becaufe I perceived that all things hap- 
pened alike to thofe who are called Good, and 
thofe who are called Bad. _ But if there are 
any Beings fuperiour to Men, I think that 
the Notion of the ancient Heathens, who 
were for a Plurality of Gods, has very much 
Reafon in it; and the Roman Catholick 
Church feems to ownthe fame thing, though 
under a different Name, whenthey have fo 
many Saints and Angels to whom they ad- 
drefs themfelves, according to the Diverfity 
of their Occafions, which does neceffarily im- 
ply, that they believe a Plurality of Omnipo- 
tent and Omnifcient Beings. Then. teeing 
the Cafe is thus, it cannot be amils for me, 
that, in imitation of their Example, I be- 
take my felf to Patrons futable to my prefent 
Neceffities: And it being Priapws and Venus 
whofe Affilance I do moft ftand in need of, 
it’s reafonable that I fhould make Application 
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to them both conjun@ly, but chiefly to the 
firft.. Nor can I fee why it fhould be culpa- 
ble in me to make Requefts to them in my 
Profperity, fecing my Father is faid to have 
made ule of a Prayer taken from an amorous 
Romance, in the Height of his Adverfity, 
though it had been confecrated before-hand to 
an Heathen Deity. And whereas he whom 
Chriftians look upon as the Omnipotent, 
hath commanded us in his Word to increafe 
and. zsultiply, without any manner of Re- 
firiclion, it ought not to be offenfiye to them 
if I obey him in this Particular. 


But thou, O Priapus! feeing the Female De- 
sty Venus hath caft a favourable Afpeét towards 
me, a Monarch of the Britains, who are the 
lineal Defcendants of ber beloved Trojans, infa- 
much that the fair Sex have hitherto received 
gy Addreffes very kindly, as becomes thofe who 
would be obfequious to that beautiful Goddefs ; 
be not thow lefs propitious to me than (be, but 
aljift me ta the utmoft of thy Power, that I may 
be capable of a grateful Retribution to the fair 
Nymphs who blefs me with their Favours. 1 
bave a flukborn and rebellious People, who are 
more addicted to War than Love, but do thos 
inf pire them with amorous Inclinations, and 
wound thein with the Darts of Cupid, that they 
nay Srow out of Conceit with thofe of Mars.

ae is avery bold and daring Attempt, 
Hand fuch as may excite Wonder fooner 
than Belief. If there be many fuch daring 
Spiritsamong the Phanaticks, it isnot Policy 
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to provoke them too much, left fome attempt 
my Life, as others have done the Crown; 
However; feeing the Defign hath mifcarried, 
it’s firthat I fhould improve it, which may 
be done feveral ways: It will ferve as an Ar- 
gument to heighten my Refentments againft 
the Diflenters, and juftify my dealing fevere-. 
ly withthem. It will alfo ferve for a Subje&t 
of Clamour, again{t them to thofe of the 
Church of Exgland, and animate them to 
profecute the Puritans to the utmoft; and at 
the fame time countenance my Pretences of a 
necefficy to difpenfe with the Laws againft 
them, while I am engaged with a foreign 
Enemy, left they fhould be provok’d to at- 
tempt fomething more dangerous, thouglr 
nothing can be more difgraceful than this 
would have been, had it fucceeded. 

The better to cover the Treaty at’ Dover; 
and to prevent the Sufpicion of my Sifter’s 
having engag’d me to do any thing in favour 
of the Catholicks, I muft emit a Proclaniati- 
onagatn{t them as ufual; and though I never 
intend to put.it in execution, the Negle@ 
will be eafily faftned upon the inferiour Ma- 
giltrates.. I cannot but wonder at this re- 
peated Zeal of the Parliament againft thé 
Growth of Popery, when at. the fame time 
they are fo zealous for a Popifh Form of 
Church-Government and’ Ceremonies, and 
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concur to make fuch fevere Laws againft their 
Brethren the Diffenters. This muft proceed 
from fome Political but not Religious Confide- 
rations. ‘They are without doubt unwilling 
to part with their Church-Lands, to have 
the old Tax of Peter-Pence renewed, and be 
obliged to fubmit their Necks to the Pope’s 
Ufurpation. Thefe, I don’t queftion, are 
the Grievances of the Laity; and the Lofs of 
their Benefices and’ Wives have no lefs Influ- 
ence upon the Clergy. Nor indeed is this 
particular Averfion to Popery to be very much 
wondred at inthe Church of Exgland, feeing 
Popery in all its Pretenfions is not admitted 
by the Church of Frazce, which has no good 
liking to the Pope’s Supremacy, nor did ever 
admit the Council of Treze. 

As to the War with the Dutch, I muft 
urge allthe Arguments to have it effectuated ; 
which my own Invention, and thofe of the 
Cabal, are able tofurnifh. Their Encroach- 
ments on Trade being that which will be 
moft plaufible with the Populace, the feveral 
Companiés mult be influenc’d to make Com- 
plaints on that Head againft them; or if 
they won’t, yet I canaffert it boldly in my 
Declaration. It’s true that the Phanatical 
Part of my Subjects perceive my Defign, and 
mutter it where they dare do it with Safety ; 
but a Royal Declaration will be fufficient to 
weigh 
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weigh down the Clamours of fuch: And 
though they complain of the Injuries done 
ro my Subjects in the Foréign Plantations by 
the French, yet all thefe muft be buried in 
Oblivion; fo that I fliall order fuch Coms 
plaints to be received, but the Grievances {hall 
neverbe redrefled. I muft alfo reprefent the 
Difhonour done to the Nation, by the Dutch’s 
refufing to ftrike to the Englifh Flag; and 
the Affronts put upon my felf by fcandalous 
Medals and Pi€tures, which my Penfioners 
and Friends in the Houle of Commons will 
take care to aggravateto the Height. It will 
be a meritorious piece of Service at this time 
co find occafion of Quarrel with the Dutch, 
now when they are out ia putfuance of the 
Triple League, to prevent the Progrefs of 
the French in the Netherlaads. Itis not to 
be fuppofed thatthey will be guilty of fuch a 
manifeft Breach, as to refufe to {trike to my 
Fleet, or any of my Menof War in my own 
Seas, and therefore I will order a {mall Yatch 
ro fail through their Navy on their own 
Coaft; and upon their not ftriking, as in 
fuch a cafe they will fcarcely think themfelves 
oblig’d todo, I fhall have Ground enough to 
found a Quarrel. 

My next Care muft be to prevent the 
Dutch’s coming to a Treaty, or offering Sa- 
tisfattion, and to declare War when they 
come 
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come near a Conclufion, that fo the French 
may have Opportunity of over: running their 
Country 5 and they and I fhall divide the 
Spoil, But this being a Defign of great Im- 
portance, I mutt take care to keep it fecret 
and therefore it’s fic that I fhould put out of 
che Council all thofe that are difafeded to 
the Intrigue, on the pretence of its being 
contrary to the Intereft of England and the 
Proteftant Religion. 

A War with the Dutch being refolved on; 
my next Care mult be to provide Money, 
which are its Sinews: The purfuit of my 
Pleafures, which are the chiefeft Good that 
my Soul defires, have drain’d my Treafury, 
{o that I muft think of fome Method to fill it 
again. My Subjects are averfe to this War 
again{t their Fellow-Proteftants, and willnor 
eafily be brought to contribute for carrying it 
on; but having decoyed abundance of the 
wealthieft of them to bring their Money in- 
tothe B xchequer , upon hopes of great Gain, 
Iam refolv’d'to fhut it up, and apply th 
Money found there to the Ufe of the War, 
This will be an effeétual Means to drain the 
Purfes of my Heretical Subjef&ts ; and if they 
murmur,: I fhall make ufe of their own Mo- 
ney to cheftife them: but Tam in no hazard 
of a Rebellion upon this account, for alchough 
the Lofs will affect the whole’ Nation, \¢: 
L im: 
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immediately it reaches only to few: None put 
in Money into the Exchequer but thofe who 
have enough left behind ; and for fuch, they’! 
be loth to hazard the Lofs of the reft by any 
Tumult or Sedition, efpecially when Paffive 
Obedience is preach’d to them daily from the 
Pulpits, that their Lives and Fortunes ought 
all to be at the Service of their Prince, who 
has Power to make ufe of them as he thinks 
fir, according to the feveral Exigencies of 
State. This being one certain Method of 
procuring Money to carry on the War at the 
Charge of my Heretical Subjects, I have a- 
nother in view,to make the Dutcb contribute 
toward it themfelves, and that is by feizing 
their Smyrna Fleet before War be declared. 
This, it’s true, will look ill, but the Catho- 
lick Maxim, that Faith is not to be kept with 
Hereticks, abfolves me from all Guilt: and 
if I be fuccefsful in the War, as I have very 
great Reafon to hope, then Lean juftify the 
A@tion by the Event, as I did formerly when 
I fellupon their Fleet before Cadiz ; and yet 
I have weather’d out all the Storms of Re- 
proach which were impending over me upon 
that Account. | 

To blind my Subjects {till further, I muft 
pretend that nothing but unavoidable Neceffi- 
try could have prevail’d with me to have fhut 
up the Exchequer; but that the Welfare oe 
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Advantage of particular Perfons muft always 
give way to that of the Publick; that it’s 
betrer to feize the Money of a few, to make 
ufe ef it in Defence of the whole, than fuffer 
Foreigners to invade us, and hazard our All ; 
that feeing all my Neighbours are preparing 
for War, it’s not fit chat I fhouldlay my {elf 
Open to Surprize; and my Treafure being 
{pent, and my Revenues anticipated, it’s 
but reafonable that I fhould take the firft 
Money that comes to hand, for defence of 
the Publick. Then as to my attacking the 
Dutch, I muft juftify ic by charging them 
with Ingratitude to this Nation, notwith- 
ftanding of the many Favours conferred up- 
on them by my felf and Predeceffors: and I 
am fure of having the Clergy on my fide, 
becaufe of the Hatred which they have a- 
gain{t the Dutch, both upon the account of 
their Government in Church and State; and 
they, together with the Court-Party, will 
raife a Clamour fufficient to drown the Mur- 
murs of the Phanaticks, whom I have alfo 
endeavoured to take off by difpenfing with 
the Laws which are in being again{t them.

“HE Dutch by their Diligence have 
ballanced my Diffimulation, and) fur- 
prized me inftead. of my. furprizing of them. 
This isa remarkable Difgrace to my Brother 
and me, and will ftrengshen. the former Re- 
fcctions that have been made on our Con- 
dua, confirm the World ia the belief of the 
UWnfuccefSfulnefs of our Arms, and. make my 
Subjeéts curfe our Amours, as the fatal Caufes 
of all their Ruine. It’s true that his Carri- 
age in this Affair is highly, to, be blamed, that 
he fhould. be fo intent on the fatisfying of his 
Paffion for a Woman, when his chief Paffion 
ought to have been the acquiring of immor- 
tal Honour for me and himfelf, by executing 
Vengeance on the Heretical Dutch : But why 


fhould I upbraid him with it, feeing this 
Tem- 
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Temper is hereditary to him and me both? 
I muft excufe it to the People as the Fortune 
of War; andin the mean time comfort my 
felf with the SuccefS of my Allies che French, 
who have well nigh over-run them by Land, 
thotigh they have had the better of me by 
Sea; dnd that Element does now triumph 
over their Country, upon which they {fo late- 
ly triumph’d over me, they being under a 
neceflity of drowning their. Territories, as 
having no other way to fave them from their 
Enemies. 

That I may the better accomplifh my De- 
figns upon them, I muft take care, if poffible, 
to divide them, and for that end will publifh 
a Declaration, inviting fuch of them as are 
either well affected to me, or weary of the 
Oppreffion which they groan under at home, 
to come hither, with their EffeCts and Ships, 
to England, where they fhall enjoy the Privi- 
leges of my natural SubjeCts: And as this 
will create a Jealoufy amongft themfelves, 
and occafion a general and mutual Diftruft, 
f it will in fome meafure take off the bad 
Opinion which my Subjects may have con- 
ceiv’d of me for engaging in this War againit 
their Proteflant Neighbours. And to pre- 
vent the Fanatical Murmurs which have a 
tendency that way, I will iffue a Proclama- 


tion, forbidding all publick Difcourfe amonglt

the People on that Subje&. And to confum. 
mate their Ruine, Vil fend over new Plenj- 
potentiaries to the States, undera pretence of _ 
concerting Meafures to ftop the Progrefs of 
the French Conquefts, but really to affure 
them in what they have got, and to prevent 
their depriving me of my due fhare, left 
Lewis XIV treat me as A:/op’s Lion treated 
his Pellow-Hunters, who would be fatisfied 
with no lefs Dividend than the whole. B 
this Means I fhall {till bring fome of the 
weaker fort to have a good Opinion of me ; 
and in the mean time fhall have the Opportu- 
nity to attempt the bringing off of the Prince 
of Orange from the States, by putting him in 
hopes of enjoying the Soveraignty, while my 
Plenipotentiaries fhall have Inftruétions to 
take care that my Incereft be aflured with the 
French King ; and then when both of us in- 
filt upon high Terms, the Dutch muft either 
{ubmit or be undone. 

Though Plots be well laid, they don’t al- 
ways hold, forthe Dutch continue refraéto- 
ry, let us do what wecan., I thought that 
my Intereft and Authority might have pre- 
vail’d with my young Nephew the Prince 
of Orange, efpecially when tempted with the 
Profier of Soveraignty ; but I find he is Proof 
againtt all {uch Allurements: the Blood of 
the Family of Naffaw has got the Alcendant 
in 
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in him; fothat Iam afraid there’s not a fufhi- 
cient Alloy of mine: I doubt that the Con- 
fequence will prove, that my Mother's Pre. 
fent of her eldeft Daughter, inftead of being 
ferviceable to her Defign, will utterly ruine 
it; for that Family feems to be deftin’d for 
the Bane of unlimited Prerogative, and they 
have for a long time been the invincible 
Champions of the Northern Herely. Ido 
alfo forefee an impending Storm from the 
Houle of Auffria, upon me and France, as if 
the Fates had refolv’d to turn the World up- 
fide down, and make that Family which did 
propagate the Catholick Religion with fo 
much Zeal a Bulwark now for the Defence of 
Herefy. It’s ftrange that the Emperor, af- 
ter he had intimation that the Defign of this 
War was toroot out Herefy from the Weitern 
World, fhould yet oppofe me and my Bro- 
ther of France: but let the greateft of the Bi- 
gots pretead what they will, I find that their 
Intereft is their chief Religion, and that con- 
firms me in the Opinion that the whole of 
Religion is a Cheat. 

However, I refolve to goon with my Pro- 
pofals, and back my Brother the French King 
in his Demands of a full Liberty to the Ro- 
man Catholicks, not only to profefs their 
Religion openly, bur alfo to enjoy the Pub- 
‘lick Churches. And that this may be the 
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etter effected, I muft ftand by him ‘till he 
have the beft of the Towns which he hath — 
taken from the Dutch afcertained to him, and 
a yearly Gratuity, the Payment of which 
inay reduce them to Poverty. For my own 
rt, Trefolve to in fift upon having the Flag, 
and that they fhall frike to me on their own 
Coafts, that fo I may affure my felf of the 
Dominion of the Seas; and fome ofvheir 
beft Towns I will demand for Security, that 
they fhall faithfully perform their Contra&ts 
with me, to pay me a Million for by-paft 
Damages, and 10000 /, per annum for their 
fifhing on my Coafts.. By this Means I 
doubt not but a fatal Blow may be given to 
thote Heretical Republicans, and the Family 
of Orange quite deftroy’d, to the great Sarif- 
faction of all good Catholicks, to whom they 
have been irreconcileable Enemies: and ] 
can ealily wipe off the Odium, by charging 
the Prince with Ingratitude for the Royal 
Favours beftowed on him by my Family. 

But I find that the ftubborn Dutch are nei- 
ther to be frightned nor flattered, now that 
they have declared the Prince, of Orage their 
Stadtholder. Nor could they give a greater 
Inftance of their bidding Defiance to France, 
than by maflacring the De Witts, who were 
thought to be its Penfioners. There’s no 
doubt but that they will lcok upon them- 
a felves 
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elves as betrayed by me, when I fent over 
Plenipotentiaries on pretence to favour them; 
and that yet I fhould enter into anew Alli- 
ance with France againft them: and they 
will exclaim againit my Unkindnefls toimy 
Kinfman the Prince of Orange; but they may 
remember that the French Maffacre was car- 
ried on under pretence of an Alliance with 
the head of the Proteftants ; and that it can 
be no Crime for fo near Defcendants of the 
Royal Family of France, as IT and my Mo- 
ther, to follow fo great anExample of our 
Predeceflors. The matching of my Sifter 
with the Family of Orange, was defign’d as a 
Kindnefs to our felves, and not tothem: So 
that if they do not anfwer our Delign on 
their part, it’s but reafonable that there 
fhould be a Breach on ours: And {eeing the 
Dutch by their Example and Incouragement 
bid defiance to my Arms in fo contemptuousa 
manner, it’s but reafonable that I fhould cha- 
ftife them for their Infolence, and not fit 
down patiently under fucha Diminution of 
my Glory; and I doubt not but my Brother

of France and I fhall find Means to ftir up 
the Bifhops of Cologne and Munffer, who are 
Neighbours to the Dutch, and confequently 
the greateft Haters of them, both becaufe of 
their Form of Government and Herefy, to 
take part with us againft the Houle of Av- 


ftria. 
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firia. And to prevent the Proteftants Belief 
that the chief Defign is againft their Religi- 
on, we fhall influence the Duke of Hanover, 
by our Gold, to join with us; and he being 
a Proteftant, it will make our Defign the lets 
perceptible.

The Letter from the Dutch to influence the 
Parliament, who addreffed againft the Match 
betwixt the Duke of York asd Dutchefs of 
Modena. The Prorogation whith enfuea 
thereupon. A Proclamation agataft Papijis, 
and the Con{ummation of the Marriage. 





WOW uncomfortable is it fora Monarch 
H & to be limited, and not to have the 
Purtes of his Subje@ts at command? for him 
tobe obliged to ufe Intreaties to his People, 
who ought to receive his Dittates without 
Controul? But. Neceffity has no Law, the 
Conftitution of this Government being fuch, 
that 
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that Englifh Kings are but a fort of Royal 
Beggars. I muft try if my Parliament will 
let me have Money now that I am difap- 
pointed as tomy Hopes of feizing the Dutch 
Swmyrua and Spanifb Plate Fleets ; and that my 
Supplies from France come but flowly in. 1 
know that they are jealous of their Privi- 
leges, have an envious Eye at my Preroga- 
tive, and are particularly ftartled at the Di- 
{penfing Power, therefore I muft {weeten 
them by my Speech, and indeavour to pof- 
fefs them with an Opinion that my Defign 
therein was only to fecure my {elf from Tu- 
mults and Infurre€tionsat home, while I was 
engaged in a War abroad, which cannot be 
thought an unreafonable Fear by any think- 
ing Man, confidering the Troubles which 
the Puritanical Party gave tomy Father. And 
as to their Objection, that more Favour has 
been fhewn to Papifts than Diffenters, Ican 
ealily an{fwer it, that the latter are abundant- 
ly more Loyal than the former, and have been 
faft Friends both to my Father and my felf; 
and yet they were only allowed their Wor- 
{hip in private, whereas the other Party had 
theirs in publick : but as for difpenfing with 
tbe Executive Part of the Law, I am re. 
folv’d to hold it as long as I can. Their 
Fears that I fhall make ufe of the Forces 
which I raife to fubvert their Liberty and 


Pro- 
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Property, I muft endeavour to difpel by fair 


Promifes, and the Intereft of my Clergy and 
Penfioners ; and at the fame time poffefsthem 
with a Neceffiry of my raifing more Forces 
for the Honour and Defence of the Nation, 
shat we may not be infulted over by the un- 
grateful Dutch, whom my Predeceflor Queen 
Elizabeth did raife from the Duft. Ihave 
cul?’d out the Earl of Shaftsbury for Lord 
Chancellor, who may do me very great Ser- 
vice, becaufe a Popular Man; fo that I fhall 
make ufe of his Influence and Eloquence 
both to palliate my having {hut up the Ex- 
chequer, and to demonftrare the Neceflity ot 
a War withthe Dutch, and at the fame time 
of granting an Indulgencetto the Papifts. 

i perceive that the bad Influences of my 
Stars are not yet exhaufted; for though! 
lay my Defigns with all imaginable Policy, 
they do often mifcarry. Who would have 
thought that fo many fair Promifes, back’d 
withthe Earl of Shaftsbury’s Eloquence, and 
the Intereft and Influence of my Penfioners, 
Mould have mifcarried in Parliament? and 
yet, to my great Regret, I do findthat it 
has; fo that nothing will ferve but a renoun- 
cing of my Difpenfing Power, and frefh A ffu- 
rances, that never any thing of that Nature 
fhall be attempted again ; which, rather than

want Money, £ am refolv’dito comply with: 
for 
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for if E could but once get a Standing Army on 
foot, I fhould foo be able toretrieve it. And 
inthe mean time I {hall take care to have all 
this Clamour again{t the Difpenfing Power 
and Standing Army imputed to the fealou- 
fies and envious Surmifes of the Phanaticks 
and Republicans. And from this Obligation 
Jaid upon me to recal my Act of Indulgence, 
I fhall at leatt reap this Advantage, that it 
will heighten the Animofities betwixt the 
Diffenters and Church-men ; for I can eafily 
bring it about to have. the Refufal of it wholly 
imputed to the latter: And though I have 
no reafon to be well fatisfy’d at the Check 
which ts hereby put upon my Prerogative, 
yet it hath thus much of a Cordial in it, that 
I perceive the Epifcopal Party wholly irre- 
concileable to the Presbyterians, which at 
fome time or other will very much forward 
my grand Defign: and at prefent it has had 
fo much Influence as to procure me a confide- 
rable Sum; though, toavoid'the Reproaches 
of the Phanatical Party, the Parliament 
won't own that it is for carrying on the War 
again{t the Dutch, but to fupply my extraor- 
dinary Occafions. 

If it were not that I queftion the Being of 
a Deity, I fhould be apt to conclude that God 
fights for the Hollanders, who have obtain’d 
fome frefh. Advantages again{t me at Sea: 
’ and 
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and though they labour under the greateft of 
Preflures that can be, they do alfo make good 
their Caufe again{t the Power of Frazce by 
Land. And thofe pernicious Hereticks being 
fenfible of the Apprehenfions which my Par- 
liament have,' that the Confequences of this 
War may be fatal to the Proteftant Intereft, 
they have taken the moft effe€tual Method 
that can be to poffefs that Heretical Divan, 
that the French King and my felf aim at no- 
thing lefs than the Subverfion of their Religi- 
on, and the Liberties of their State, with 
that of the Spanifb Netherlands. Nor havel 
any other way to fave my. felf fromthe In- 
fluences of this Accufation, than by infifting 
on the neceflity of deftroying thofe States to 
preferve our own Trade, and to prevent the 
Incouragement which they give to thofe who 
are Enemies to the eftablifh’d Difcipline of 
our Church, 

There is but too much Truth in the com- 
mon Proverb, That after one Mifchief comes 
another, for fo I find it by fad Experience. 
Though the Dutch and the Phanartical Party 
be both of them hated by the Church of 
England, yet they have Influence enough to 
foment Jealoufies in the Parliament, that their 
Religion and Liberty are both in danger : 
And hence comes the Addref$ of the Com- 
mons againft my Brother’s Match withthe 
Dutchefs 
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Dutchefs of Modena, becaufe a Catholick 
Princefs, and propofed by the French King, 
’Tis true that this may indeed feem inconfi- 
{tent with my reiterated Proteftations of ta- 
king all imaginable Care to fecure the Pro- 
teftant Religion and the Peoples Liberties : 
but amongft fo many Conceffions I may cer- 
tainly venture on one Dram of Prerogative, 
and tell them, that the Marriage is con- 
cluded by my Authority, that in HonourI 
cannot be worfe than my Word; and if this 
will not fatisfy them, I'll cool them by a Pro- 
rogation. ; 

What ill Fate is this that attends all my 
Meafures! I did reafonably hope that this 
Prorogation would have diverted the Com- 
mons from infifting on their Addrefs again 
my Brother’s Match; butit feems that the 
Jealoufy which they have conceiv’d has taken 
deeper Root than to be pull’d up fo foon, and 
therefore I find my felf under a neceffity to 
prorogue themagain, feeing they prefs me fo 
hard to diflolve the Match, becaufe hitherto 
only concluded by Proxy. They are become 
very fagacious, and difcern that this Marri- 
age will engage me in new Alliances, which 
may be dangerous to the Proteftant Religion: 
and that the Princefs having fo many Relati- 
onsinthe Court of Rome, the Secrets of my 
Court muft needs be open to them, and, 
there- 
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therefore they are about to: render Catholick 
uncapable of fitting in either Houfe of Parli- 
ament. bur this is too much for me to con- 
cede; and if granted, would ruine my De- 
fign intirely ; and: therefore I mutt find out 
fome Method to divert the Current, which I

‘eannot attempt with hopes: of fo mucly Suc- 


cefg any other way, as chat of laying the 
whole Burden upon the Fanaticks, and the 
Suggeftions of the Dutch, i¢being both their 
Intere(ts to create Differences betwixe the 
Parliament and me; andthat therefore I 
thought fit to prorogue them, that they may 
have time for fecond and more moderate 
Thoughts, becaufe the Enemy would’ reap 
more Advantage from our Divitions than 
they could’ flatter themfelves with the: hopes 
of from their own Arms; and tha therefore 
it’s more their Intereft to fecure me and them- 
felves fromour only Competitorsand Rivals 
ati Sea abroad; and the Banaticks, who are 
the Brands of inteftine Difcord at home, the 
prefent Evils under which we labour, than 
ro trouble themfelves about fuch remote Con- 
fequences as the Pears of the Growth of Po- 
pery, becaufe of my Brother's marrying 
with a Catholick Princefs: And inthe mean 
time, that my‘ Friends amongft the Clergy 
and others, who will certaialy’ efpoufe the 
Defence of my Prattice;- may have’ Ground- 

work 
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work for plaufible Argtiiments, I will publifh 
a Proclamation for putting the Laws in exe- 
cUtion againft Papifts, forbid them my own 
Court, and that of my Brother; which, 
though it may feem very hard and fevere up- 
On our good Friends the Roman Catholicks, 
yet none of them, whoare Men of Thoughts, 
will be much offended at ir, when they confis 
‘der that he and I both have chofen Wives of 
that Religion; and efpecially that I take care 
to have my Brother’s Marriage folemniz’d the 
very next day after the Proclamation. And 
to cut off all Pretence of Hxcule from the 
Church of Eagland, whom 1 defiga to en- 
gage in the Caufe with my felf, the Marri- 
age fhall beconfummated by one of their own 
Bifhops at Dover, that Place being already 
famous for the Alliance which broke the Trt 
ple League, on the Influence of my Sifter the 
Dutchefs of Orleans. And thus I fhail re- 
trieve my late Loffes, and {trengthen my Al- 
liances with France, by matching my Brother 
with an adopted Daughter of that Crown, 
there being no more reafon for the Parlia- 
ment’s oppofing of the Match with this Po- 
pifh Princefs, than that which was talk’d of 
with che Arch-dutchefs of Infpruck : Whence 
I perceive, that though the Clamour to en- 
rage the Populace be the Danger of Religion, 
ver there’s nothing but Policy and Intereft at 
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bottom: and that they thought an Alliance 
with the Houfe of Asfria not fo dangerous 
to their own Liberties, as one with the Houfe 
of Bourbon: and their Argument from Con- 
{cience hath receiv’d a mortal Wound, when 
the Bill that Englifh Princes fhould marry 
none but Proteftants was thrown out of the 
Houfe of Lords by the unanimous Vote of 
the Bifhops Bench, though their Lordfhips, 
at the fame time, did as unanimoufly vote for 
a Teft to make their own Form of Church- 
Government unalterable: And certainly if 
they who call themf{elves the Fathers of the 
Proteftant Church have fo little Zeal for the 
Main of their Religion, I may be allowed a 
greater Latitude att 

oppofe it when . ghoftly Fathers have 
given Inftructions to their Clergy, to repre- 
fent the Diffenter asa more dangerous Ene- 
my than the Papift.

The Anfwer of 
the Lords thereunto. The Vote of the Coim- 
mons for Eafe to Proteftant Diftenters, and 
that part of their Addre{s whith defired that 
allin Places of Power and Traft {bould take 
the Sacrament according to the Church of 
England: 


H E Commons having fhew’d fo much 
Warmth again{t my Declaration of In- 
dulgence, I thought that my Speech would 
have proven a very good Expedient to have 
fet the Lords at Variance with them, efpeci- 
ally when I profefled fo, much Zeal for the 
Upper Houfe: but I find, that though they 
differ in refpect of their own particular Privi- 
Jeges, yet they are agreed in. the common 
Heads of Religion and Liberty; and confe- 
quently «in the defetice of them dgain(t my 
Defigns,as appears by their conjunc Addre(s: 
wherein they complain of Pails: being ad: 
mitted into Places of Power and Truk, and 
e{pecially into Military Commands 5. and 
inflead of ftanding by me agaiaft the Comi- 
ME z mons, 
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mons, they have only refolv’d that my An- 
{wer to them in referring the Points in con- 
troverfy to a Parliamentary Decifion is good 
and gracious. 

By the Vote of the Commons for Rafe to 
Proteftant Diffenters, I perceive that they are 
now jealous that thofé Penal Laws were at 
firft framed for the deftra€tion of the Pro- 
teftant Intereft: but feeing they have denied 
me the Privilege of difpenfing with thofe 
Laws, I fhall rake care to have them kept on 
foot; and this will be fufficient to render all 
their Efforts again{t me faint and of \no effect, 
which would be formidable enough if the 
Strength of the Proteftants were united: 
And whereas they think tharthey have done 
mighty things in excluding Papifts from 
Places of Power and Truft by their Sacramen- 
tal Teft, it demonftrates {ufficiently how lit 
tle they are acquainted withthe Principles or 
PraGtices of the Catholicks, whocan havea 
Difpenfation to do what they pleafe for the 
advancement of their Intereft. © And that, 
moreover, there are abundance of Church- 
Papifts, who make no Scruple of Conformi- 
ty ; whereas the Diffenting Proveftants, who 
are the greateft Enemies to my Meafures, 
cannot comply with the faid Teft: forhat 
inftead of excluding their Enemies, they fhut 
out theit Fellow-Proteftants ; or at leaft will

be fure to manage it foas to make it have that 
Effe& ; and I doubt not to reap very good 
Advantage from this Method, and to make 
it appear to the common Obferver, that this 
manner of Procedure is wholly (asit is in- 
deed in a great part) owing tothe Rancour 
of the Epifcopal Party, and not to the De- 
figns of the Court: for I make no queftion 
but that the Church-of- Exg/and-Clergy will 
{fpeedily take the Alarm of the Hazard that 
threatens their Conftitution, if once Diffen- 
ters have Eafe, and. be admitted into the 
Church ; fo thac my Enemies are not aware 
of my Advantage againft them, by having 
the Pulpits of the Nation on my fide.

And though this Teft may in fome meafure 
incommode the bigotted Catholicks in my 
Service at home; yet I will order it foas it 
fhall not reach thofe who are in my Service 
abroad ; and there I can havea Nurfery of

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Sword-men fit for my purpofe, and provide 
for my Catholick Officers, till fuch time as 
the Defign for introducing of Popery. and

exhibite an Addrefs of their Fears as to ire- 
land, where they ftrike at once both againit 
my Defigns in Church and State, and fall 
foul upon my Proclamation, granting the 
Trith Papifts the fame Liberty with the Eng- 
lith Proteftants; fo that they are refolved 
to quarrel with my Prerogative in every Par- 
ticular, and will allow meto be Abfolute in 
nothing but in quelling Diffenters, fo little 
Senfe have they of that Religion which they 
profefs, by the Laws of which they are en- 
join'd to love their Neighbours as them- 
felves : but I perceive that they are firmly re- 
folv’d that none fhall have the Privilege to 
buy nor fell, but fuch as conform to the 
Church of England. 

The imprudent Zeal of Mr. Richard Tal- 
bot, who glories in being Agent tothe Ro- 
man Catholicks in Ireland, hath animated 
them not only to addrefs againft him, but 
again{t imploying any Catholicks 1n Irelasd, 
either as Officers or Souldiers. Nor do 
they ftop there, but defire that I fhould recal 
my Commiffion of Inquiry into Irifh Affairs, 
as tending to the Overthrow of the A& of 
Settlement; and the like as tomy Letter, 
forbidding the Profecution of the Irifh for 
any Injuries they committed in the late Re- 
bellion 5 and urge me to banilh their Titular 

M 4 he 
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vours to preferve the fame in Exgland, they 
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Bifhops and Archbifhops, and tofupprefs theit 
Seminaries and publick Schools, and yet at 
the fame time pretend to be the Patrons and 
Difciples of the Doétrine of Paffive Obedi- 
ence, while they prefcribe Laws to their 
Monarchs. I thought it the beft Policy to 
begin to exert my Prerogative in Ireland, by 
extending Favour to the Catholicks there, 
who did fo cordially efpoufe my Father’s 
Quarrel againft the Puritanical Rebels both in 
England and, Scotland, concluding, as 1 
thought with Reafon, that the Church-ol- 
Exgland-men would have been willing that 
the Irifh Catholicks, who were their Fellow- 
Sufferers in AffliGion, fhould alfo be Fellow- 
Sharers with them in their Profperity after 
my Reftoration ; and that thofe who had no 
Scruple of Confcience to join with them in 
Arms againft their common Enemies the 
Presbyterians, even after they were accounted 
barbarous for maffacring the Proteftants, 
fhould have had no Difquiet at feeing them 
Copartners with themfelves in my Royal 
Bounty: but I find that I am miftaken, and 
that the DoGtrine of Paffive Obedience 1s on- 
ly calculated to the Church of England's In- 
rereft, but has no place when that is not the 
Monarch’s chief Aim; for they not only take 
upon them to quarrel with my Proclamations 
and Letters about the Affairs of Ireland, but 
pre- 
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pretend to order who fhall have Accefsto 
my Court, and who not, as if the King of 
Great Britain was to be confin’d toas narrow 
Limits as the Doge of Venice, fo iil founded 
are thofe Peoples Complaints again{t the 
Scots Presbyterians, for umpofing Conditions 
upon me before my Coronation ; that they 
themfelves who admitted me almoft without 
any, are now for intrenching upon my Pre- 
rogative when I am in plenary Pofleffion : 
And yet becaufe of this pretended Conftraint 
upon me, the Epifcopal Party juftify my 
Breach of Covenant with the Scots; fothat 
according to their own Doéttrine I may as 
well break with themfelves when I find an 
Opportunity, becaufe they now take the Ad- 
vantage of my Circumftances and want of 
Money to bring me to their own Terms, 
which is ftill more palpable from their other 
Addrefs concerning their own Grievances, 
viz. my impofing of 124. per Chaldron up- 
on Coals, for providing of Convoys; the ex- 
empting of my Souldiers from ordinary Ju- 
ftice; the quartering of them on private 
Houfes ; the preffing of Men for Land-Ser- 
vice, @c. So that notwithftanding of the Di- 
vine Right of Succeffion, my not being ac- 
countable to any but God, and the Height to 
which their Divines have preach’d up my 
Prerogative, they would {till reduce me toa 
King 
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King of Clouts. Thefe things being {fo-in- 
confiftent withthe Church of Ezg/aza’s pre- 
tended Principles, I muft take care to poffefs 
the Clergy of the Danger they are in if fuch 
Incroachments upon the Crown be fuffered to 
pafs without Animadverfion : for as they va- 
lue themfelves upon the Maxim of No Bifbop, 
wo King ; as if where Epifcopacy is not the 
Government of the Church, Monarchy 
can never be that of the State; I am fure 
that the converted Propofition, No Kgag 
no Bifbop, will hold much truer: And 
if once there be an Incroachment made upon 
the Crown, the Privileges of the Mitre will 
never be lafting; and therefore it’s their In- 
tere{t to difown the Maintainers of fuch Prin- 
ciples for true Sons of the Church, as I can 
never own them for good Subjects to the 
State; and fo we fhall brand them witha 
Note of Ignominy: But inthe mean time I 
mutt put the Commons off witha {mooth 
Anfwer, both my Father and I having fumh- 
ciently fmarted by provoking Parliaments, 
though at the fame time I fhall be fure to pro- 
rogue them, that-fo all cheir Defigns of Eafe 
to Diffenters, and to oppofe my. brother’s 
Match, may fall to the ground; andthis I 
efteem a much fafer way of dealing, than ro 
withdraw fromthem, and fet up my Stan- 
dard, as my Father did, whofeems to have 
entail’d 
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entail’d his Misfortune in War on all his Po- 
fterity ; for I find that the Minds of thofe 
who depend intirely upon me are mutable, 
and therefore I have lefs Reafon to put Confi- 
dence inthe Body of the Nation, who brag 
of their Privileges as a free People. The 
Church-men, notwithftanding of their for- 
mer Flights of Zeal for the Prerogative, do 
many of them join with thofe who are for 
encroaching upon it; and my very Penfio- 
sers, who liv’d by my Bounty, with{tood my 
Defigns of having a Power to levy Money 
upon extraordinary Occafions, and getting 
an univerfal Excile fettled upon the Crown, 
becaufe they found that if thefe things were 
but once obtain’d, there would be no need of 
Penfioners, and confequently an End put to 
their Salaries and Subfiftence. Nor are even 
the higheft of the Clergy, who bind Paffive 
Obedience upon the Confciences of their 
Hearers, on pain of Damnation, willing to 
have an Arbitrary Power put in exercifé over 
themfelves: and the moft obfequious of their 
Hearers, though they applaud the French 
King and his Government, are very unwil- 
ling to have it introduc’d here, and there- 
fore concur with the Phanatical Members to 
oppofe the keeping up of a Standing Army ; 
and as they have excluded their Brethren the 
Diffenters, they are alfo unwilling that the 
Roman 
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Roman Catholicks fhould be Sharers with 
them in Places of Power and Truft:: fo that 
my Epifcopal Subjeéts are indeed very Loyal, 
but it’s on this Condition, that they alone 
may enjoy the Bag; and ifeither, or any of 
my Succeffors hall put our our hands and 
rouch them in their Property, I make no 
deubt of it but they will curfe us to our 
Face ; and therefore I muft take care to drive 
on cunningly but not furioufly, fo that when 
Thave a mind to be reveng’d on any of my 
Enemies, I muft reprefent them as Fanaticks 
and Commonwealths-Men ;. then thall I be 
fereto have them baited from the Pulpits, 
nor fhallthey find any more favourable Treat- 
ment when they come before the Benches.

AY Cafe is very defperate when I muft 
[YW — have recourfe to the Pooreft of my 
Subjetts for Money, and that the Richeft 

refufe 
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refufe it. My Father and Grandfather toot 
{uch Meafures as tended tothe keeping of 
Scotland low ; fothat it’sno wonder that that 
Nation fhould have fail’d them in their Di- 
{trefs. They were obliged by their Corona- 
tion-Oaths to live fome part of their time 
there, left the Subftance of the Kingdom 
fhould be fpent in Exgland by the Nobiliries 
being. obliged to frequent the Court: but 
Reatons of State induc’d them to do other- 
wife; for the Scots being a People tenacious 
of their Privileges, jand zealous for their Re- 
ligion, did oppofe their Meafures for advan- 
cing the Prerogative ; whence it became:ne- 
ceflary to humble them, left their Example 
fhould have had bad Influence on the two 
other Kingdoms. My Father, it’s true, 
would have proceeded further, and defign’d 
to have chaftis’d their Contumacy with rhe 
Sword ; but how unfuccefsful it proved in 
the Event, ts too late and recent to be for- 
gotten : their Kindnefs to me was truly re- 
markable in declaring me their King imme- 
diately upon his Murder ; but lam afraid chat 
my treatment of them fince hath effac’d thofe 
good Impreflions which they had of me then, 
{eeing [ have not only overturn’d the Presby

Y Stars feem to threaten me witha Se- 

ries of bad Influences; I can neither 

have Money from my Subjects of Scotland 
nor England, nor yet the wonted Supplies 
from France: and now the Spaniards are not 
only become Mediators, but threaten me if J 
continue the War withthe Dutch. Whata 
mighty Change is this, that they whodid 
formerly feek their Deftru@tion, fhould now 
interpofe for their Prefervation, and treat 
their formerly Rebel-Subjeéts with that Re- 
{pe€t which is due to the beft of their Allies : 
And that his Catholick Majefty, whofe Pre- 
deceffors were the greateft Champions for 
Popery and Abfolute Monarchy, fhould now 
be- 
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become the Patron of Hereticks and Repub- 
licans; I may hence obferve, that Princes 
purfue different Meafures, according to their 
different Interefts; and fupport thofe at one 
time, whom at another they feek to deftroy: 
The Spaniard, though efteem’d the molt bi- 
gotted Papift, yet prefers his Intereft to his 
Religion, and thinks it better to fave the He- 
retical Dutch, than to perifh with them ; and 
to preferve their Commonwealth, rather than 
to lofe a Limb of his own Monarchy. And 
{eeing all the Neighbouring Monarchs purfue 
what they think their different Interefts, and 
fummum bonum, by fuch Methods as they 
themfelves think beft, I may certainly be al- 
Jowed to purfue my Pleafures, which I reckon

_ Accordingly I do find that they have their 
Aim, and the Commons have declared their 
Sentiments for a Peace ; fo unhappy a thing 
it is when the Head and the Members don’t 
N 2 agree, 
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agree, and that Soveraign and Subjects drive 
different Defigns. I mufttry what Influence 
a Speech will have upon the Commons, when 
larded with Promifes of fecuring their Reli- 
gion and Property ; and tell them, that our 
Enemies place their greateft Hopes in our Di- 
vifions; and feeing they prepare for a War, 
it will be very difhonourable for the Englifh 
Nation to be threatned into a Peace, efpeci- 
ally feeing the beft way to procure an honou- 
rable Peace istotreat with the Sword in hand, 
and to have a good Fleet ready to oppofe 
them, which cannot be effected without a 
large Supply. Ihave alfo taken cate to'in- 
form the Houfe as tomy Treaties with France, 
of which they have had hitherto very fright- - 
ful Reprefentations, but cannot prevail with 
them to believe what I fay, fo‘far have their 
Jealoufies got the Afcendant over them, thar 
Popery and Arbitrary Government are ready 
to break in upon them ; wherein the Earl of 
Shaftsbury proves a very ill Inftrument, and 
foments their Jealoufies by difcovering -my 
Intrigues, fo mifchievous a thing 1s it when 
great Courtiers fall off from their Duty 5 fo 
that now the Commons will liften to nothing 
without a firm Security for their Religion 
and Property’: and the better to infinuate'to 
the People the greatnefs of their Danger, ‘they 
have made application to me to appoint a 
Faft, 
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Faft, defire that the Trainbands of Lozdon 
may be raifed to fupprefs the tumultuous 
Meetings of the Papifts, and accufe my chief 
Mioifters of Defigns again{t the Nation, for 
which they would have them banifh’d my 
Prefence for ever. Thefe are woful Circum- 
ttances to which Iam reduc’d, and afford me 
but a melancholy Subjet of Meditation, 
when I confider what Pains and Expence I 
have been at to deliver the Nations from the 
Bigotry of Religion, by teftifying how little 
I value it in my own Practice, and how care- 
ful I have been to difcourage it in others ; that 
now when my Parliament hath concurr’d 
with me for fo many Years, to ruine their 
diffenting Brethren at home, and Proteftane 
Neighbours abroad, they fhould at laft be- 
come refraétory and obftinate, and from an 
over-heated Zeal for Religion purfue the fame 
Meafures themfelves which they have con- 
demned in others. I reckon’d that the indul- 
ging of a Licentioufnefs in PraGtice, wouldat 
laft have extinguifh’d all Senfe of that which 
they call Religion; but the Event fhews 
thatlam miftaken. The Phanaticks, whom 
I have profecuted, will fay, that the Judg- 
ment of God hath purfu’d me, and created a 
Difference betwixt me and my Parliament, 
who did fo unanimoufly concur to promote 
their Ruine; and this Cant they will buz

In the mean time I muft make the 
be(t Improvement of my _prefent Circum- 
ftances that I can; and feeing there is no 
avoiding of a Peace withthe Dutch, I muft 
feek for a Pretence to come off with Honour, 
for which the Marquifs de Fre/zo’s Propo- 
fals; innameof his Catholick Majelty, come 
very opportunely : for feeing they are new 
Propofals, I can eafily give out that they are 
more adyantagious than the former; and by 
feeming to advife with the Commons, whe- 
ther it be meet for me to accept of them or 
not, I fhallboth pleafe them, and falve my 
own Reputation, for my Allies the French 
will by this Means fee that my concluding of 
Peace isthe EffeG of Conftraint, and not of 
Choice, feeing can neither have Money nor 
the Parliament’s Confent to carry on the 
War: and if the French King fhould com- 
plain that 1 a@& difhonourably in concluding a 
Reace without him, ic will be a plaufible An- 
fwer, thac I am not Abfolute as he is: So 
that having neither Men aor Money at Com- 
i: , mand, 
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mand, without my Parliament’s Concurrence, 
I am under a Neceffity of difcontinuing a 
War, which they are againft: And feeing he 
hath fail’d me in his promifed Supplies, he 
cannot be angry that I feek for them elfe- 
where, it being every whit as reafonable that 
I fhould fatisfy my own Pleafures, as it is for 
him to gratify his Ambition. And feeing 
my Parliament have very bad Impreffions of 
the Treaties betwixt him and me, as con- 
taining myfterious and dangerous Articles, 
it’s but reafonable that I fhould draw a Vail 
over their Eyes, by feeming now to come to 
an abfolute Rupture, that we may afterwards 
carry on our Defigns with lefs Sufpicion : 
but if none of thofe Reafons will fatisfy him, 
I am not folicitous, for I know that he can 
as little be without me asI can be without 
him ; and that a mutual Friendfhip is indif- 
penfably neceffary for the carrying on of ei 
ther our Defigns ; and if he will be difgufted 
at this Treatment, he may remember how he 
forbad me his Dominions at the Inftance of a 
Rebel and Ufurper, and how little Care he 
hath had of my Reputation ever fince, but 
hath continually expos’d me both as to the 
Affair of betraying Monfieur Rohan, the fuf- 
fering of it to be printed at Parzs, that he 
and I engae’d in this War againft the Dutch, 
on purpofe to deftroy the Proteftant Religt- 
N 4 on, 
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on, ordering his seas to abandon my 
Flee in the Day of Battel, and grafping all 
e Country to himfelf when he over-run the 
Hollanders sby Land, without the leaft Defign 
of making me a Sharer, according to our 
Agreement. But let bim be well or ill 
as'd, I cannot help it: My Parliament 
not only. teftify’d their Diflike of his 
Alliance, and th is prefent War, but have be- 
sun to attaque me in the Perfons of my Mi- 
nifters, who Lax e hitherto been fo neceflary 
both for the promoting of my Prerogative 
and Pleafures ; and therefore in prudence I 
am oblig'd to clap up a Peace, not being able 
to deal both with the Parliament at home, 
an dthe Dutch abroad ; though I muft confefs 
ae it isnot without a fenfible Regret that 
{ mutt perceive both him and my felf robb’d 
of our Prey when it was juft betwixt our

T may bethought ftrange that a Parlia- 

ment of fuch ftanch Church-men fhould 
be fo uneafy with their Soveraign, and con. 
ny to their profeifed Principles wound me 
{o furioufly through the fidesof my Minifters; 
they condemn the Puritans for infifting fo 
much againft Strafford and Laud, whereas 
they themfelves are as violent again{t the 
Duke of Buckingam, Earl of Lauderdale, and 
Karl of Arlington. Whence I find, that let 
them pretend what they will, their Loyalty 
is meafured by their fuppofed Intereft. 

My being obliged to concede to them in 
one thing hath emboldned them to prefs upon 
me to yield in another: So that having ob- 
liged 
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liged meto put an End to the War, they are 
refolved to deprive me of the Sweets of Peace, 
and to rob me of thofe Minifters in whom I 
delight, becaufe of their Agreement with 
me in Pra€tice and Defign. If I fuffer them 
to be brought to trial, it will not only difcou- 
rage others from ferving me afterward, but 
endanger both my Reputation and Safety, 
and bring me to Repentance when it is too 
late, as my Father did after he abandoned 
Strafford. Umuft not therefore run fuch a 
risk, for if I leave them to the Vengeance of 
the Commons, they will fecure themfelves 
by accufing me, and confequently break all 
my Meafures, therefore it is neceflary for me 
to prorogue the Parliament ; and if I can be 
otherwife fupplied with Money, shall never 
call them more, but rid my felf of that per- 
nicious Divan, who arean ungrateful Check 
upon all Monarchs. My Father found, by 
{ad Experience, the mifchievous Inconveni- 
ence of making ufe of them; and what King 
isthere who will not be eafily convine’d of 
the danger of having fuch an Affembly to 
controul them in their Defigns, dive into 
their Secrets, and chain up their Hands, 
that I muft neither favour what Religion I 
think fir, marry what Wife I pleafe, nor 
make fuch Alliances as I think advantagious, 
and for my Intereft, without their ae 
an

fing? And thus my ill-nacured Subjects do 
continually ftun my Ears with their Cla- 
mours againft Popery ; not that they have 
any true Regard to the contrary Religion 
which they profefs, as may be feen by their 
Practice, but becaufe of their temporal In- 
tereft.

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The old Cavaliers may be now very ufeful 
to me; and whereas they have hitherto com- 
plain’d of being neglected, I will incite them 
by hopes of having their old Services re- 
warded, to publifh their former Sufferings 
afrefh, and declare that the Parliament is ta- 
tt king the fame Methods which did formerly 
ys tha ruine the Church and the State, by which 
Means I fhall bring their Procedure to be 
hated, and animate the Royalifts and zealous 
Church-men againft them. |

| rogation; but, tomy gréat Grief, I perceive 

| that 
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that the Vitals and noble Parts of the Nation 
are indanger by this Contagion of rebellious 
Principles, which hath rag’d fo long amongft 
them. Infomuch that whereas it might have 
been juftly expected that this long Prorogati- 
on fhould have cool’d them, they fall upon 
the old Theme of Bills for the Advantage of 
the Nation; but Iam refolv’d to give them a 
Diverfion by the Cavalier and High Church- 
man, whom I have infpir’d with a Defire of 
Revenge for old Injuries, and put them in 
hopes of better Succefs than formerly, if they 
fhould havé occafion of fighting the old Quar- 
rel over again, feeing now they are poffefled 
of the Arms, Forts and Ammunition of the 
Nation, and are fure of one to head them, 
who will never be guilty of fuch a precipi- 
tant Action as to leave their Enemies in pof- 
{effion of London, diveft himfelf of the Pow- 
er of the Militia, or lodg his Power in the 
Hands of the Parliament. So that the Church 
and I fhall mutually gratify one another, and 
maintain both Monarchy and Epifcopacy to 
be of Divine Right, and not to be bounded 
by humane Laws. We have made confide- 
rable Steps towards this already ; the A& for 
tegulating Corporations hath excluded all 
Men of different Principles from the Magi-

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on: And all who refufe to give this moderate 
Security, {hall be look’d on as tainted with this 
rebellious Leaven. , 

But I find that I muft ftill lay my Account 
to meet with Uppofition; for thofe Lords 
who value themfelves, as being Patriots to 
their Country, but in reality a factious Ca- 
bal, oppofe this Bill with Vigour, as ins 
croaching on the Birth-right of the Peers, 
ftriking at the Root of the Government, ta- 
king away Freedom of Debate from the 
Houfes of Parliament, which have part of the 
Legiflative Power, obliging them to abjure 
all Endeavours to alter the Government of 
the Church, whatever the Neceffities of the 
State, or Chriftian Compaffion to Diflenters 
may require; and therefore they have pro- 
tefted againft ir; but however I have this Sa- 
tisfaction, that it is carried againft them, and 
committed. And my Lords the Bifhops have 
behav’d themfelves bravely init, by endea- 
vouring not only to have thofe Protefting 
Lords perfonally punifhed, but the Liberty 
of exhibiting Reafons with their Proteftati« 
ons abolifhed, becaufe of their pretending a 
Chriftian Compaffion to Difleaters: Nor 
did they fhew themfelves_lefs my Friends in 
rejecting the Provifo’s offer’d by the Provelting 
Lords, to fecure the Freedom of Debate to 


Members of Parliament, and prevent Dan- 
pers 
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gers from Popifh Recufants. And though 
they could not anfwer, yet they could out- 
vote the Arguments brought againft Afferto- 
ry Oaths in point of Doétrine, and Promiffo- 
ry Oaths, though held unlawful by Grotius ; 
and generally ineffectual, to keep ill Men out 
of the Government, though they may ex- 
clude fome con{tientious Perfons: Andas the 
Bifhops cannot juftify this their Procedure, 
without an affurance of Infallibility, which 
they do not pretend to, it fhews that: they 
do not believe the Religion which they pro- 
fefS andteach. And f{eeing I perceive this to 
be common among Priefts of all Religions, 
it cannot but juftify me, though I fhould o- 
penly profefs my felf tobe of none. I per- 
ceive the Country Lords have found out my 
Defign to {wear them not to oppofe an Arbi- 
trary Government, by binding them up not 
to refift my felf or any having my Commifli- 
on, though\I fhould command them to do 
things contrary to the ftanding Laws; as le- 
vying of Money without Confent of Parlia- 
ment, oc. Or though I fhould either deliver 
my felf up to the French King, or by For- 
tune of War fall into his Hands, and either 
willingly or by conftraint command my 
Subjects to do fuch things as are contrary to 
my Royal Dignity: Orin cafe that a Popith 
Succeflor fhould by Force of Arms endeavour 

: to 
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to eftablifh the Catholick Religion: So tha 
I find the Doctrine of Paffive. Obedience 
though inculcated from the Pulpit, as a ne- 
ceflary Article of Faith, on pain of Hell and 
Damnation, hath not obtain’d univerla!l Be- 
lief amongft the Church-of-Ezgland-Lairy, 
whatever it hath done amongft their Clergy, 
and contfequently that the latter are not fit 
for me to rely upon, as not being able enough 
to defend me againft that Party who prov’d 
too ftrong for them and my Father both ; for 
I am now fully fatisfied that fuch of the 
Church of Exgland as agree with the Diffen- 
ters in Politicks, would alfo quickly unite 
with them in Ecclefiafticks, if they would 
but allow them a fufficient Latitude of Pra- 
tice: So that hence I have ground enough 
to perlwade the Clergy to declare againft all 
fuch as Presbyterians in Mafquerade, and fe- 
cret Enemies to their Church-Government, 
which they do not believe to be jure divino, 
elfe they would never boggle at {wearing not 
to alter it. 

I have alfo thisto comfort me, thatI am 
not fufpected alone by thofe Peers, but the 
Bifhops do now come in fora fhare, it being 
plainly perceiv’d by the contrary Party, that 
though they took care for their Dilcipline, 
they took none for their Doétrine, that they 
might be as good as their Promife to the 
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pith Lords, that the Oath fhould be fo form’d 
as not to bear hard on them, which is ftill an 
Encouragement to me to think better of the 
Catholick Religion than the Reformed; for 
the Catholick Clergy I find much truer to 
their Intereft than thofe of the Church of 
England: Ifthe Englifh Bifhops did believe 
the Truth of theirown Religion, they would 
certainly be more concerned for its Doctrine 
than Difcipline, and not more follicitous to 
fecure the latter againft Diffenters, than the 
former again{t Catholicks; or if they were 
Men who made confcience of Oaths them- 
felves, they would never be for impofing 
fuch Oaths upon others as are contrary to 
their own Practice: for if they thought it 
unlawful to endeavour any Alteration in their 
Church, they would never make choice of 
fuch Men for Preferments as Preach and 
Write againft her Do&rine of Predeftination. 
Thofe Prelates do exa€tly refemble the Pha- 
rifees, who bound heavy Burdens upon the 
Shoulders of their Difciples, while they would 
not touch them themfelves with one of their 
Fingers; and fo, though there have been fe- 
veral Alterations made in the Prayers and 
Rites of the Church fince the Reformation 
by them and their Predeceffors, yerthey would 
oblige others by Oath never to endeavour the 


like, but to maintain their Church as now 
eftablifhed 
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eftablifhed by Law; which fwears them to 
maintain'the old Popifh Canons revived by 
the Firft of E/izabeth, which is indeed of a 
piece with the lait At of Uniformity, that 
makes Popifh Priefts capable of Benefices 
without Re-ordination if they turn Prote- 
{tants; and yet unchurches all their Reform’d 
Brethren abroad, and declares their Ordina- 
tion invalid. It’s true that all this is for my 
Intereft, and contributes exceedingly to the 
advancement of my Defigns; butat the fame 
time, though I love the Treafon I hate the 
Traitor, and can put no Confidence in thofe 
Men, who being falfe to that which they 
calltheir own Intereft, can never be true to 
mine: and hencel perceive, that chough they 
profefs otherwife, their Religion is the fame 
with my own; for as I purfue my Pleafures, 
they purfue their Profits as their fummum bo- 
num; and if they may but acquire it, they 
care not by what Methods. Whothen can 
blame me for disbelieving that Religion which 
they whoarethe Fathers of the Church do 
manifeftly disbelieve themfelves? or how can 
I be blamed for favouring Popery as beft fuit- 
ed to my Defigns, when Proteftant Bifhops 
approve of their Ordination, Canons, Cere- 
monies and Government, and by the choice 
which they make of Ecclefiafticks for Pre- 
ferments, and the Tendernefs which they 
O 3 have 
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have fhew’d tothe Catholicks in the manage- 
ment of this Teft, it’s evident enough that 
they have no diflike to their Do€trines. 

However, I amin a great meafure obliged 
to them for ftanding “by me in this Point, 

though I perceive their principal Motive was 
to have their own Government rendred as 
Abfolute as my own; and that it fhould be 
equally, if not more dangerous for any Man 
fo m utter again{t the Church, as itis to {peak 
Treafon againft the State. However if this 
Oath could be pafs’d, I fhould be happy in 


my Government, me rendred abundantly 


“eegnore Abi folute, “oe now I can pretend to be; 











“the prefent Oath of Allegiance and the Laws 
not being comprehenfive enough, but load- 
ed with h ungrateful Reftrictions. Andas for 
the Bifh “ os, I know how to deal with them 
if ever they fhould happen to grow unealy 5 
the Wounds of my Sword will “be fooner felt 
than thofe of their Paftoral Staft; and having 
rendred themfelves nnaesipeetile to the Na- 
tion by concurring fo much with the Court, 
and being fo violent againft Di {fenters, they 
cannot well recover their Intereft there, and 
fo muft be ch to comply with mes by 
which means : can eafily protect the Crown 
againtt me Efforts of the Mitre.

natick I cantakeoff by hopes of Liberty; fo 
that I fhall only have the ftaunch Country- 
man to oppofe me, and it’s hard if I be not 
able to weather the Point againft him. 

But my Defigns are ftill very apt to mif- 
carry; and the Earl of Shaftsbury, with others 
of the Country Lords, have got {o much In- 
fluence on the Humours of the Nation, that 
my Proje&t, I fear, will certainly fail : 
Their Arguments for preferving the Rights 
of the Lords asan effential Part of the Go- 
vernment, and a neceflary Check on afpi- 
ring Monarchs, are fo popular and taking, 
that they charm the Vulgar, who are made 
to believe that the Upper Houfe is their chief 
Security for the peaceable Enjo)ment of their 
Rights and Properties, which may be other- 
wile deftroyed by partial Judges, who de- 
pend on the Court for their Honours and Pre- 
ferments, and are confequently influenc’d by 
them in their Sentences. However, | am 
obliged to the good Will of the Bifhops, who 
do herein behave themfelves like true and loy- 
al Subjects, and advife the Lords to quit their 
Pretenfions, though thereby they lay them- 
felves open to Lafhes, as concurring to de- 
firoy that Government ; the Prefervation of 
which for ever, witheut any endeavour of 
Alteration, they did {¢ much prefs to have 
the People fworn to: tut herein they att 

con- 
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conformable to their great Principle, that 
Monarchy and the Lineal Succeffion is of Di- 
vine Right, and not being the Creature of 
Man’s Conftitution, ought not to be fubject 
to humane Limitation, but to God alone, 
fom whom it has its Being. The Lords, 
however, are deaf to all Infinuations, either 
from the Danger of a Rupture with the 
Commons or meat this Juncture, which puts 
me under a Neceflity of proroguing the Par- 
liament, and rather to hazard the Lofs of the 
Teft, than the Quiet of my Government: 
forl find that Kings have always been Lofers, 
whenever they came to a War with their 
Barons and People; and I am not without 
Reafon to think that this Debate betwixt the 
cwo Houfes is rather fomented to obftruct the 
Teft, than out of any Kindnefs to my Prero- 
gative, which is fufficiently evident from 
the inconfiderable Subfidy which the Com- 


mons have voted me,

| to the Church as Presbyterians, I thought fit 
eh to let them meet again, to try whether this 
me | | Method ~had~had “any Influence onthem, or 
if the laft Prorogation had any way cool’d 
Lat them. But though the Money which I de- 
ey fired :was to ftrengthen my Fleet for the Ho- 

a nour of the Nation, which I concluded that 
they would the more eafily grant, becaufe in 
the 
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former Seffion they complain’d that the 
French were grown ftronger than us at Sea; 
yet ftill 1 meet with a Repulfe; and inftead 
of Money am anfwered with Complaints and 
Libels againft my Adminiftration. By with- 
holding of Money they make me unable to 
give Rewards ; and now they are about de- 
priving me of the Power of inflicting Punifh- 
ments: By their Bill of Habeas Corpus they 
would deliver Criminals from the Irkfomnefs 
of long Imprifonments at home, and yet will 
not agree that they fhould be fent Prifoners 
abroad. They are, moreover, fo ftubborn, 
as todeny me Money for fupport of the Mo- 
narchy, and yet will not fuffer me to raife 
any without their Confent. Now their 
Fears of Popery and Slavery come upon them 
afrefh, which with redoubled Clamours they 
fend abroad into the Country, to iofpire the 
Mob with their own Sentiments, and fill the 
Nation with endlefs Jealoufies. Hence come 
their Bills for difabling Papifts from fitting in 
either Houfe, by which they would rob me 
of the Affiftance of my beft Friends. Nor 
are they content to ftay there, but they are 
alfo for having them fpeedily convitted and 
punifh’d , according to their fanguinary 
Laws, which in my time fhallnever be grant- 
ed. Nor do their Defigns reft here; but as 


they will not allow me an Army at home, 
they 
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they are now for my calling back fuch as I 
bave abroad, being afraid that they fhould 
learn too much of the French Methods of an 
undifputed Subdmiffion to the Diftates of their 
Prince. All thofe difloyal Pra@tices are fo- 
mented by Diflenters and others, whoare of 
Antimonarchical Principles, for which in 
time I hope for a Revenge; andat prefent 
am refolved to give them a Diverfion, by re- 
viving the Quarrel betwixt them and the 
Lords; and while they are hot in the Conteft 
about their own Principles, they will remit 
their Violence againft the Papifts, and forget 
the Kindnefs which they intended to Diflen- 
ters 5 for | have always obferved this in their 
Femper, that when they were kind tothe 
one, they were fevere to the other; and 
when any Man is difgufted with that which 
they call Tyranny in the State, and Concur- 
rence with it in the Church, they ftrait have 
an Inclination to favour the Phanaticks and 
Republicans. How could it have happened 
elfe that the Duke of Buckingham, whofe Fa- 
ther was a Sacrifice to the Refentments of the 
FaCtion, fhould now make Harangues for an 
Indulgence to Diffenters? So that I plainly 
perceive that all the Enemies to the Glory of 
my Crown, do neftle themfelves amongtt 
that rebellious Herd. Yet herein at leaft I 
{hall reap an Advantage,that the Church will 
more 
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more cordially efpoufe my Quarrel, and op- 
pofe fuch Caufes as are favoured by their Enes 
mies, whofe Bodies in due time I fhall be- 
queath to the Gallows, whilft the Clergy pre- 
tend co fend their Souls to Hell.

OW unhappy is it fora Monarch to be 

tied up to the Humours of his People? 
and thus it muft be fo long as Parliaments 
have any fbare inthe Government, and till 
the Prince be made Abfolute by the Power of 
the Sword. J thought to have rendred my 
Parliaments infignificant, and altogether ufe- 
lefs to the Ends for which they are chofe 3 
and by continuing this Parliament fo long, 
had well nigh effected my Defign, having 
brib’d moft of them to change their Intereft, 
and taken fuch Methods as to make nota few 
of them change their Religion; fo that in- 
ftead of aéting according to their Original 
Commiffion trom the Country, they were 
wholly 
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wholly led by the Dittates of the Court : 
but now an evil Spirit of Contention having 
feiz’d upon the Lords, they begin to controul 
me, as Conjiliarit nati ; andthofe whofe In. 
tereft it is to keep the Government fteady, 
and therefore move to have this Parliament 
diflolv’d, becaufe they can no more be called 
the Reprefentatives of the Country, feeing 
they have their Dependance wholly upon the 
Court, and don’t vote according to the Mind 
of thofe that chofe them: So that they are in 
the fame Defign with my felf to {wallow up 
the Peoples Liberties, provided they may 
have fome Court-Preferments. The Lords 
do alfo infift upon the frequent Calling of 
new Parliaments, which they alledg from 
the Records to have been their ancient Privi- 
lege, and plead the Prefcriptions of many 
hundreds of Years. What pity! chat ail 
thofe Monuments of Rebellion fhould not 
have perifh’d in che great Conflagration, that 
they might never have rifen up in Judgment 
againit me; but feeing they are extant, and 
fo violently urg’d, PIl do the beft I can to di- 
vert their Force. I can infinuate to che Com- 
mons, that thefe Proceedings of the Lords 
are not the Effect of any Zeal for the People, 
but merely a Defire of Revenge upon the 
Lower Houfe, for their late controvercing of

Commoner, by his Service to the Crown, 
fhould merit an Advancement to a Dignity 
equal with their own: By thefe and fuch o- 
ther Arguments as I can fuggeft, I doubt not 
to have the prefent Houfe of Commons on 
my fide. And fuppofe it true, that they are 
not the real Reprefentatives of the Nation, 
as having forfeited that Title, by going con- 
trary to the Peoples Intereft and InftruCtions ; 
yet the very Name of their Concurrence adds 
Credit co my Conduct: and I doubr not but 
abundance of the Members who have found

oftner, Lam not tied to thofle antiquated 
Rules ; 
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Rules : If thofe Kings did not know the Ex 
tent of their own Prerogative, Iam _ not 
therefore obliged to allow any Intrenchments 
on mine. But fince Hesry the VIII¢h could 
protraGt the Duration of a Parliament beyond 
its former Length, and the Cuftoms of his 
Predeceffors, I may certainly be allowed to 
exceed the Examples of my Predeceffors fince 
his time, efpecially having the Clergy on 
my fide, who have preach’d up the Preroga- 
tive higher than ever it was in former times, 
and will defend my Pra€tice by the Authority 
of their Gods. But Iam not tobe fo eafily 
drawn from what’s my Intereft by the Alle- 
gations or Addreffes of fome fattious Lords ; 
for it’s my Wifdom to foment the Mifunder- 
ftanding betwixt them and the Commons 
as much as I can: and if I could but once 
_ bring them to have a mutual Diftruft of one 

another, and poffefs the Commons with an 
ill Opinion of the Arrogance of the Lords, 
and their incroaching too much upon the Pri- 
vilege of the Members, who knows but it 
mighe procure fuch a Surrender to meas that 
which was lately made to the King of Dez- 
mark by his People, who could not bear with 
the Contempt fhewed to them by their No- 
bles, and therefore did all ofa fudden devolve 
the whole Power upon the King, and render 
him Abfolute? Or if no fuch thing fhould 
happen, 
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happen, yet by making the Houfe for my 
purpofe I can with the more Eafe attain my 
Defires; and if once the Commons were 
brought to comply, the Popifh Lords, Court- 
Lords and Bifhops, will eafily caft the Vote 
in the Upper Houfe. But let things go as 
they will, Tam fure of this one infallible Me- 
thod ; I can poffefS the Clergy, by means of 
the Bifhops, that if this Parliament be dif- 
foly’d, the Mitre and Crown are both in 
danger; and then all thofe whoare Enemies 
to my Defigns fhall be threatned with Hell 
and Damnation, as oppofing themfelves to 
God’s Ordinance, to which they ought to be 
fubje&t for Confcience-fake. And on the 
other hand, I am very fure that thofe Gentle- 
men of the Houfe of Commons, who have 
{pent fome hundreds and thoufands of Pounds 
for the Advantages which they had a Profpect 
of enjoying by being Parliament-men, will 
never {ubmit willingly to a Diffolution, nor 
be content to put themfelves to the hazard of 
a new Choice: And Iam fure of my Penfio- 
ners, for their Ufefulnefs to themfelves and 
me both ceafes with their not being Parlia- 
ment-men; for asin that cafe they cannot do 
me any Service, fo neither can they tell where 

to have Subfiftence. 
I have had the good Fortune to put a 
Check upon thofe fa@ious Lords, and to 
P throw 
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throw out their Addrefs by the Majority of 
Votes, in which the Bifhops were all.on my 
fide, fo happily are the Interefts of the 
Church and: Crown united. Hence I find 
the Advantage of diflembling a Zeal for Re- 
ligioa, though in my Heart I believe the 
whole to be a Cheat ; for my profefling my 
felf to be the grand Patron of the Church of 
Exgland, fets all the Clergy at work for me ; 
and they having the Conduct of the Peoples 
Confciences, are ufeful Tools for any Sove- 
raign. 

The Country Lords have protefted againft 
the Votes for rejecting the Addrefs, and in- 
ferted their Reafons in the Journals of the 
Houfe, but it fignifies nothing, feeing they 
have loft their Caufe ; however it fhall re- 
main as an Indictment againft them: and 
now that I have their Names as my Enemies 
on record, I fhall take care on occafion to 
treat them as fuch, and make them odious to 
the Country, by charging all the Mifcarria- 
ges and Heats in Parliament, and confequent- 
ly the Obftrution of whatever might have 
been advantagious to the Publick, upon 
them.

¥ Aving been hitherto unfuccefsful ia my 
f & Attempts of following French Coun- 
felis, raifing a Standing Army, bribing Parlia- 
ment-men, and contriving Oaths to fwear 
the People into Arbitrary Government, 1 
muft try fome new Methods, and endea vour 
to carry on my Defigns by Shadow of Lav 
for which end it is neceflary that I makea a 
Reform amongft my Judges, and inftead of 
granting their “Commiffion ad vitan aut ad 
isloumn “will make them hold them by a new 
Tenure of durante beneplacito, y which they 
will be bound to their good § 3ehaviour, and 
not dare to difoblige me, but give out my 
Will asthe Oracles of the Law, and then I 
can effet that by a Shadow of Juftice which 
is not fo fafeto attempt by Force : and when 
all Caufes come to be decided by Favour in 
Pe2 Court, 
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Court, I fhall defpoil my Enemies, and en- 
rich my Friends, which is the fureft way to 
increafe them ; for I have fufficient Experi- 
ence of the Inconvenience of Judges who 
keep ftri€tly to the Rules of the Law, and 
therefore fhall take care now that Judg Hales 
is dead, that none of Puritanical Education 
and Principles fhall henceforth fill his Chair : 
And thus when I can by Forms of Law di- 
{pofe of my Subjets Lives and Eftates, 1 
may perhaps find my Judges as ufeful as a 
Standing Army, and worm my felf by de- 
grees into Arbitrary Government, by Me- 
thods lefs odious, and not fo perceptible. 

I do alfo find it neceflary in order to the 
taking off of that general Difguft which the 
People of this Kingdom have imbib’d againft 
Popery, that fome Authors be incourag’d to 
write {moothly on that Subje&t, and infinu- 
ate a Difference betwixt the Court and 
Church of Rome, that the latter 1s not charge- 
able with the Mifcarriages of the former ; 
and that an Union amongft Chriftians is 
highly defireable. And in the fame manner 
I muft take careto reconcile the Minds of my 
Subjects to the Prerogative, and brand thofe 
who oppofe it as Men of ill Defigns and 
Principles. 

But feeing the Non-compliance of my Sub- 
ets with the Meafures which I take, may 
pre- 
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probably iffue in a Rebellion, it will be my 
Wifdom to fecure a Place of Retreat, to take 
care before-hand, that I may be made wel- 
come, and order it fo as the French King 
may have Eiects of my own wherewith to 
maintain me if the worft fhould happen, 
and be ina Condition to reftore me, in cafe I 
fhould be expell’d; for I am refolv’d to take 
Warning by my Father’s Fate, and either to 
ftoop to invincible Neceflity, or provide a- 
gainft the fevereft Lot which may befal me, 
and not to quarrel with my Subjects without 

ood affurance of Foreign Alliance, and 
while they are rich, and have Arms and Am- 
munition: Therefore I fhall order it fo that 
the French King may interrupt their Com- 
merce by his Privateers, and feizetheir Ships, 
Men and Goods, which will humble them : 
And in the mean time when they addrefs to 
me for Relief, Ican excufe my being unable 
to defend them, feeing they are fo backward 
in giving me Money to rig out my Fleet : 
and that f muft not upon the Mifcarriage of 
Privateers break the Friend{hip betwixt the 
two Nations, confidering the great abundance 
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rendred me fufpicious to Foreign Proteftants. 
However, that they may not fufpe€t m 
Concurrence with the French in this Affair, 
they fhall now and then have Orders for m 
Refident at the French Court to demand Sa- 
tisfaction ; but if they have it, it fhall cog 
them fo dear, as to make them quickly grow 
weary of that Method. This indeed may 
{eem unnatural for a Soveraignitoconcur with 
a Foreign Prince to rob his own Subje@ts, but 
in my Heart I think they deferve no better ; 
their Priefts: have from the Mouth of their 
Divine Oracles preach’d up the Prerogative, 
and Greatnefs of my Power, that my People 
were created forme, and not I for them; 
that their Lives and Fortunesare at my Com- 
mand, and yet they allow me no Power in 
either ; fo that it’s but reafonable they fhould 
{marc for their damn’d Hypocrify ; and it’s 
jul, feeing they will not allow. me to take it 
with my own Hand, that I take it fom them 
by the Hand of another, Their Riches and 
Fulnefs of Bread gives them occafion to be 
idle, and leifure to concert their Meafures of 
lion ; to prevent which Poverty is the 


ellion ; 
fureft Method: And in the mean time the 
French King allows me to go Sharers with 
him in the Profit, which my Enemies call 
by tiie ignominious Name ofa Penfion. But ’ 
iccing my Subjects and their Fortunes are:my 
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Property, what reafon have I to give an Ac- 
count toany how I treat them. And feeing 
T 4m not to own that I have any legitimate 
Heis of my own Body to fucceed me, why 
fhould I: not make my Life as pleafant as I 
cant; which being impoffible without Mo- 
ney; it’s but reafon that I fhould ufe my own 
Methods to come by it, feeing my Subjects 
are backward to grant me what I need, 

But I have yet a ftronger Reafon for this 
kind of Procedure, the Catholicks having 
taught me that it 1s lawful to kill, by necefla- 
ry Confequence it muft be much more lawful 
to impoverifh my Heretical Subje&ts, and put 
them out of a Condition to withftand the 
Reintroduction of that Religion which they 
pretend will merit a Crown in Heaven: And 


if there be any fuch Place or Reward, 1 


know no other way how | can deferve it 5 
for rather than take fuch M ethods to obtain 
it, as Proteftants chink needful, I had better 

hofe wl mind to pull 


wantit. Let thoie who have a mii 
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aslong as I ca! é 
the Catholicks, the Opus operatum is {uffici- 
ent to carry me to Heaven, 1 need not be fo 
{crupulous nor nice about the way 5 it being 
reafonable that Kings fhould be allow’d a 
broader Path than others: And that feeing 
P 4 we

we are God’s Vice-gerents on Earth,he fhould 
afford us a more commodious Paflage than or- 
dinary to Heaven. And that J may the bet- 
ter deferve it according totheir Doétrine, I 
fhall not only take care to furnith Lewis XIV. 
the great Champion of the Catholick Church, 
with an Opportunity to enrich himfelf with 
the Treafures of my Heretica! Subje€ts, but 
alfo fupply him with Arms and Ammunition 
from my own Magazines, as I have already 
taught him the way of building Men of War, 
and improving his Naval Strength, that if I 
be not able to effectuate the great Defign my 
felf, he or his Succeffors may do it when { 
am dead ; for I find that it will never be pra. 
Cticable by any Englifh King without very 
powerful Affiftance from abroad. I know 
that my Meafures are condemned, my De- 
figns fufpeted, and Lifts of the Ammuniti- 
on and Arms which [have fent to France, un- 
der pretence of fending them to Fer/ey, hand- 
ed about: But I have this Advantage, that 
my Enemies are not united ; and they who 
are molt zealous to oppofe me, rendred {ufii- 
ciently odious to the Chureh and their Party, 
who being countenanc’d by my Authority, 
are much the ftrongeft, or at leaft able enough 
to keep the reft under Hatches: And while 
they contend againft each other, I obtain the 
Victory over both, I have, however, not 
| only 
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only fecured my felf a Place of Retreat and 
Royal Maintenance, in cafe of my being o- 
vercome by my Subjects, fhould there happen 
a Rupture, but I have alfo weakned the Ma- 
gazines of the Nation, and provided fuffici- 
ent Arms and Ammunition for my {elf to 
equip my French Auxiliaries, and aflert my 
Right, or at leaft have furnifh’d the French 
Catholicks with Weapons againft my Here- 
tical Subjects at their own Expence. And if 
the Church-of-Exg/and-men fhould murmur 
again{t this Procedure, it’s but a {mall De- 
gree above what was done by my Father, 
whom they have canoniz’d fora Saint and a 
Martyr ; it being well enough known that 
he affifted the French King with his Men of 
War againit his Hugonot-Subjects of Roche ; 
which, confidering the Claim that the Kings 
of England have to the Crown of France, is 
much the fame with what I have now done: 
So that they cannot condenin me without 
condemning him ; nor condemn him without 
condemning themfelves,

HE Greatnefs of my Expence requi- 
ae ying proportionable Supplies, and my 
ae || Returns from France not being fufficient, I 
milk once more adventure.on a Seflion of 
Parliament, not doubting but my Penfioners 
will for their own Intereft gratify my Defires. 
{ know that this long Prorogation is beyond 
Precedent; but Ithink that I have the be(t 
a Authority to make one of any Body, and I 
ae am furnifh’d already with a very plaufible 
Pretence, that fuch a long Recefs was abfo- 
lutely needful to allay fo great a Heat as hap- 
pened betwixt the Houtes laft Seffions. Bue 
however, that the Honour of the Nation ly- 
ing at ftake, 1 found it neceffary to call them 
together for a Supply to enable me to rig out 
my Navy, on which {o much of our Strength 


and 
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and Reputation depends. The March of my 
Brother the French King, with his Army in- 
to Flanders, I know will alarm and make 
them apprehenfive of their own Danger, 
which will probably induce them to part with 
Money for their own Defence. 

But T perceive that my Difficulties are not 
quite over, for now both Houfes begin to 
queftion my laft Prorogation, and think that 
it was really a Diffolution; yet the Commons 
I find the moft tra@table of the two, becanfe 
there my Penfioners are moft nume Srous : 3 fo 
that they have pafs’d it over, and fall to their 
Bufinefs: but the fatious Lords T find fill 
more obftinate and daring; infomuch that 
they offer to maintain, that the laft Proroga- 
tion was illegal, and Seek to all the Laws 
of Parliament, even before the Judges ; 5 all 
are fo confident, that they demand to ha 
their Opinion in it: but sane I can rel 
upon their Determination, et I don’t think 
fit to gratify the oppofire Faction fofar, efpe- 
cially feeing T am fure of the Majo jortty in any 
Queltion, ‘by the Influence of the Court- 
Lords and Bifhops; and sede their Im- 
pertinence in falling foul upon my Proroga- 
tion, as a thing without Precedent, fhall be 
punifh’d by an Tmprifonment inthe Tower,

low-Peers, and not mine. And thus the 
Ring-leaders of the Faction, the Duke of 
Buckingham, Earls of Salisbury, Shaftsbury, 
and Lord Wharton, fhall have time to confi- 
der of the Queftion in their Confinement ; 
and by this Means others will be deterred 
from the like Boldnefs; and the Freedom of 
Debate, which hath been hitherto claim’d 
and allow’d in Parliament, be vifibly in- 
fring’d, of which there is an abfolute and 
very great Neceffity; and now more than 
ever, when fome of the Members have had 
the Impudence to upbraid the Houfe to their 
Face, that a great part of them are Out-laws, 
abundance Papifts, and no {mall number Pen- 
fioners: And though I cannot but commend 
the Prudence of my Friends in the Houfe, in 
not fending the Authors of fuch fcandalous 
Refleétions to the Tower, becaufe they know 
them tobe true ; yet fuch things muft be pre- 
vented if poffible, otherwife { and my Go- 
vernment fhall fall into Contempt. How- 
ever, my Penfioners were rather willing to 
bear this Affront, than to do any thing that 
might make their Diffolution or Prorogation 
neceffary ; and that they may fhow them- 
felves worthy of my Allowance, have grant~ 
ed me Money, and that very frankly, with- 
out an Appropriating Claufe: Sothat Iam 
at liberty to {pend it how I pleafe. And as 
they

they have been generous in their Grant, they 
have been no lefs as to the Terms, having 
quitted all their other Pretenfions for an Ha- 
beas Corpus A&. And thus I find the Advan- 
tage of having thofe who depend upon me 
chofen for Parliament-men, though I be at 
the Expence of their Election my felf: For 
what Privy-Counfellor is there that will not 
juftify the moft Arbitrary Proceedings of the 
Council-Table in the Houfe, rather than lofe 
his Place in Council? and reprefent all the 
Proceedings of State to the Advantage of the 
Crown, rather than lofe his Prince’s Favour ? 
What Lawyer is there that will not puta fa- 
vourable ConftruCtion upon the Sentence of 
the Judges, rather than be fubjected to the 
Frowns of the Bench, or excluded all Hopes 
of mounting it himfelf? What Captain of 
the Fleet or Navy but will be for the mainte- 
nance of a Standing Force, as knowing that 
he cannot otherwife have a ftanding Pay ? 
Or will he not rather defend the Procedure of 
his fuperiour Officers, than hazard the lofing 
of his Commiffion? And will he not be rea- 
dy to declare his Abhorrence of that traite- 
rous Potion of taking up Arms againft the 
King, or any commiffionated by him? What 
Commiffioner of the Cuftoms or Excife is 
there that will not rather givethe Court a 
Vote than lofe his Commiffion ? Or which of 
my 
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my Dometticks will be fo bold as to vote 
againft me in Parliament? And therefore I 
am refolved never to part with my Privilege 
of having thofe who depend upon me chofen 
for Parliament-men, that being the moft ef- 
feCtual and leaft obnoxious Method that can 
be taken to render my felf Abfolute; for 
they are at the fame time the Reprefentatives 
of the Country, and my Penfioners and Ser- 
vants: and fo long as they have vendible 
Souls, and have moft from me, I need not 
doubt of their being on my fide: and when 
others who are hungry perceive their Fellows 
to be not only treated with Money, bur alfo 
at good Tables on the Charge of the Court, 
it will make them willing to take the fame 
Meafures, that they may enjoy the fame Ad- 
vantages. And inthe next place f fhall take 
care to have the Sheriffs modell’d to. my pur- 
pofe, andthen they will determine the dou- 
ble Elections as I would havethem : And if 
ehe injured Fanatick or Republican complain 
of the Sheriff, yet the Majority of the Judges 
can cafily vacate his Fine. By this: Means 
thofe of my Party will always know their 
own Strength inthe Houfe; fothat the In- 
trenchments made upon the People will be 
judg’d the Affection of the Parliament-men 
to the Crown, and not be charg’d on my 
afpiring Llumoureor Ambition. And Lknow 
that

that a Parliament of fuch a Conftitution will 
rather do any thing than hazard my Difplea- 
{ure ; and not dare to impeach any Man, be- 
caufe they know their own Guilt: and fo 
thofe who are my Tools for promoting the 
Catholick Religion and Arbitrary Govern- 
ment, fhall pafs unpunifhed. Burt that the 
Nation may not perceive my Intrigue, and 
thereupon grow tumultuous, the Commons 
fhall have leave now and then to talk of Grie- 
vances, and alfo to name thofe who are the 
Inftruments of them; but if they exceed 
their Bounds, they fhall be kick’d from one 
Adjournment to another, chaftifed by Proro- 
gations, and Abatements of their Penfions, 
and kept in obedience by Threatnings of Dif- 
folution. Ihave already fome Experience of 
the good Effects of thefe Methods, for now 
they have voted me double that Sum, for 
building of Ships that they thought fufficient 
laft Seflions, and continued the double Excife 
upon Beer and Ale; and have taken care to 
make the Nation have a good Opinion of 
their being ftill a legal Parliament, when fo 
sreat a Number of the Gentry of the Nation 
are appointed Collectors of the Money which 
they have given.

y_»Y committing the factious Lords to the 
f > Tower, my Defigns run on more 
{moothly in the Upper Houfe, infomuch that 
thofe Bills pafs’d them without any Oppofi- 
tion; but they have not had the fame Accep- 
tation amongft the Commons, who have © 
thrown out the firft after once reading, and 
the fecond inthe fame manner, witha Note 
of Difgrace, as being contradictory to its own 
Title. I perceive that the Commons, though 
they don’t love their Religion for Religion 
fake, yet they have no mind to part with it 


_ becaufe of their Intereft ; for if Popery were 


introduced, Arbitrary Government would 
find its way moreeafy, and then they could 
neither be affur’d of their Places nor Penfions, 
fo that I muft contrive fome new Method. 
But were I as happy inthe Church-of-Ezg- 
Jand-Laity as I am in their Clergy, there 
would be no need of fuch Precaution; which 

makes 
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fnakes me {mile at the Apology of the Com- 
mons, who are fovery careful about the Cre- 
dit of their Bifhops, tho they don’t look upon 
their Concurrence with thofe Bills to be any 
way hurtful to their Reputation. By this 
Method they diminifh the Authority of their 
Church, and exalt their own Wifdom above 
that of their fpiritual Fathers, whom they 
believe to be appointed by Divine Right to 
overfee and take care of the Affairs of the 
Church. Nor can the Weaknefs of their 
Apology pafs without a Remark, that they 
fhould think it worth while to excufe them, 
as not being the Contrivers and Promoters; 
and yet own that they did not oppofe thofé 

Bills; nay, they plainly confefs that fome of 
the Bifhops were of the Cabal that hatch’d 
them. Certainly it can never be fate to in- 
rruft one’s felf inthat Church which owns 
that her Guides are blind, or to commit one’s 
Confeience to the Dire€tion of fuch as don’t 
know how todiret their own: But if the. 
Commons had hit upon the true Reafon of 
he Concurrence of their Bifhops, they would 
Gnd it to have been becaufe the Mitres and 
Ceremonies; which is all that they mean by 
their Church, would be fufficiently fecur’d; 
though Popery were eftablifhed ; and they 
beirig in prefent Poffeffion, might merit 4 
Continuance by promoting the ees. 
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Intereft under-hand. Nor can I believe that 
the Commons don’t perceive this, feeing the 
Bifhops advance fuch Clergy-men daily who 
incline mightily to the Church of Rome in 
the Do&trine of Juftification, which Luther 
their great Patron own’d tobe Articulus ftantis 
ee cadentis Ecclefie; and yet they won't ad- 
mit of one Man to enjoy a Benefice, who 
does not accept of Epifcopal Ordination, and 
conforms to the Ceremonies, whence it’s ma- 
nifeft and apparent that by thefe they under- 
ftand the Church. . And the Commons them- 
felves, though they feem now to differ a lit- 
tle from the Bifhops, yet make ufe of this 
Diftinétion to keep all but thofe of their own 
Communion out of any Publick Imploy- 
ments: And I am apt tothink, that could 
they but fecure their own hixereft in a 
Change, as wellas the Bifhops can do theirs, 
they would never make {o much to doin op- 
pofing Popery, which lam convinc’d by my 
own Experience is a Religion beft futed. of 
any to fuch as would. live in thofe Enjoy- 
ments which Precifians call carnal Delights ;

However, I have promifed 
them to ufe all Means in my Power for the 
Safety of my Kingdoms; but that does not 
fatisfy, and therefore they prefented me with 
another Addrefs, wherein they not only pett- 
tion as becomes Subjects, but boldly direct, 
as if they were Mafters; by which they 
do. manifeftly entrench upon my Power 
of making Peace and War. By proffering 
to affift me to the uttermoft again{t Frazce, 
no doubt they think they have acquitted 
themfelves bravely, though it is no more 
than what in Duty they are bound to 
do, let me be engaged in what War I 
pleafe. But feeing they prefs fo much for my 
making of Alliances with the Dutch, cc. 
and to make an aCtual War with Frazce, I 
muft give my Friends Inftructions to argue 
again{t it in the Houfe, from the Inconveni- 
ences which may attend it; as the feizing 
of our Shipsand Effects by the French, which 
will afford them a Million to carry on the 
War; that they will ruine our Plantations 
abroad, difturb our Trade by their Capers ; 
chat they are better provided both of Ships 
and 
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and Ammunition than we; that if we fhould 
engage in a War with the Dutch, they would 
flip the Coller by a feparate Peace ; and that 
it’s not poffible to make any firm Alliance 
with thofe of fuch different Principles and In- 
tereft as the Emperor and Princes of Germa- 
zy. But I find that the other Party are not 
fo eafy tobe put off: They pretend not to 
prefs me to make War, but to make Leagues 
to prevent War ; that now is the critical Sea- 


fon to prevent the growing Greatnefs of 


France; that the fame Ipconveniences will 
happen as to our Trade, if the War be not 
begun till three or four Years hence ; that we 
may as well defend our Plantations and Sea- 
Trade as the Dutch can do theirs ; that it’s 
the Bae& of the Male-adminiftration of this 
Reign, that the French are ftronger by Sea 
than we; that the Dutch and German Princes 
willbe as firm in their League with us, as 
they are in that with one another; and that 
the Dutch would affift us in fuch things for 
our Fleet as we were defective in; that the 
want of a Trade with France would rather 
be an Advantage than otherwife to the Nati- 
on, becaufe their imported Goods, which we 
could live without, do exceed what we ¢x- 
port to their Country a Million per aanum ; 
and that my felling of Dukérk, and making 
War onthe Dutch in 1665. hath contributed 
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to their over-grown Greatnefs; and abun- 
dance of fuch feditious RefleGions. How- 
ever, I teftify my Contempt of them by a 
profound Silence, until I find a convenient 
time; and mean while, by the Intereft of 
my Penfioners and Servants in the Houle, I 
have got fome Money to further my Defigans, 
according to my Demand. | 

My Fate is chequered with Variety of 
Fortune: The Succefs of the French againtt 
the Netherlands, where they havetaken fome 
Towns, and defeated the Prince of Orange, 
will embolden me to carry it with the more 
Authority again{t my refractory Subjeéts, 
and give a plaufible Pretence for demanding 
more Money, elfe I cannot be ina condition 
to defend them againft {uch a powerful Ene- 
my. And whereasthey may alledg that the 
2000001, which they have lately given, is 
enough to fupply my prefent Occafions until 
fuch time as they meet again, I can anfwer, 
that that Sum is otherwilé applied : fo chat 
the Country thall not be able to fee intothe 
true Reafon of their Adjournment at this 
Juncture, but will probably be induced to 
believe that it is becaufe of their having deni- 
ed me Money; and during’ their Recefs I 
{hail have leifure to entertain the {fendid 
imbafly which is coming hither frofh my 
Brother of France, and concert {uch Meafures 
as 
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as may either render all fuch faCtious Di- 
vans, as Parliaments, wholly ufelefs, or at 
leaft order it fo as I fhall not be fo much fub- 
je& to their capricious Humours: but by this 
feeming Difference betwixt them and me, 
the Nation will be brought to have a good 
Opinion of this prefent Houfe of Commons, 
who will thereby have the better Opportunity 
to gratify me, and deferve their Penfions; 
and therefore I made a Demand of 6000001. 
which I knew they could not grant, that they 
might have an occafion of refufing it, and at 
the fame time afford me one of adjourning 
them with a plaufible Pretext.

¥ Aving adjourned the Parliament, T muit 
A & now make ready to meet the French 
Embafly ; and London being a Place where 
there are tco many Spies upon my Actions, 


I defizn to choofe New-market as the fitter 
Q 4 Places 
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Place; there we may confer with more Free- 
dom and Security, and adjuft Matters better 
to our Mind. I know that my mutinous Sub- 
jets will load this Conference with many 
aggravating Reflections; but if I can carry. 
my Point, I fhall not value that. My Bro- 
ther of France I know will plead for the Con- 
tinuance of my Subjects in his Service, be- 
caufe they have nota little contributed to the 
Glory of his Arms: and he will alfo infift on 
the Abolition of all Claims on the account of 
the Prizes which his Subje€ts have made of 
mine, and other things of that Nature, 
which fhall be granted according as I find 
him liberal in his Supplies of Money. ‘Thofe 
Demands, efpecially the latter, are fit to be 
made, that the private Agreement betwixt 
him and my felf may be conceal’d : and for 
the other, it muft alfo be regulated by my 
own Intereft, and that of the Defign which 
we carry on In conjunction ; for by a firm U- 
nion betwixt us, we fhall add Strength to our 
common Endeavours, and may in time bring 
things to a happy Conclufion: But feeing I 
have no Reafon to defpair of effeGting my 
part by a Form of Law, confidering what 
Party I have in both Houfes, I will prepare 
o entertain the next Seffion of Parliament, 
d contrive Arguments to make them libe- 
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val of their Fellow-Subje&ts Purfes, which 
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will be the moft effeCtual Method that I can 
think of to accelerate my Defigns. 

The Parliament being now met, I have 
renew’d my Demands of Money, becaufe 
they alledg that it was not according to the 
Methods and Rules of Parliament for them to 
grant me any more at the Clofe of the lat 
Seffions, when the Houfe was fo thin: but 
that Objection being vacated by their meeting 
now in a full Body, it might have been 
thought that they fhould have fallen upon 
the Money of Courfe ; but inftead of that 
they infift again upon an Alliance with Hol- 
land, as the only mean of withftanding the 
French: By whichI perceive that the Phana- 
tical Jealoufies gain ground; they are not fa- 
tisfied to have me declare War my felf, but 
they would yoke me with the Dutch, who 
will be fure to infpe& my Condu&t feverely, 
and then I muft a€t againft France in good 
earneft. I findthatall the Objections that I 
can make, as that fuch a League would a~ 
larm the French, if imparted before made ; 
and that fuch things are of great Confe- 
quence, and require time to be concerted, 
areeafily feen through; and the Commons 
having taken Umbrage from the extraordina- 
ry French Embaffy, alledg that my Brother 
of France and I underftand one another’s 
Minds: Wherefore I find it neceilary to fend 
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for the Houfe, and in a publick Speech affure 
them, on my Royal Word, that my calling 
them together was not only a Defign to get 
Money, as fome do infinuate; and tell them 
pofitively, that I will neither hazard my own 
Safety nor theirs, by declaring againft France, 
or leaguing with the Dutch, till they fupply 
me with Money to actand fpeak as I fhould ; 
and that therefore it will be their Faule and 
not mine, if their Security be not provided 
for. By this means I fhallamufe the Pub- 
lick, and prevent the general Difguft of the 
Nation. Andif Ican but preferve my Ho- 
nour with the People, I hall defpife the Re- 
fleCtions of particular Men; for herein I 
think Sau/ acted truly like a Monarch, that 
though Samuel had denounced the Anger of 
God again{ft him for difobeying his Com- 
mands, he was not in the leaft folicitous about 
that, but pray’d that the Prophet would ho- 
nour him before the People: he took care of 
his Concerns for this Life, let it fare with 
him asit would for what wasto come. But 
to what I fay my felf, my Friends fhall have 
Inftructions to add, the Right of making 
Peace and. War isin me alone; that if they 
with-hold Money, I willneither declare War, 
nor make Leagues; that I have already ex- 
haulted my own Treafury in rigging out 44 
Ships of War to preferve their Trade, and 
: con- 
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convoy the Merchants, and yet the City of 


London is fo ungrateful as to refufe me Cre- 
dit for 2000001. and therefore if my People 

perifh, it’s their own Fault. Thofe Suggetti- 
ons will be readily imbib’d, and diligently 
improv’d by the Courtiers and Clergy, and 
then let my Enemies infift as much as they 
pleafe upon the Neceflity of fhutting the 
Door towards France, elfe our Treafure and 
Trade will creep out, and their Religion and 


Tyranny creep in: "T am fare to have the - 


Advantage of them when my Dittates fhall 
be delivered from the Pulpits once per Week, 
as the Oracles of Heaven. And thusI fhall 
make void all their Efforts for leflening the 
Power of France, which I perceive they 
dread, as carrying with it the Bane of their 
Herely and Republican Principles ; and there- 
fore it’s as neceflary for my Defign, that the 
Power of the French King be kept up, as it 
is neceflary for theirs that it fhould be brought 
low. 

- Jamunhappy, that notwithftanding of all

it » elpecially confidering that chey alledg i It to 
be unprecedented to grant oy Money till t! 
Wars and Alliances fer which they are pa 
manded be fignified in Parliament; which 
plainly 
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plainly implies their Diftruft of me, that 
though I fhould have the Money, yet T 
would not anfwer their Addrefs ; whichis fo 
mifchievoufly compofed, and fo ftrongly 
back’d with popular Reafons, that. it feems 
to be calculated for poffeffing the Subjects 
that I would never fufter the French King to 
increafe his Strength fo much, to the mani- 
feft Hazard of my Kingdoms, if I were not 
engaged inthe fame Defign with him. Ido 
alfo perceive that the Allegations of my 
Friends in the Houfe, of their intrenching 
upon my Prerogative, by directing me with 
whom to make Alliances, is nothing regard- 
ed, but their Practice defended by former 
Precedents of Parliaments, who have not only 
advifed to Alliances, but alfo confirm’d them, 
asin the Reigns of Edward III. Richard II, 
and Hexry V. cc. And though my Penfio- 
ners were more ferviceable in voting againft 
the Manner and Words of the Addrefs, than 
formerly that there fhould be one, yet they 
are worfted by a confiderable Majority ; fo 
unhappy is it fora King to depend upon the 
Humour of his Subjects, which isas uncon- 
{tant as the Waves of the Sea, and liable to 
the Toflings of every Wind; for however 
complaifane’ they have formerly been, yet 
now they are allon a fire again about Popery 
and France: $0 that I find my felf undera 
Ne- 
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Neceffity of cooling them by an Adjourn- 
ment, and checking them by a fevere Speech 
for intrenching on my Prerogative of making 
Peace and War, in fuch an unprecedented 
manner, while King and Parliament were not 
at mutual Enmity. By which they would 
feem to claim a Privilege not only of direct- 
ing me what Alliances to make, but alfo to 
infinuate, that it were not inmy Power to 
make any without their leave; fo that I fhall 
be look’d on by Foreigners as a King merely 
in Title. I {hall alfo take care that their 
Proceedings fhall not dare to appear in print. 
Whereas my Speech fhall publickly proclaim 
their Difloyalty ; ‘andthe Speaker being made 
to my purpofe, I fhall hinder the Commons 
from debating the Adjournment, or diving 
into the Intrigues of the Court ; for if ever 
they begin to meddle in it, he fhall have Or-

happy are unlimited Monarchs, whofe Will 
is their Law, and whom their Subjects dare 
not controul ? but my Stars have not yet 
blefled me with any fuch Influences. I can- 
not imagine how this phanatical difcontented 


HAlumour hath got fo much the Afcendant of 


this, which was once a Loyal Parliament; 
or that my Penfioners and Friends fhould 
come 
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come fo far fhort of their wonted Dévoirs : 
Perhaps the late Checks which they have met 
with by my Speech and Adjournments, have 
given them fome Umbrage to fufpect that 
they are not long-liv’d; and therefore they 
would now endeavour to recover their Credit 
with the Country : They difcovered before, 
by the Motions which fome of my Friends 
made of impowering metoraife what Mo- 
ney I pleas’d upon extraordinary Occafions, 
that I was grown weary of Parliaments them- 
felves, and that my Bounty to them would 
ceafe with their Ufefulnefs to me, and there- 
fore are taking care tomake their Fortunes 
another way ; and forun out violently for a 
War with Frazce.

And hence am‘ importun’d by another fedi- 
tious Addrefs, chat I fhould immediately 
proclaim and declare War againit tlie French 
‘King, recal my Ambaflador from his Court,

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and difmifs his from mine. Sothat notwith- 
ftanding of the fevere Check which I gave 
them by my Speech the laft time that they 
prefum’d to give me fuch Directions, they 
perfift {till in the fame Method. And to ex- 
pofe me to my Subjects, in revenge of my 
having expos’d them formerly in the Gazette 
for their Difobedience, they have publickly 
declar’d that they have a Bill ready to affalt 
me with Money if once I declare War, which 
they folicite me to undertake, that the French 
King may be fo reducedas to be no longer ter- 
rible to my Subjeéts. And left the People 
fiould not take notice of this Addrefs, they 
have voted another, wherein they prefs, that 
I may be defired to enter into an Alliance 
with the Emperor, King of Spaiz, and Princes 
of Germany, and the Dutch.

Sword in hand, and therefore inconvenient 
for me to disband my Army, or lay up my 
Fleet till the Peace be fully concluded. And 
{eeing this cannot be done without Supplies, 
I mutt prefs for renewing of the additional

let metake what Meafures I'can, the Jealou- 
fies of my Parliament will never be quieted ; 
and, tomy Grief, F perceive that they fmell 
my Defigns, which are only to poffefs my 
felf of their Money, and keep up an Army 
to render my felf abfolute: They dread that 
the Souldiers will rather make themflelves 
Work than be idle; and therefore have re- 
folved that the Army is burdenfom to the 
Nation; that they will fuppore me in main- 
taining a War againtt France, or otherwife 
provide for disbanding them. Seeing they 
are fo very hot, it’smy Intereft to cool chem, 
which cannot be better effected tham by a 
mild Anfwer; and to offer themasa Reafon, 
chat feeing hitherto the French King hath 
only granted a Ceffation, and not a Peace, 
it’s fit that I fhould continue my Fleet and 
Army till the latter be agreed on, and in the 
mean time to prefs for Money for their Sub- 
liftence. 

What a mifchievous thisg is this horrid 
Sufpicion, which caufes Men to pry into one 
another’s Secrets, and obliges Princes to be on 
their 
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their Guard againft their own Subje€ts! And 
yet though I carry it with all imaginable Se- 
crefy, it’s impoffible for me to avoid being fuf- 
petted, and in a great meafure traced : they 


whifper about, that I never rais’d this Army. 


with a Defign to disband them; and being 
afraid that I fhould have Money from Frazee 
to maintain them, are refolv’d to furnifh me 
wherewith to difcharge them, though I have 
earneftly prefled for their Continuance. And 
thus it is tobe a Soveraign by halves. How- 
ever, it not being fafe to controvert the Mat- 
ter too far, 1 am refolv’dro pafs the disband- 
ing At, but will obferve it no further than 
futes my Meafures. I am pretty well ac- 
cuftomed to Violation of Oaths, which have 
a degree of Solemnity beyond mere Acts of 
Parliament. The Money which they give 
to disband them, will ferve for fome time to 
maintain them; and then I may be other- 
wife provided, or make them at leaft provide 
for themfelves, and earn their Bread before 
they ear it. _ It’s ftrange that I may not ad- 
venture upon that which Oliver the Ulurper 
did before me: He was fo far from being 
check’d by his Parliaments, that he gave 
Laws to them by his Army ; and why may 
not f etrempt the hke ? And though I be 
{worn to the contrary, yet may defend it as 
he did, by Reafons of Srate, until fuch time 
- as 
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as I arrive at that height of Power, as to 
make my Will pafs for a Law: But this is 
more eafily hop’d for than effected. How- 
ever, if I can handfomly weather out this 
S:orm, it’s not impoflible to be brought to 
pals.

T’s fome Comfort to have Fellows, though 

it be but in Affliction. The French King, 
who hath for a long time been on the top of 
the Wheel, is alfo liable to be turn’d down- 
ward, having lately receiv’d a confiderable 
Check by the Defeat at Mozs. Thisisa fen- 
fible Diminution of his Glory: But though 
at 
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at another time it would have beena joyful 
Hearing to the’ Kings of Exgland, it is not fo 
to menow, becaufe it’s a confiderable Balk 
to our common Defign. There is alfo this 
mortifying Circumftance in it, that the Lau- 
rels which are pulled off from his Head, are 
planted on that of the Prince of Orange; 
who, though my Nephew both by Birth and 
Marriage, yet I cannot cordially love him, 
becaufe he purfties Meafures fo contrary to 
mine. And though I cannot but in fome 
meafure be fatished to hear of what may 
tend to the Honour of my own Child, whom 
IT cannot but love by the Inftin& of Nature ; 
yet I could have wifh’d he had been other- 
wife imployed, and that his Valour had been 
fignaliz’d at this time, as well as at others, 
on the contrary fide. Two fuch promifing 
Princes embarquing in the Proteftant Caute, 
may prove fatal to the Intereft of Popery and 
Abfolute Monarchy, if they be blefs’d with a 
few more fuch Victories as this: and that I 
muft, in compliance with my own Inclinati- 
ons, endeavour to hinder, left my ftubborn 
Subjeéts fhould make choice of the Son to 
chaftife the Father, as it happened to my 
Predeceffor King ames III. of Scotland, 
whofe rebellious States made his Son Gezera- 
lifimo againft him. I am alfoprefled with 
another Difficulty, which is how to excufe 
* this 
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this to the French King, who upbraids me 
with it as a Breach of the private Treaty, 
that my Son and Subjects fhould fight againft 
bim: Ican truly fay, that neither the Duke 
nor they did engage in that AGtion with my 
Confent ; and that the ching is wholly ow- 
ing to the Prince of Orange, whofe Condu& 
and Courage, I have reafon to dread, will 
mar all the Defigns which Lews XIV, and I 
havefolong concerted. This Difafter makes 
it neceflary to conclude a Peace, and then we 
may contrive at leifure how to.retrieve it. _. 
The Peace being concluded, I muft recal 
my. Forces, which now I perceive become 
grievous tothe Spaniards; and I hope to im- 
ploy them tobetter purpofe at homethan ever 
they were abroad. Lert the Phanaticks mur- 
mur and belch out their feditious Reflections 
upon my violating the Act for disbanding the 
Forces, Iam Proof again{t fuch Tongue-fhor 
as theirs: Ican,find out a Pretence for, keep- 
ing them {til on foot, as being neceflary to 
over-awe the French, who being .now . at 
Peace with every body elfe, may reafonably 
be thought \to have Defigas againft ae, as. 
having frit obliged them to the Treaty of 
Aix la Chapelle,,and now by my Forces have 
contributed to bring them to.a Peace.. Thefe 
Regiments being brought over from Flanders, 
will reffrain the ‘Fumolts which I have rea- 
: fon 
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fon to fear from the mutinous Humour in 
which my Subje&ts are at prefent; andin a 
little time I can augment my Army, if I had 
but Money. It’s true, that in the late Con- 
{ult divers Expedients were propofed for ob- 
taining it, either from the French King, the 
City of London, or the Parliament: But to 
have it fromthe former can never be relied 
on;.and if he fupply me once, Lam not fure 
that he will do ic a fecond time, his own am- 
bitious,Defigns having carv’d:him out Ways 
enough for his Money: Neither is it fafe for 
me.to be fo much obliged to bim, left he 
fhould at fome time or other improve it a- 
gainftme, as he did lately threaten to difco- 
ver our fecret Intrigues to the Parliament, 
when we chare’d him with being worle.than 
his Word, and failing in the Money which 
he had promifed for the common Defign. 1 
know: the Ambition ;of his Heart inclines 
him to afpire to the Univerfal Monarchy ; 
and therefore I muft be on my Guard againit 
him. The .Propofal of borrowing Money 
fromthe City of Lonzdon I know-impractica- 
ble, they have already denied me Credit; 
and it’s nothing but to render my {elf too 
mean to defire Money of them again. ‘The 
Project of bringing them to it by Force were 
no more than what ‘they merit, but the Con- 
fequences.may prove fatal to my Meliges, Te 
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City of Losdon being the Head of the Nati- 
on, has a natural Influence on the whole Bo- 
dy Politick ; and if,the City be once enraged; 
I muft not expect to have the Kingdom long 
in quiet: AndIhavethe more reafon to be 
cautious on this Head, becaufe the Lofs of 
the City wasthe Lofs of my Father’s Life. 
It’s true that my Lord Cliford’s Advice of 
declaring my felf bare-fac’d, and out-braving 
‘all Difficulties, were a thing very befeeming 
a Monarch: but my Experience is greater 
than his; Dulce Bellum inéxpertum, War is 
{weet till it betried. Had he three Crowns 
to lofe, as I have, his Courage would not be 
fo great: for he that never enjoyed the Sweets 
of Life, does not know how to value them ; 
but I have had Experience both what it is to 
want and poffefs them. I know-that this 
Nation, though very well prepar’d by thae 
which Phanaticks and Men of their Kidney 
call Profanity, is not yet ripe enough to im- 
brace down.-right Popery. The Mifcarriage 
of the Father may very well ferve as a Warn- 
ing tothe Son: He fell in an Attempt lefs 
obnoxious; and I have no great reafon to 
hope for better Succefs in one which is more 
difpleafing. The People are very well fatisfi- 
ed with as much of Popery as Queen Eliza- 
beth left; and whoever defigns to introduce 
more, muft do it infenfibly, by Pee 
uch 
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fuch Clergy-men as are Well-wifhers to it ; 
bringing in Favourers of the Roman Catho- 
licks into the Univerfity by fide-Winds, and 
filling all Places of Power and Truft with 
thofe who are for the Defign: But it 1s not 
fafe for me to truft my felf tothe Conduct of 
fuch furious Men as Clifford, who has not 
Prudence enough to govern himfelr. It can- 
not be defended by any fort of Politicks to 
treat a Perfon who is capable of divulging an 
important Secret in that manner, as he did 
the Gentleman: who overheard us at the door, 
that being the very Method to have it made 
publick : and therefore though for the Con- 
veniency which I fhould thereby reap in the 
Adminiftration of my Government, I could 
with as well ashe or any other, that Popery 
were eftablifh’d ; yet feeing I believe that all 
Religion is the Contrivance of Politicians; I 
fhall never hazard my own Quiet for any one 
fore of it. As for the laft Propofal of getting 
Money from the Parliament, fam refolv’d to 
try it, and muft be preparing my Arguments 
before-hand to move them to grant it.

| Ever was there any Prince fo much ex- 

pos’d to the Capricio’s of Fortune as 
my felf: So that of all Men alive Iam the 
leaft obliged to offer Incenfe at her Altars. 
In my Youth Iwas expell’d my Dominions 
by Phanaticks and Enthufiafts ; fince my Re- 
ftoration I have been contisually perplex’d by 
the perverfe and ftubborn Humours of the 
Church-of-Evgland-men, though I reftored 
their Difcipline : and now my Life is fought 
after by the Roman Catholicks, whom [have 
fo much oblig’d in the whole Courfe of my 
Reign, even tothe hazard of my Crown and 
Government. I perceive that my feeming 
Neutrality enrages the Bigots of all Parties 
againft me: And hence the Jefuits do new 
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feek to difpatch me, becaufe Iam not willing 
to follow my Lord CUifford’s Advice, and go 
their pace. They promife themfelves un- 
doubted Succefs in their Defigns, confidering 
the French King’s Power, my Brother’s Zeal 
for their Church, and the Conftitution of 
my prefent Army: and becaufe I am not 
willing to pufh on further than I conceive is 
for my Intereft, they are therefore willing to 
rid themfelves of me. O ungrateful. and 
mifchievous.Generation ! Iam now convinc’d 
that it’s nor without Reafon that the Society 
ofithe Jefuits is hateful even to fome Catholick 
‘Countries; and thar their Motto, Caverte vo- 
bis Principes, is proper enough forthem: yet 
fich are my Circumftances, that I dare not 
teftify my Hatred to their Order, becaule of 
their revengeful and vindictive temper. They 
who. did not {pare two Henries of France, 
though profeffed Catholicks, willnever {pare 
me who am efteem’d a Proteftant: and there- 
fore though I do not lovethem, I dare not 
avow that I hate them; for they are not on- 
ly ‘to be dreaded for their Courage but for 
their »Condu&, which is very obfervable in 
this Particular. They know that] have all 
along kept down'the Phanaticks 5 and there- 
fore if :they had fucceeded in their: Murder, 
would have fathered it upon them; and for 
thisend:have, by «their Intereft amongit my 
ee Cour-

Courtiers, got Mr. Cleypool, Son-in-law to 
the late Ufurper, committed to the Tower, 
as having had a Defign againft my Perfon. 
This they did reafonably conclude would 
have obtain’d Belief amongft the Vulgar, be- 
eaufe of the DifgraceI put on his Father-in- 
law’s Corps, and my Severity againft the 
whole Herd of Diffenters; and by this means 
the Church of England fhould have been fo 
inflam’d againft the Phanaticks, that they 
would have done the Jefuits Work to their 
hand, by ruining their Brethren, and fo 
weakning themfelves. Yet thanks to my 
Stars I have efcaped the Snare ; and now be- 
ing warned, can provide for my own Safety, 
though it will be a very hard Matter to efcape 
their Fury: Nor do I know any better Me- 
thod than by my Brother’s Intereft to aflure 
them of being favourably dealt with, and 
make as if I did not believe the Accufation. 
By this means I fhall prevent thofe Efforts of 
their Revenge which their own Prefervation 
may put them upon, if they think that I 
do really believe them guilty ; for Ldoubt not 
but my Brother and they both will be ready 
to capitulate with me on thefe Terms, that 
they may. enjoy my Prote€tion-againft the 
Refentments of the Nation, who are terri- 
bly incens’d by Dr. Oates’s Difcovery, and 
the Murder of Sir: Edmundbury Godfrey, for 
taking 
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taking his Depofitions. Nor am I indeed 
any further pleas’d with this Detection of the 
Confpiracy than as to what concerns my own 
perfonal Danger ; for my Meafures were well 
laid to have effe€ted what they do fo violently 
defire, but their Precipitance and too much 
Hatte hath fpoiled all. 

By Dr. Oates’s Treachery tothe Catholicks, 
with whom he was engaged, it’s eafy to ob- 
ferve that Confpiracies are dangerous, and 
that all Men are not to be intrufted with Se- 
crets of State; for let Ecclefiafticks of all 
Perfwafions inculcate the binding Force of 
Oaths as muchas ever they pleafe, yet when 
it comes to their own turn, they break or ob- 
ferve them according as their Intereft direQs. 
The Danger of Confpiracies may be further 
obferved from Coleman’s Conduct ; Princes 
had need to be well affured of the Fidelity of 
thofe whom they intruft with their Secrets. 
Could any Man have imagin’d that one in 
his Station fhould have been fo blab-tongu’d, 
or that he would not have been more careful 
to have conceal’d his Papers? It’s for my Bro- 
ther’s Intereft and mine both, that he fhould 
faffer Death, though it’s our Policy to feed 
him with Hopes of a Reprieve at the Gal- 
lows, left out of Revenge for our dropping him 
he fhould difcover what he knows. And tho 


the Murder of Sir Edmeundbury Godfrey be bar- 
a2 barous, 
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barous, yet it’s juftifable enough by Reafons 
of State, it’s better that he fhould fall, than 
that the Crown fhould be made to totter, as 
it muft certainly have done, if what Coleman 
had told him fhould have been publickly 
known: for I could neither in Honour nor 
Safety have abandon’d my Brother, which 
would both have endangered my Throne and 
Reputation, it being impoffible for him to 
have been brought toa publick Trial, with- 
out a Difcovery how far lam concern’d in 
the Plot. However, to prevent popular Tu- 
mults, which would certainly happen if none 
of thofe who are accus’d be brought to Pu- 
nifhment, I muft feem to countenance the 
Profecution of the Plot to prevent the Peoples 
having any Pretence for executing Jultice 
themfelves; which, by the great Multitude 
of Swordmen that attended Sir Edwundbury 
Godfrey's Corps to the Grave, I ntay reafona- 
bly conjecture they have Inclination enough 
todo, “And feeing thefe bot-headed Fellows 
who were intrufted with the Commiffion to

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{pent what they gave me laft to maintain the 
Army. And if this fhould raife Heats a-

And by this means I fhall acquit my felf of 
my Promifes to the Catholicks, in prevent- 
ing athorow Scrutiny into their late Plot ;

Warrants to apprehend the Earl of Powis, 
with the Lords Stafford, Arundel, Peters and 
Bellafis; fo that I muft of neceffity.comply 
with committing them to the Tower, where 
I fhall take care to keep them éz /a/va, though 
not ia arta cuffodia, and by that means fave 
them from popular Fury.

pofe my felf on the Fidelity of the Country, 
than they have to entruft me with a Standing 
Army. Ihave met with no fuch Encourage- 
ment of late from their Civil Reprefentatives 
in Parliament, asto make me confide in their 
Military Reprefentatives inan Army: The 
Militia of the Nation were never Friends to 
my Father ; nor dol know what reafon they 
have for a greater RefpecttotheSon. If I 
fhould gratify the Commons inthis, I have 
reafon to dread the Iffue ; for having been fo 
bold as to libel my Adminiftration when they 
had no Forces to back them, Ihave no reafon 
to doubt but that they would advance a Step 
higher, if they fhould have an Army which 
they could depend upon. Let them exclaim 
againtt my Condud, for denying to raife the 
Militia, though at the fame time they are en- 
compaffed with an illegal Army, as loud as 
they can, I am to prefer my own Intereft to 
their Humour, and will always value my own 
Prerogative and Pleafure above the Will of 
my Subjects, who were born for me, and 
not I forthem, according to the Doctrine of 
their own beloved Church, which can never 
jtand if Popery fall: and I doubr not but 
their Clergy will quickly have their Eyes 
open to fee it; for whenever the Tide runs 
{trong againft Popery, their Bifhops decline, 
and Diffenters are favoured : and whenever the 
Stream 
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Stream is turn’d againft the Phanaticks, the 
Mitres triumph, and Papifts are encouraged : 
of which my Father’s Reign and mine have 
afforded many incontrovertible Inftances ; 
and I doubt not but the Event will verify my 
having been a true Prophet. 

Foul Water quenches Fire as well as that 
which is clean: and fo the Death of fome of 
the meaneft Plotters will fatisfy the prefent 
Refentments of the People. And thus the 
greateft of Cities will condemn their own 
Suburbs to Deftruétion in café of a Siege, fo 
they can but fave the Body of the Place. The 
Heathen Romans thought it their Honour to 
devote themfelves to the Infernal Gods to re- 
gain a Battelin hazard to be loft; and why 
fhould not the Chriftian Romans follow their 
Example? Thofe ordinary Fellows who have 
fuffered on account of the Plot, will have 
more than a futhcient Compenfation by a 
Place in the Roman Kalendar of Saints; fo 
that they have no reafon to upbraid me for 
fuffering the Law to take place againft them;

AY Penfions and Favours have been ill 
'V B beltowed, fince they are ufelefs to me 
now in my greateft Strait. The Current of 
the Houfe runs fo ftrong upon the Plot, that 
{ muft find out fome Method to ftem the 
Tide. They are now fo bold as toftrike at 
my 
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my Brother, which is as much as if they 
fhould bid me to look to my felf. Ihave 
gain’d one Point by the Affiftance of the Bi- 
fhops and Court-Lords, that though the 
Bill to prevent Catholicks from fitting in Par- 
liament, was principally levelled againft 
him, yetI have got a Claufe added to except 
him: andthough it’s true that this isa de- 
claging him a Papift to the World, yetthe 
Reafons for my doing fo out-weigh the In- 
conveniences: for now the Catholicks will 
be the lefs preffing upon me to declare my felf 
of their Party; when, befides the Stratagem 
which I formerly ufed to make my Brother 
declare himfelf, by threatning that I would 
{ue for a Divorce, and marry another Wife, 
by whom I might have Children, I have 
now got his Religion declar’d in Parliament. 
But becaufe this will rather alarm than ap- 

peafe the Nation, Idon’c find it convenient 

‘tocontinue this Parliament any longer, left 
they fhould at laft become head-ftrong and 

ungovernable: And rather than be control'd 

“by them, to whom I have given fo much 
Money to fo little purpofe, I had rather 

have my Defigns check’d by another, for I 

have but {mall Hopes of having a better. But 

this Advantage I fhall reap from the Diffolu- 

tion, that it will ftop the tarther Enquiry 1n- 

to the Popifh Plot for a time, and give my 

: Friends 
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Friends the Catholicks a Breathing, by which 
they may recover from their Confternation, 
and take {uch Meafures as are beft for their 
Intereft. At the fametime I fhall hayefome 
liberty to enjoy my Pleafures, for that’s the 
way whither the Biafs of my Soul inclines; 
and without diffolving this factious Divan, 
I could neither have fo well provided fos my 
Brother’s Safety, nor the Defires of thofe 
charming Beauties, in whofe Careffes I place 
my chief Happinefs; for I had-rather repofe 
my Head.in Venus's Lap, than be ftrutting.in 
the Field with Mars’s Helmet. 

The Diffolution of the Parliament at fich 
a juncture, know will render me Hable.to 
abundance.of Cenfures ;, and, amongft-others, 
that I have done it,to ftifle the ‘Difcovery of 
the Plot: I muft therefore take fuch Mea- 
{ures as will ferve me for a Shield againft:this 
Accufation ; which, together with the:calling 
of a new Parliament, may bean Argument 
formein the Mouth of my Friends. »Nor 
can I think of a better /Expedient than by-or- 
dering my Brother to leave the Kingdomsfor 
atime, but with all Affurances imaginable of 
my inviolable friendfhip:. And this, »with 
the fuffering of Six Edmundbury Godfrey's Mur- 
derers to be brought to. Trial, will at-leaft 
blind the Eyes: of the unthinking fort; and 
make my Pretences of having diffolved the 
Par- 
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Parliament on the account of their frequent 
Entrenchments upon my Prerogative, the 
more credible. 

The new Parliament being met, I laid be- 
fore them my Defigns to unite the Minds of 
my Subje€ts; that in order thereunto I had 
excluded the Popifh Lords from the Parlia- 
ment, executed feveral of the Plotters, and 
Sir. Edmundbury Godfrey's Murderers ; that 1 
had moreover disbanded as much of the Ar- 
my as I had Money to do it with, and will 
disband the reft when they enable me ; thar, 
totake away all Subje€t of Cavil, [had dif- 
charged my Brother from my Dominions; 
and that I was ready to join with them in 
any good Laws again{t Popery: and, to drive 
the nail home, did plainly confefs my having 
been formerly mifled by Cabals, and declare 
my Refolution of governing henceforth by 
the Advice of my ‘Parliaments and Privy- 
Council: and, to pleafe them further, did 
choofe fuch Perfons for Members of the lat- 
ter, as were known to be Zealots both for 
their Liberties and Religion. ‘By this Me- 
thod I quieted the’ Ferment in which the Ge- 


nerality of People were, and fav’d my felf 


from a fudden and tumultuary Revolution ; 
and at'the {fame time my Friends the Catho- 
licks had leifure to provide for them{elves, 
and my Brother withdrew from the impend- 
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ing Storm with Safety. But this,I perceive: 
was not durable, for the popular Privy-Coun- 
fellors finding that I only made ufe of them 
for the Credit of my Affairs, did quickly 
srow weary, and defire to be difiniffed : 
and now my new Houfe of Commons infift- 
ing on the fame Courfes which the former 
had taken, go on to impeach the Popifh Lords 
in the Tower, and have voted a Bill to difable 
my Brother from inheriting the Imperial 
Crown of this Realm; and to make this go 
down the more {moothly with the People, 
they affign, as the Caufe of their Vote, that 
the Hopes of his Succeffion hath, been the 
chief Caufe of this Confpiracy for the De- 
ftruCtion of my felf, and altering the Go- 
vernment. By this Means they would pof- 
fefs the Kingdom with Fears of unavoidable 
Ruine to their Liberties and Religion, 1f the 
Duke be not excluded from fucceeding to the 
Crown; and endeavour alfo to . infinuate 
their Loyalty ia taking care for my Preferva- 
tion: but I have no great mind to truft to 
their Friendfhip; their Predeceflors in 1641. 
were as ample in their Proteftations of Loy- 
alty as they, and yet took up Arms by my 
Father’s Authority againft his Perfon, and 
never made any ftay till they cut off his Head. 
I know my feli to be much more criminal in 
their Senfe chan ever he was; and that my 
Con- 








Conctirrence in the Popifh Plot can be demon- 
{trated with much more Eafe than ever could 
his Commiffion to rhe Trifh Rebels: And I 
have no reafon to doubt but they will think 
that a Concurrence with the Papifts, tocue 
off the Enghifh Proteftants, is a Crime of as 
heinous a Nature as that of deftroying the 
Irifh Proteftants, and will certainly decree i¢ 
as feverea Punifhment ; and therefore F can- 
not be blamed if, for my own Preférvation, 
I {tudy how to give them a Diverfion;

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King is fortunate abroad ; -and, like a true 
Politician, does order his Affairs fo asto make 
himfelf a Gainer both by Peace and War: 
Whether he gives Obedience to Mazarine’s 
DiGtates, as an obedient Son or tractable 
Scholar, I fhall not, determine; but fure I 
am he puts his Commands in practice, and 
values Treaties no more than as they conduce 
to his Intereft. However, it’s more politick 
for him to feize thofe Towns, as granted to 
him by Agreement under the Notion of De- 
pendancies, than under any other Pretence 
whatfoever. And this T-rejoice in, not only 
as it contributes to promote the common De- 
fign, but alfo becaufe I have the Practice of fo 
great a Monarch, as an Argument for my 
own Condu&t; and the Authority of fo great 
an Ecclefiaftick as Cardinal Mazarine, to ju- 
{tify mein poiat of Principle. But however 
well pleafed I am with this Matter, I can- 
not be fatisfied with his Treatment of my 
Brother, who is a kind of Exile for follow- 
ing his Di€tates, and therefore deferved kind- 
er Entertainment at his hand: but I fmell 
his Defign, he is unwilling that his civil Re- 
ception abroad fhould extinguifh his Defire of 
returning home, becaufe he knows that his 
Prefence is neceflary here to confirm the 
drooping Cathclicks, and keep Life in his 
Party; for I know that he is jealous left I 
fhould 
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fhould concur with my Parliament, rather 
than admit of an Interruption of my Plea- 
fures. As for the Unkindnefs of the Spani- 
ard, it is no Surprize; for whatever Good- 
will they have to the Advancement of the 
Catholick Intereft, yet they are angry at us 
for promoting that of Frawce in oppofition to 
theirs. And feeing the Cafe is fo, I am re- 
- folved that my Brother fhall return home. 
But I muft firft rid my felf of this Seffion 
of Parliament; the Commons being fo much 
overacted with Zeal, that they have prefent- 
ed me with an Addrefs, wherein they pro- 
mife to defend my Perfonand the Proteftant 
Religion, and to revenge any Violence that 
may be offeredto me. They exclaim’d for- 
merly againft the Scots Covenant for mea- 
furing their Endeavours, to defend my Fa- 
ther, according as he ftood up in defence of 
their Religion, and now they themfelves run 
into the fame Error, though the great Do. 
Ctors of their Church pretended to teach and 
believe that Loyalty was an effential Point of 
their Religion: for now they jointhe Defence 
of my Perfon and that of the Proteftant Reli- 
gion together ; which is as much as to fay, 
that if I don’t concur with them in the de- 
fence of the one, they will take no Care for 
the defence of the other. Then as for the 
revenging of any Violence that may be offer- 
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ed to my Perfon, I know what they aim) at, 
but can provide. for the defence of my felf 
better than they,, or at leaft in a way More 
agreeable tomy Defign. The Catholicksare 
not fuch Fools as to cut me off now, for that 
were the way to. ruine their.Affairs, feeing 
my Brother’s Intereft is not yet eftablifh’d; 
fo that I have no Fears, on, that Head yet. 
Neither have [any reafon to truft their fair 
Promifes now that they have deprived me of 
the Defence of an-Army. which was modelled 
tomy Mind: Befides, it’s below. a Monarch 
toownthat he needs the Defence of any one 
part of his Subjects againft another, when-he 
himfelf is born to defend che whole. - How- 
ever, I muft fubmit to the Humour of the 
Multitude; and, fceing I can neither have: 
Money from Fraace nor them to; maintain 
my Army, I can the more eafily difpente 
with having them disbanded: And by’ con- 
ceding this Point 1 fhall pus fome ftop to the 
Jealoufies of the Nation; and: my proroguing 
the Parliament to fave the Popifh bords, 
whofe Trial the Commons do fo: earneftly de- 
mand, willbe of fo much the, eafier Digefti- 
on, And by this Favour to che Catholicks)] 
fhall engage them more firmly one my fides:

AD my Subjects of the Epifcopal Com- 
BH A munionin Exgland been as true to my 
Interett as their Brethren in Scotlazd, my At- 
fairs would have appeared e’re now ina bet- 
ter Pofture. The former are nothing ie fhe a~ 
dy to the Intereft of Monarchy and E i fCo- 
pacy as the latter, which may eaf ily ie e- 
vine’d from the Endeavours which the E: N8- 
lifh Parliaments have ufed both to eftablifh 
Liberty to Diflenters by a Law, and to fimit 
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the Succeffion and Adminiftration of their 
Kings. My Epifcopal SubjeCts in Scotland 
do, onthe contrary, make no fcruple to pure 
my Commands in execution, though againft 
the Letter of the Law ; and by a juft Severity 
upon their Brethren the Presbyterians, be- 
yond what the Laws in their ftricteft Inter- 
pretation will allow, they have procured this 
Infurre€tion, which happen’d very oppor- 
tunely for my Affairs. By this means I have 
not only humbled the Presbyterians there, 
and fuppreffed their rebellious Field-Conven- 
ticles, but have a plaufible Pretence for ma- 
king the Laws {till more feyere againft them ; 
forfeiting their Eftates to gratify my hungry 
Courtiers ; cutting off fuch of their Preach- 
ers as I have in my hands; and ridding the 
Country of fo many rebellious Fellows as I 
have taken Prifoners; fo that I fhall be fuff- 
ciently reveng’d on the peftilent Hereticks 
forthe Lives of fo many of my Friends the 
Catholicks as they have cut off on account of 
the Plot, which I was obliged to give way to 
to prevent being fufpected thereot my felf. 

I fhall alfo gain this by the Scots Infurre€ti- 
on, that the Duke of Monmouth, whom I 
imployed as General to fupprefs it, will be 
thereby rendred the lefs popular amongft the 
Presbyteriansinthat Nation,andtheir Friends 
the Diffenters and Republicans here : So that 
if 
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if ever he attempt to afcend the Throne, he 
will find it the more difficult, or at leaft be 
made lef capable of obftruGting the Defign of 
introducing Popery, for his Zeal againft 
which the Faétion applaud him. 

I fhall alfo make this Improvement of that 
Phanatical Infurrection, that ic will ferve to 
alarm the Church of England, and convince 
them of the reftlefS Endeavours of the Diffen- 
tersto overturn their Difcipline and Govern- 
ment, and by confequence make them the 
more apt to believe the Plots which fhall 
henceforth be charg’d upon Phanaticks here 
to deftroy the Government both in Church 
and State ; which will be the beft Expedient 
that we can think on to turn the Plor, which 
hath been profecuted with fo much Vigour 
againft the Papifts, upon their own Heretical 
Brethren the Diffenters, from whom it’s much 
eafier to poffefs them with Apprehenfions of 
Danger, than from the Catholicks, becaufe 
their Intereft is greater in the Nation; and 
that they have fmarted by them more lately 
than by the other: And if I can do my Ca- 
tholick Friends this piece of Service, as I have 
not the leaft reafon to doubt but I fhall, they 
may very well difpenfe with my having fa- 
crifie’d fome of their Priefts and Jefuits, that 
I might with the lefS Sufpicion advance their 
Caufe. 
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I thought that my Defign of burying the 
Popifh Plot in Oblivion, by fathering another 
upon the Presbyterians, could fcarcely have 
miffed taking effect, efpecially when fo dex- 
troufly managed by oneof Dangerfield’s Parts; 
| but the Fates are not yet propitious to my 
a Endeavours, noris the meafvre of my Croffes 
entirely filled up. This Plot was fufficiently 
well laid; and had thofe Papers which were 
{cattered in the Phanaticks Lodgings been but 
happily feiz’d, without fufpicion of any 
Tricks, the Presbyterian Plot would have 
paffed for current, for I fhould have been 
certain of having it trumpeted by the Clergy 
from their Pulpits: But feeing it hath prov’d 
| abortive, I muft take more care for time 
i tocome; and have no reafon to defpair of 
1 fucceeding in fome Attempt of the like na- 
ap ture, forlam fure of having the Clergy on 
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On the diffolving of the Parliament, July 12. 

1679. ana calling another againft Oober 7. 
The Return of the Duke of York in the mean 
time; and his being fent toScotland. The 
proroguing of the Parliament after their be- 
ing chofen. The acquitting of Sir George 
Wakeman, azd others of the Plotters, by 
the then Lord Chief Fuftice. The burning of 
the Pope, &c. inefligie. The prefenting of 
a Petition by the Citizens for the fitting of 
the Parliament : and Abhorrence of Petitions 
prefented by others. 





“HIS Parliament proving refratory as 

Bf wellas the other, I fnd my felf under 
a neceflity of diffolving them, for Iam fenfi- 
ble-that they will never be fit for my pur- 
pofe. Perhaps the diflolving of two fuch 
Parliaments fucceflively may prevent the 
choofing of another of the fame ftamp, and 
therefore I am refolved to try the Experi- 
ment. In the mean time I can, with the 
more Safety, recal my Brother ; for if the 
Parliament be diflolv’d, there’s none elfé thac 
dare toask the Reafon why. And if any of 
the Council {hall dare to mutter againft ic, 
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according to the Earl of Shaftsbury’s Exam. 
ple, they fhall be certainly difcharged as well 
as he, 

The new Parliament 1s of the fame Com- 
plexion with the old. . Whence I perceive 
that the Contagion hath {pread fo broad and 
wide in the Nation, that all Ranks and De- 
grees of Perfons are infected : But feeing my 
Subje&ts are refolved to be crofs, and choofe 
fuch Men toreprefent them in Parliament as 
thwart my Defigns, I am refolved to be as 
crofs to them, and prorogue the Parliament 
from time to time: fo that if they are not 
like to anfwer my Defign, they fhall not 
have an opportunity of an{wering theirs, till 
I bave taken fuch previous Meafures as I 
think fic for my purpofe, and fee whether I 
can have Money by any other Method. For 
which end I willtry both France and Rome ; 
and if neither of them anfwer my Ends, I 
fhall have opportunity to attempt the buying 
off of fome of the leading Members: And if 
that fhould alfo mifcarry, I will fend my 
Brother to Scotland, that he may be out of 
their way, for lam {ure of his being well en- 
tertain’d there by my Epifcopal Council, who 
will order it fo as to make him .feem accepta- 
ble to the whole Nation: and that will 
ftrengthen his Party here; and at the fame 
time {uch of his Friends as find themfelves 
preffed 
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prefied by the Stubbornnefs of the Englifh 
Houfe of Commons, may find Sanctuary 
there under his Prote€tion. I doubt nothing 
of the Zeal of the Scots Epifcopal Party for 
his Intereft, becaufe the Conftitution of their 
Church makes them depend wholly on the 
Crown ; and in that my Politicks prov’d very 
fuccefsful, to havea Law for leaving the Go- 
vernment of their Church wholly at my Dif- 
pofal. Nor do I doubt but the particular In- 
clination which that Kingdom hath always 
evidenc’d to a Monarchical Government, and 
the fingular Refpe&t which they have hitherto 
fhewed to Fergus’s Race, will have a confide- 
rable Influence on them, to preferve the Suc- 
ceffion inthe right Line. And during thele 
Prorogations I {hall alfo have the Opportuni- 
ty of making the Englifh Clergy to my pur- 
pofe ; and order it fo, that my durante bene- 
placito Judges {hall acquit fuch of the Plotters 
as come to trial here; which wil give a 
mighty ftop to the Credit of the Confpiracy, 
and be an Argument for the Nullity of the 
Plot from the Pulpits, when it’s evident be- 
fore-hand that it’s disbelieved by the Bench, 
for the Colour of Juftice adds very much 
Strength toany Caufe, 

The extraordinary Heat-of the Rabble 
again{t Popery, and fuch Proteftants as con- 
cur with the Meafures of the Courr, makes 
iL 
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it abfolutely needful for me tro keep off the 
Parliament as long as] can >for feeing the Mob 
are fo infolent at prefent, as not only to burn 
the Pope zw effigie, but {uch alfo of their Fel- 
low-Hereticks as are addi€ted to my Intereft, 
it’s more than probable, that if they were 
countenanc'd by the Authority of fuch Par- 
laments as thofé which I have had of late, 
that their Infolence would not {top there; of 
which the Petition of the Citizens. for the 
fitting of the Parliament is no ob{eure Indica- 
tion: but that the Odium of hindring the 
Parliament to meet fhould not lie wholly up- 
on me and the Court, I have ordered it {o, 
that a part of the Subje@ts have declared their 
Abhorrence of fuch Petitions; which affords 
me a plaufible Argument for what I have 
done, fecing the Senfe of the Nation, as I 
fhall take care to have that of my own Party 

efteem’d to be, is againft it as well as mine? 

And by thefe Abhorrences I have ground to 

conceive Hopes that my Defign for engaging 

the Church-men on my fide has actually 
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On, the Court's being difappointed of receiving 
Money from Rome and France. The Meet- 
ing of the Parliament OQtober 22, 1680. 
The Proceedings of the Commons againft [uch 
Fuftices ws obftrutted Petitions for the fitting 
of the Parliament. The paffing of the Bill of 
Exclufion:againft the Duke of York, in the 
Houfe of Commons, nemine contradicente. 

The Trial 
and Execution of the Lord Stafford. The 
impeaching of the fudges. Their Denial of 
4 Supply to the King. His Majefty’s Meffage 
to them, and diffolving them, becaufe of their 
Obftinacy. 


% [O wonder that thofe who are avowed 
: “y Enemiesto my Defigns fhould refufe 
me Money, when thofe, who are zealous for 
the fame, and promifed Affiftance both by 
Men and Money, do now fail me: that the’ 
Court of Rome, who compafs Sea and Land 
tomake Profélytes, fhould deny Money when 
itis only required. to. propagate their Faith, 
may juftly feem ftrange 5 but as for the French 
King’s doing fo, it’s eafy to conceive that he 
hath been thereunto influenc’d by Reafons of 
State. 
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State. It was his Intereft-to create Jealoufies 
and Difcontents betwixt me and my Subjects, 
not only to prevent our uniting againft him, 
but that both of us might fall as an eafier 
Conqueft, though it’s horribly inglorious for 
him to take fuch Methods. But why fhould 
I fay thus, feeing all the great Princes that 
ever afpir’d to the Univerfal Monarchy did 
make ufe of Fraud as well.as Force? How- 
ever, during my Life I fhall prevent his De- 
fign to cheat me of my Crown; andif Ican 
carry on my Work without him, as it is the 
more hazardous, it will be alfo more glori- 
ous: and by the Divifions which have from 
time to time been carefully nourifhed a- 
mongft my Proteftant Subje€ts, I doubt not 
but in time I may obtain my Defires without 
his A ffiftance. 

The Parliament being met, they are as bad 
to the full as I fufpected, and tread in the 
fame Steps with their Predeceffors, and dif. 
charge their Fury upon fuch of my Juftices 
as obftructed Petitions for their fitting, and 
accufe them as Betrayers of the Rights and 
Liberties of the People, becaufe they wit. 
neffed their Zeal for the Prerogatives of my 
Crown. Nor does their feditious Procedure 
{top here, but they have unanimoufly voted a 
Bill for excluding my Brother from the 
Crown, cut off the Earl of Stafford for his 
Ac- 
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Acceffion tothe Plot, and impeach my Judges. 
The Fall of that Lord I muft needs lament; 
but it is as venial for me to let him falla Sa- 
crifice to popular Vengeance, as it was for 
my Father to give up the Earl of Strafford to 
his rebellious Parliament, though he was 
much more. neceflary to him than ever this 
Lord wasto me. But as for the excluding of 
my Brother, and impeaching of my Judges, 
I muft ‘never give way to it, for that would 
infallibly ifue in the Deftruction of my felf. 
My ftubborn Subjects have depriv’d me of 
my Army, fo that I cannot eftablifh my Au- 
thority by the Sword ; and if I fuffer my feli 
to be likewife bereft of my Judges, then i 
fhall be utterly difabled from carrying on my 
Defign, either by Military Power, or the 
Shadow of Law. As tothe Exclufion of my 
Brother from fucceeding to the Crown, it 
caninno manner be admitted. And here lt 
havea very good Plea againft them: The 
Clergy have preach’d up the Divine Right of 
a Lineal Succeffion ; and if that be fo, Ican 
maintain my Argument by the Laws of God; 
and I doubt not but my Judges will give 
it out as the Laws of the Land. If 1 
fhould give way to his Exclufion, it would 
weaken my felf, for then my Enemies 
might reafonably aG@ with the greater Boi- 
nels againft me, when they fhould bein so 
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fear from my Succeffor to punifh fuch 4 
Practice. | Hoo Ot 
The Lords having thrown out the Bill by 
the Influence of the Bifhops Bench; is enough 
to juftify mein the Eyes of the World; for 
why fhould E-confent tothe difabling of my 
own Brother fronmyfueceeding to mé upon the 
account of his ‘being’ 4 Roman « Catholick, 
when the Proteftant Bifhops; who are the 
ghoftly Fathers: of their ‘Chutch, “make ‘no 
Scruple to own his Right ‘of Suctceffion, and 
teftify their Hatred againft the Bill? In this 
they have done me remarkable Service} and ¥ 
doubt not but their Example will have In- 
fluence on the Clergy. But to prevent lf 
Sufpicion, as much as is poffible, that F have 
any Defign to re-eftablifh Popery, Iwill fead 
them a Meflage, that I am ready toagree to 
any other Expedients for fécuring: them? a- 
eaintt it. And thus when I have made fiich 
Proffers, and have the Bifhops and their'Cler- 
gy on my fide, it will look very prefumptu- 
ous in any Party whatever, fo much as to 
whifper a fufpicious Word of' my Intentions. 
And if the Commons adhere tenacioufly to 
their Bill, and refufe to dropit, there’s none 
who will dare to blame me if F diffolve 
them.

Friends, it’s probable that it may cool the 
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It is not without fome appearance of Rea- 
fon that my ftubborn Subjects do boat of the 
Divine Care and Providence which feems to 
watch over their Perfons, Religion and Li- 
berties; for not only the Plots of Catholicks 
again{t them have been difcovered and baffled, 
but all my Defigns of faftning Plots againtft 
them upon the Government have mifcarried. 
The Difappointment of this, which was ma- 
naged by Fitz-Harris, may be of very ill 
Confequence, if there be not care taken to 
prevent, or at leaft baffle his Difcovery, 
which he has been fuch a Fool as to make now 
that he istaken.. How unhappy have I and 
my Courtiers been in the Tools that we chofe 
tocarry on our Defigns: for every one of 
them have not only difcovered whatever they 
were imploy’d in, but alfo who fer them at 
work ; which incenfes the Nation againft the 
Court. But without attempting we can ne- 
ver be fuire of any thing; and it is fome Sa- 
tisfa€tion when we do mifcarry, to be able 
to fay with Phaeton, Magnus tamen excidit 
aufis. ‘This Defign was confiderable, though 
not fuccefsful ; for had the Plot but taken, 
and thofe fedirious Libels been found upon 
the Perfons to whom they were intended by 
the Penny-poft, it would have afforded a 
plaufible Pretext for charging them with a 
Plot ; and then I could have rid my felf of fo 
many

many dangerous Enemies by colour of Law. 
The Commons are fenfible enough of the Im- 
portance of the Defign, and therefore have 
impeach'd Fitz-Harr#, in order to havea 
full Difcovery who fet him at work, which 
fo be fure they would take care to publifh 
through the Kingdom: but by my Iniereft 
in the Houfe of Lords I have got that Im- 
peachment rejected; and the Heat of the 
Commons inthis, together with the Pofturé 
which the Lozdoz-Members came in to the 
Parliament at Oxford, will furnifh Pretence 
énough for diffolving them, it being altoge- 
ther intolerable that Subjects fhould put fuch 
mutinous Affronts upon their Prince, as to 
diftinguifh themfelves by.

SothatI doubt not but to 
make a good Improvement of this éxtraordi- 
nary Heat difcovered by the Citizens, and 
can eafily make it a fufficient Ground-work 
to build a Plot on, thai fhall not be fo apt to 
tumble down about the Ears of the Work- 
men, as thofe which have hitherto been at- 
tempted ; for here’s Overt-act plain enough. 
ft’s not to be fuppofed that the Citizens and 
their Members did come in this polture,’ 
without previous Confultation: nor cad it 
bé thought that thofe Lords and’ Commons 
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who have fo frequently ‘complain’d of my 
Adminiftration publickly, and are fo much 
incens’d now at my oppofing their Defign of 
excluding my Brother, fhould never have 
talk’d about thofe Affairs in private Cabals, 
and propofe Expedients to deliver themfelves 
from that which they call Popery and Slavery, 
the two things of which they are fo much 
afraid. And if I can but prove any fuch 
Confults or Conferences, as I need not de- 
{pair of effecting it by fome falfe Brethren of 
their own, let thes extenuate the matter as 
much as they pleafe, by alledging that it was 
no more than what was talk’d in Parliament, 
and agreeableto the Affociation propos’d by 
the Commons, according to the Pattern of 
that figned in Queen Elizabeth’s time, upon 
the account of Jealoufies of the fame Nature. 
I fay, let them make thofe anda hundred 
more fuch Apologies, if I can faften it upon 
them, I fhall prove it a Plot, and punifh them 
accordingly forit. And if I fucceed in this, 
as I have no great reafon to doubt but I fhall, 
feeing the Judges are made to my purpofe, it 
will not only juftify all the Meafures which 
Ihave taken hitherto, butialfo fuch Severi- 
ries as may have occafion to put in practice 
intime to come; for if oncel geta Prote-

moft averfe to my Defigns, and made the 
greateft Clamour againft the Court, then all 
that they have from time totimealledgea of 
my Purpofes to introduce Popery and Slave- 
ry, will be look’d upon as the effect of Envy, 
and a mere Contrivance for the better carry- 
ing on of their Defigns to overturn the Go- 
vernment in Church and State, And if once 
I get but fomeof them convicted by colour of 
Juftice, then I may charge the Defign upon 
the whole Party with Confidence; and Jam 
fare to be feconded by the Pulpit and the 
Bench, whofe Arguments againft the Phana- 
tical Plotters will have fo much the more 
Weight, that the Parliament by their Influ- 
ence would proceed to thwart me in the mat- 
ter of the Succeffion, which is unalterable by 
Divine Right, notwithftanding of the fair 
Proffers which I made to them in my Speech, 
of concurring with the Trial of the Lords in 
the Tower, and hearkning to any Expedients

And feeing the Fathers of their own Church 
do own their Loyalty to be an eflential Part 
of their Religion, and Monarchy to be of 
Divine Right; and that rather than brealx

very well be excus’d to value the Monarchy 
and Succeffion at leaft as much as they ; and 
Tam fure that I can’t well value it higher, 
feeing it’s apparent that they prefer it to 
their Religion, as probably thinking that to 
be the more difputable Point of the two. 
And if it be fo, asI have very great Reafon 
to believe it is, Iam the more confirm’d in

8 Bo Parliament being now diffolved, 


and I by Confequence at liberty from 


fuch an impertinent Check, it’s convenient 
for me to carry on my Defigns with all 
imaginable Vigour; and having found an 
opportunity againft one of the Faction, who 


} 


was a talkative meddling Fellow, I am re- 
folved to have him tried for High-treafon at 
Oxford, feeing the London-Jury have acquit- 


ted 
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ted him. Let the Faction complain of its 
being contrary to Law, and: what elfe they 
pleafe, it’s for my Intereft that he fhonld be 
cut off, to be a Terror to others, and gain 
Belief tothe Plot: Oxford being a Place of 
noted Loyalty, I doubt not of having him 
found guilty there, feeing I have Evidences 
enough ready, who will fwear treafonable 
Words againft him; and he being once con- 
victed, it will not only reflect upon all the 
reft who attended the Lozdoz-Members to 
Oxford, but upon the Members themfelves, 
and the whole Party of Lords and Commons 
that countenanc’d the Bill of Exclufion. And 
Tam certain of this Advantage againit all of 
them, that the Church of Exgland will be 
their Enemies, becaufe of the Favour and In- 
clination which they have evidenced to Dil- 
fenters. And when Colledge fhall be con- 
demned by due Forms of Law, it will reflect 
upon the Sheriffs of London for having pick’d 
fuch a Jury as acquitted him, 

Having begun with Stephen Colledge, and 
been fuccefsful in my Endeavours, [ am now 
refolw’d on higher Game, and therefore have 
causd the Harl of Shaftsbury, and the Lord 
Howard, to be feiz’d as Ring-leaders of the 
Fadtion. [t’s true that Icould not promife 
my felf fuch Succefs in Londow as I had in 
Oxfords but however in attempting it I have 
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gain’d thus much, that of the Crimes where- 
with the Earl of Shaftsbury was charged, 
fome will be believed; and his being ac- 
quitted in London will furnifh me with far- 
ther ground of Quarrel againft the City, and 


countenance my Quo Warranto againft their 


Charter, as to which I am {ure of the Sen- 
tence of the Judges: And if I could once but 
humble that Source of Rebellion, it would 
render the reft of my Work eafy throughout 
the Nation: And if the Charters of Corpo- 
rations were once in my pofleffion, I {hall be 
able to choofe what Men I pleafe to reprefent 
them in Parliaments, which will be no {mall 
Advantage tomy Defigns. It is indeed a ve- 
ry bold and daring Attempt; but finding 
that hitherto my Proceedings have met with 
no Oppofition by way of Arms, I have the 
more Encouragement to goon, efpecially fee- 
ing [have got the Church on my fide, who 
are happily alarm’d with the Infinuations of 
their own Danger from the oppofite Party : 
{o that I doubt not of bringing this Affair to 
a happy Conclufion, by letting the hungry 
Church-of-Ezgland-Juftices loofe upon the 
Diffenters Eftates, and giving thofe of Do- 
étors-Commoms a full Power over their Con- 
{ciences and Purfes; by which means the 
Party will eafily be prevail’d onto believe 
that my ieizing of the Charters is only de- 
fign’d 
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fign’d to exclude Diflenters from bearing any 
fhare in the Magiftracy of the Nation, or 
affifting in the choice of Parliament-men: fo 
that if once I get a Houle of-Commons mo- 
delled to my mind, I can eafily make my 
party good in the Houfe of Lords; and then 
I or my Succeflors may effectuate, by the 
Peoples feeming Confent, what hitherto we 
have not been able toaccomplifh. The Ci- 
ty of London having behaved it felf fo rebel- 
lioufly, Iam refolv’d to be further reveng’d 
upon them, and to deprive them of their li- 
berty of choofing Sheriffs, for oppofing me, 
in which fome of the moft Factious are alrea- 
dy committed: And becaufe the Herd of Pha- 
naticks did unanimoufly concur with them, 
1 fhall take care to have them duly profecuted 
and punifhed according as their Merits re- 
quire. 

My Epifcopal Subjects in Scotland have 
a€ted their part, and evidenc’d a Loyalty 
without any Referve, having difpens’d with 
my Brother’s not taking of the Oath which 
was incumbent on him, as Commiffioner, 
and fettled the Succeffion without any Scru- 
ple: ‘They have, however, enacted a Tett 
for the Security of their Religion, which 
I can eafily affent to, for pleafing of the Rab- 
ble, and furnifhing the Epifcopal Party an 


Anfwer to the Reproaches of their Brethren 
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the Phanaticks, who alledg that they have 
no Zeal for the Religion which they profefs. 
But though I am very well fatisfied with my 
Friends Loyalty, yet in truth I cannot com- 
mend their Policy; that they fhould not have 
taken more care to avoid fuch plain Contra- 
dictions in their Teft, as furmth ObjeCtions 
againft it, not only to the Phanaticks, but 
alfotomany of their own Party. It’s true, 
they are the more excufable, chat herein they 
were out-witted by fome of the oppofite 
Fa@tion; who, though they had a hand in 
the framing it, refufe it themfelves: but I 
took care to have had the Earl of Argile be- 
headed for his Behaviour in that Affair ; 
whereby I fhould not only have punifh’d biny 
for hisown and his Pather’s former Rebelli- 
ons, but have alfo deprived the oppofite Fa&ti- 
onof a Head, but the crofs Fates have de-~ 
creed his Efcape: Yer Lam fo much a Gain- 
ér by the Affair, that his forfeited Eftate 
will reward fome of my zealous Friends, and 
his Sentence will terrify the reft of my Ene- 
mies, asit hath pleafed my Church-of- Eze- 
Jand-Zealots, becaufe of his Inclination to 
the Scotifh Kirk. This Behaviour of . the 
Parliament and Church of Scotland will 
mightily ftrengthen my Friends of the 
Church of Exgland in their efpoufing: mine 
and my Brother’s’ Caufey which willnot a 
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little contribute to the running down of the 
Diffenters, our irreconcileable Enemies in 
both Nations. 
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On the finding of my Lord Grey, Alderman 
Cornifh, and other Citizens, guilty of « 
Riot, for countenancing the Election of the 
City-Magiftrates.

HE Citizens, I perceive, continue ftill

It is therefore my In- 
tereft to punifh thofe who incourage them, 
that for time tocome they may be deterr’d 
from fuch Practices ; and therefore I fhall or-

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nifp, and {uch other noted Citizens as coun- 
tenancetheir Proceedings,. {hall be indited as 
Rioters; and I doubt not of having them 
found guilty accordingly: which will both 
reflect upon their Credit, and affect their 
Eftates. 

But all this while IT play at nothing but 
{mall game; and this way of proving Plots 
by Confequence and Inferences is not fo fatil- 
faG@tory tothe Publick : for the Fa@tion evades 
them, by alledging that all thofe things with 
which they are charg’d amount to no more 
than a zealous Appearance for their Liberties, 
to whichthey have a Right by Law ; fo thar 
I muft find out a Method to charge their 
Ringleaders. with fomething of a more hei- 
nous Nature, that may appear odious in the 
Eyes of the World; and not only render the 
Perfons, but the Caufe alfo hateful: By 
which means I fhall be juftified incutting off 
the Chief of the Faction, as the Lord Raffed, 
Algernon Sidney, &c. and afford a plaufible 
Pretext for committing the Earl of Effex and 
others. But fecing it willbe look’d upon as 
improbable that fuch Perfons as the Duke of 
Monmouth, Earl of Effex, Lord Raffel, Co- 
lonel Sidney, Mr. Hambden, &c. ihould be 
concern’d in any mean cr bafe Defign againft 
my Life, ormy Brother’s, by way of Affafft. 
nation, I have taken order that the Plot. fhall 
confit 
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confift of two Parts, viz. one of levying 
War again{t me to overturn the Government | 
in Church and Siate, whereof thole great 
Men above-named fhall be given out as the 
Managers ; which as it will juftify the Rea- 
fonablenefs of my having declared the Duke 
of Monmouth illegitimate, fo it will be the 
more readily believ’d that he is engag’d in 
{uch a Defign to revenge that Affront. The 
other part of the Plot, which fhall be given 
out asa Defign to have aflaffinated my felf 
and the Duke of York, Ihave, by the Advice 
of fome of my Contidents, laid it fo asto 
have it charg’d upon meaner Perfons, as Wal- 
cott, Rumbold, &c. And being provided wirh 
the Lord Howard of Efcrick, and other Evi- 
dences fit for my purpofe, the Matter fhall be 
{worn boldly home. And thus fhall I re- 
venge my felf on thofe Men who have ap- 
pear’d with fo much Zeal again{t me and my 
Brother, and rid our felves of fuch dangerous 
Enemies. And at the fame time, to make 
the Belief of the Plot obtain amongit the 
People, 1 will order a Day of Thank{giving 
for the Difcovery, which will give the Cler- 
Sy an occafion to run down the Phanaticks, 
and aflert the Truth of their Defign to over- 
turnthe Church and State, under the fpeci-

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this means I may go on to cut off their Ring-

HE Difcourfe we had the other Day, 
I hope fatisfied you in the main, that 
Chriftcan have but one Church here 

upon Earth; and I believe that it is as vilible 

as that the Scripture is in print, That none 
can be that Church, but that, which ts called 
the Roman Catholick Church. J think you 
need not trouble your felf with entring into 
that Ocean of particular Difputes, when the 
main, and, in truth, the oaly Queftion 1s, 

Where that Church is, which we profefs to 

believe inthe two Creeds? We declare there 

to believe one Catholick and Apoftolick Churen, 
and itis not left to every phantaltical Man’s 

Head to believe as he pleafes, but to the 
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Church to whom Chrift left the Power upon 
Earth to govern us in Matters of Faith, who 
made thefe Creeds for our Dire€tions. It 
were a very irrational thing to make Laws 
for a Country, and leave it to the Inhabi- 
tants to be the Interpreters and Judges of 
thofe Laws; for then every Man will be his 
own Judg, and by confequence no fuch thing 
as either Right or Wrong. Can we therefore 
{uppofe that God Almighty would leave us at 
thofe Uncertainties, as to give us a Rule to 
goby, andtoleaveevery Man to be his own 
judg? Idoask any ingenuous Man, whither 
it be not the fame thing to follow our own 
Fancy, or to interpret the Scripture by it? I. 
would have any Man fhew me, where the 
Power of deciding Matters of Faith is given 
to every particular Man. Chrift left his Pow- 
er to his Church even to forgive Sins in Hea- 
ven, and left his Spiric with them, which 
they exercifed after his Refurrection: Firft 
by his Apoftles in thefe Creeds, and many 
Years after by the Council at Niece, where 
that Creed was made that is called by that 
ame ; and by the Power which they. had re- 
received from Chrift, they were the Judges 
even of the Scripture it felf many Years after 
the Apoftles, which Books were Canonical 
and which were not. And if they had this 
Power then, I defire to know how they

only Pretence*I ever heard of, was, becaufe 
the Church has fail’d in wrefting and inter- 
preting the Scripture contrary to the true 
Senfe and Meaning of it, and that they have 
impofed Articles of Faith upon us, which 
are not to be warranted by God’s Word. 
I do defire to know who is to be Judg 
of that, whether the whole Church, the 
Succeffion whereof has continued to this 
day without Interruption, or particular Men 
who have raifed Schifms for their own Ad- 
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The Second Paper. 


T isa fad thing to confider what a world 
] of Herefies are crept into this Nation: 
Every Man thinks himfelf as competent a 
Judg of the Scriptures as the very Apoftles 
themfelves ; and tis no wonder that it fhould 
be fo, fince that part of the Nation which 
looks moft like a Church, dares not brin 
the true Arguments againft the other Sets, 
for fear they fhould be turned againft them- 
felves, and confuted by their own Argu- 
ments. ‘The Church of England (as ’tis 
call’d) would fain have it thought, that they 
are the Judges in Matters Spiritual, and yet 
dare not fay pofitively that there is no Appeal 
from them; for either they muft fay, that 
they are Infallible, (which they cannot pre- 
tend to) or confefs that what they decide in 
Matters of Confcience, is no further to be 
followed, than it agrees with every Man’s 
private Judgment. If Chrift did leave a 
Church here upon Earth, and we were all 
once of that Church, how, and by what 
Authority, did we feparate from that 
-hurch ¢ If the Power of interpreting of 
Scripture be in every Man’s Brain, what need 
haye we of a Church or Church-men? To 
whar 
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what purpofe then did our Saviour, after he 
had given his Apoftles Power to Bind and 
Loofe in Heaven and Earth, addto it, that he 
would be with them even tothe end of the World? 
Thefe Words were not {poken Parabolically, 
or by way of Figure. Chrift was then afcend- 
ing into his Glory, and left his Power with 
his Church, even to the End of the World. 
We have had thefe hundred Years paft, the 
{fad Effe€ts of denying to the Church that 
Power in Matters Spiritual, without aa Ap- 
peal. What Country can fubfift in Peace or 
Quiet, where there is not a Supream Judg 
from whence there can be no Appeal? Can 
there be any Juftice done where the Offenders 
are their own Judges, and equal Interpreters 
of the Law, with thofe that are appointed to 
adminifter Juftice ? This is our Cafe here in 
Eagland in Matters Spiritual; for the Prote- 
ftants are not of the Church of Exgland, as 
’ris the true Church from whence there can 
be no Appeal; but becaufe the Difcipline of 
that Church is conformable at the prefent to 
their Fancies ; which as foon as it fhall con- 
tradict or vary from, they are ready to im- 
brace or join withthe next Congregation of 
People, whofe Difcipline and Worfhip agrees 
with their Opinion at that time: fothat ac- 
cording to this Do€trine, there is no other 
Church, nor Interpreter of Scripture, but 
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that which lies in every Man’s giddy Brain, 
¥ defire to know therefore of every ferious 
Confiderer of thefe things, whether the 
great Work of our Salvation ought todepend 
upon fuch a Sandy Foundation as this? Did 
Chrift ever fay to the Civil Magifrare 
(much lefs to the People) that he woald be 
with them to the End of the World? Or, did 
he give them the Power to forgive Sins? 
St. Paul tells the Corinthians, Ye are God’s 
Husbandry, ye are God's Building ; we are La- 
bourers with Ged. ‘This fhews who are the 
Labourers, and who are the Husbandry and 
Building : And in this whole Chapter, and 
in the preceeding one, St. Paul takes great 
pains to fet forth that they, the Clergy, 
have the Spirit of God, withoat which no Man 
fearcheth the deep things of God ; and hecon- 
cludeth the Chapter with this Verfe, For who 
bath known the Mind of the Lord, that he may 
inftruct him? But we have the Mind of Chriff, 
Now if we do but confider in humane Pro- 
bability and Reafon, the Powers Chrift leaves 
to his Church inthe Gofpel, and St. Paul ex- 
plains fo diftin@ly afterwards, we cannot 
think that our Saviour faid all thefe things to 
no purpofe: And pray confider on the other 
fide, that thofe who refit the Truth, and 
will not fubmit to his Church, draw their 
Arguments fromImplications, and sae 
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Interpretations, at the fame time that they 


deny plain and pofitive Words ; which is fo 


great a Difingenuity, that ’tis not almoft to © 


be thought that they can believe themfelves. 
Is there any other Foundation of the Prote- 
{tant Church, but that if the Civil Magiftrate 
pleafe, he may call fuch of the Clergy as he 
thinks fit for his turn at that time ; and turn 
the Church either to Presbytery, Independency, 
or indeed what he pleafes? This was the 
way of our pretended Reformation here in 
England; and by the fame Rule and Autho- 
rity ic may be altered into as many more 
Shapes and Forms as there are Fancies~ in 
Mens Heads.

BY PON Thurfday the Fifth of February, 

§. 1685. between feven and eight a Clock 
inthe Evening, I was fent for in hafte to the 
Queen’s Back-itairs at Whitehall, and defired 
to bring with meall things neceflary for a 
dying Perfon. Accordingly Icame, and was 
order’d not to ftir from thence till farther no- 
tice; being thus obliged to wait, and not 
having had time to bring along with me the 
moft Holy Sacrament of the Altar, I was in 
fome Anxiety how to procure it: In thiscon- 
juncture (the Divine Providence fodifpofing) 
Father Bento de Lemos a Portugez came thi- 
ther, and underftanding the Circumftance I 
was in, readily proffer’d himfelf to go to 
St. fames’s, and bring the moft Holy Sacra- 
ment along with him. 

Soon after his Departure I was call’d into 
the King’s Bed-chamber, where approaching 
tothe Bed-fide, and kneeling down, [in brief 
pre- 
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prefented his Majefty with what Service I 
could perform for God’s Honour, and the 
Happinefs of his Soul at this laft Moment, on 
which Eternity depends. The King then de- 
clared himfelf, That he defired to die in the 
Faith and Communion of the Holy Roman 
Catholick Church ; That he was moft hear- 
tily forry for all the Sins of his Life paft, and 
particularly for that he had deferred his Re- 
conciliation fo long; That through the Me- 
rits of Chrift’s Paffion he hoped for Salvation ; 
That he was in Charity with all the World; 
That with all his Heart he pardon’d his Ene- 
mies, and defired Pardon of all thofe whom 
he had any wife offended; and that if it 
pleafed God to {pare him longer Life, he 
would amend it, detefting all Sin. 

I then advertis’d his Majefty of the Benefit 
and Neceffity of the Sacrament of Penance ; 
which Advertifement the King moft willing- 
ly embracing, made an exact Confeffion of 
his whole Life, with exceeding Compunétion 
and Tendernefs of Heart: which ended, I 
defired him, in farther fign of Repentance 
and true Sorrow for his Sins, to fay with me 
this little fhort A€t of Contrition. 

“¢ O my Lord God! with my whole Heart 
“ and Soul I deteft all the Sins of my Life pait 
“© forthe Love of Thee, whom I love above all 
“ things; and I firmly purpofe by thy Holy

*“ Grace never to offend Thee more, Amen, 
“ Sweet Jefus, Amen. Into thy Hands, 
“ Sweet Jefus, I commend my Soul; Mercy, 
“ Sweet Jefus, Mercy. This he pronounced 
with a clear and audible Voice ; which done, 
and his Sacramental Penance admitted, I gave 
him Abfolution. 

After fome time thus fpent, I asked his 
Majefty, if he did not alfo defire to have the 
other Sacraments of the Holy Church admi- 
niftred unto him? He reply’d, By all means, 
I defire to be Partaker of all the Helps and 
Succours neceflary and expedient for a Cathio- 
lick Chriftian in my Condition. Taddedy 
And doth not your Majefty alfo.defire to re- 
ceive the precious Body and Blood of our dear 
Saviour Jefus Chrift in the moft Holy Sacra- 
meat of the Eucharift ? His Anfwer was this, 
If Iam worthy, pray fail not to lec me have 
it. I then told him, it would be brought to 
lim very fpeedily, and defired his Majefty, 
that in the Interim he would give me leave to’ 
proceed to the Sacrament of Extreme Un@i- 
on; he replied, With all my Heare: Ithen 
anoiated him, which asfoon as perform’d F 
was call’d to the Door, whither the Bleffed 
Sacrament was now brought and delivered to’ 
me. | : 

Then returning to the King,’ I entréatéd 
his Majefty that he would prepare and difpofe’

himfelf to receive. At which the King rai- 
fing up himielf, faid, Let me meet my Hea- 


venly Lord in a better Pofture than in my 
Bed. Rut I humbly begg’d his Majefty to 


repofe himfelf: God Almighty, who faw his 
Heart, would accept of his good Intention. 
The King then having again recited the fore- 
mentioned A&t of Contrition with me, he 
received the moft Holy Sacrament for his Via- 
ticum, with all the Symptoms of Devotion 
imaginable. ‘The Communion being ended, 
Tread the ufual Prayers, termed the Recom- 
mendation of the Soul, appointed by the 
Church for Catholicks in his Condition. Af- 
ter which the King defired the Act of Con- 
trition, O my Lord God, @c. to be repeated. 
This done, for his laft {piritual Encourage- 
ment, I faid, 

Your Majefty hath now received the Com= 
fort and Benefit of all the Sacraments, that a 
good Chriftian (ready to depart out of this’
